AMENDMENTS AND COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES

SENATE BILLS 


S 180. ESC ANNUAL REPORTS. Intro. 2/13/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Makes 
following additions to Senate committee substitute: 

(1) amends GS 96-9(b)(3)d3 (as amended by SL 1995, Ch. 4) to provide that (a) if the Fund balance 
exceeds $800 million and the fund ratio is less than 5%, then the contribution rate as determined by the 
Experience Rating Formula shall be reduced by 50% and (b) if the Fund balance exceeds $800 million and the 
fund ratio is more than 5%, then the contribution rate shall be reduced by 60%. 

(2) amends GS 96-10(b)(1) to provide that if the amount of a delinquency is less than $50, the Employment 
Security Comm'n may not certify the amount to the clerk of court until a field tax auditor or another representative 
of the Comm'n personally contacts, or unsuccessfully attempts to personally contact, the delinquent employer and 
collect the amount due. 

(3) amends GS 96-10(g) to provide that an employer who fails to file a report within the required time but 
owes no contributions shall not be assessed a penalty unless the employer's failure to file continues for more than 
30 days. 


(4) amends GS 96-10(j) to delete the provision that prohibits an employer from receiving a penalty waiver 
within 24 months succeeding its last penalty waiver. 


S 259. CIVIL DAMAGES FOR CERTAIN CRIMES. Intro. 2/27/95. House committee substitute replaces 3rd 
edition. Limits of not less than $150 and not more than $1,000 in GS 1-538.2(a) and (b) that applied to 
consequential damages now apply to total compensatory and consequential damages. 


S 542. CATAWBA SCHOOL BOARD ELECTIONS. Intro. 4/3/95. House action amends 1st edition. Provides that 
persons desiring to be candidates for membership file notice of candidacy no earlier than the last (was, first) 
Monday in June in the year of the election. Makes technical correction. ; 
S 662. RICHMOND LOCAL ACT. Intro. 4/11/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Replaces blank 
bill and changes title TO ALLOW RICHMOND COUNTY TO CREATE FIRE PROTECTION DISTRICTS IN 
WHICH FIRE PROTECTION IS FUNDED BY FEES RATHER THAN TAXES. Adds new GS 153A-236 allowing 
Richmond County to establish a fee-supported fire response district under specified circumstances. Describes 
procedure by which board of comm'rs may create the district. Provides that fees may not exceed the cost of 
providing fire protection services in the district and may be imposed on owners of all real property that benefits 
from availability of fire protection. Requires county to credit fees to a separate fund to be used only to furnish fire 
protection in the district. Sets procedures for extending and abolishing district. 
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S 723. TELEPHONE CONSUMER PROTECTION 2/AB. Intro. 4/13/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Adds provision placing burden of proof with regard to the applicability of an exemption on the person 
claiming it in both civil and criminal actions. Adds to the list of exclusions to the definition of "telephonic seller’ 
include (1) any person conducting sales or solicitations on behalf of a licensee of the Federal Communications 
Commission; (2) any person exempt from licensure as a charitable organization; (3) a publisher of a magazine or 
other periodical of general circulation, or an agent of such a publisher acting pursuant to a written agency 
agreement; (4) a foreign corporation that has for the preceding 12 months held and maintained a certificate of 
authority to do business in this State and which only does business in this State using the name set forth in the 
certificate of authority; (5) an issuer or a subsidiary of an issuer that has a class of securities that is subject to Sec.. 
12 of the Securities Exchange Act of 1934 and which is either registered or exempt from registration under 
paragraphs (A), (B), (C), (E), (F), (G)or (H) of subsection(g)(2) of that section; (6) a person soliciting the sale of 
food, seeds, or plants when a sale does not involve an amount over $100 directed to a single address; (7) a 
person (a) who solicits without an intent to complete or obtain provisional acceptance of sale during the telephone 
solicitation but who arranges for the major sales presentation to be made at a later face-to-face meeting between 
the salesperson and the purchaser and (b) who does not cause an individual to go to the prospective purchaser to 
collect payment for the purchase or to deliver any item purchased directly following the telephone solicitation or (c) 
who offers to send the purchaser descriptive literature and does not require payment before the purchaser's 
review of the descriptive literature; (8) a person soliciting the purchase of contracts for the maintenance or repair 
of items previously purchased from the person making the solicitation or on whose behalf the solicitation is made; 
(9) a book, video or record club or contractual plan or arrangement (a) under which the seller provides the 
consumer with a form with which the consumer can instruct the seller not to ship the merchandise, (b) which is 
regulated by the Federal Trade Comm'n trade regulation concerning ‘use of negative option plans by sellers in 
commerce,’ or (c) which provides for the sale of books, records, or videos in an arrangement under which the 
seller periodically ships merchandise to a consenting consumer; (10) a person who for at least two years has been 
operating under the same name as that used in connection with its telemarketing operations and retail 
establishment in the State where consumer goods are displayed and offered for sale on a continuing basis if a 
majority of the person's business involves the buyers obtaining services or products at the person's retail - 
establishment; (11) a person (a) who provides telephone solicitation services under contract to sellers, (b) who 
has been operating continuously for at least three years under the same business name and (c) for whom at least 
75% of the person's contracts are performed on behalf of other persons exempt under this bill; and (12) any 
person who periodically issues and delivers catalogs to potential purchasers and the catalog includes a written 
description or illustration and the sales price of each item offered for sale, includes at least 24 full pages of written 


material or illustrations, is distributed in more than one state, and has an annual circulation of not less than 
250,000 customers. 


S 905. STATE FIRE AND RESCUE COMM'N. Intro. 5/1/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Makes technical correction. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 123. REVISE DRUG TAX. Intro. 2/7/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Requires the Sec'y of 
Revenue to remit unencumbered tax proceeds on at least a quarterly basis. Clarifies that tax proceeds are 
unencumbered when either of the following occur: (1) the tax has been fully paid and the taxpayer has no current 
right to seek a refund and (2) the taxpayer has been notified of the final assessment of the tax and has neither fully 
paid nor timely contested the tax. Requires the Sec’'y to remit 75% of the part of the unencumbered tax proceeds 
collected by assessment to the State or local law enforcement agency that conducted the investigation of the 
dealer that led to the assessment, and credit the remaining unencumbered proceeds to the General Fund. 
Provides that refund of a tax that has already been distributed shall be drawn initially from the State Controlled 
Substances Tax Account and then subtracted from succeeding distributions to the law enforcement agency to 


which it was distributed and succeeding credits to the General Fund. Effective July 1, 1995, and applies to taxes 
collected on or after that date. 
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H 134. DMV/DOT TECHNICAL CHANGES. Intro. 3/1/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Makes 
new title TO MAKE TECHNICAL AND CLARIFYING CHANGES TO THE MOTOR VEHICLE LAWS AND OTHER 
LAWS CONCERNING THE DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION, AND TO VALIDATE CERTAIN 
RECORDED INSTRUMENTS WHERE SEALS HAVE BEEN OMITTED. Makes weight limitations of GS 20-118 
inapplicable to vehicles that do not operate on an interstate highway while hauling crops. Amends GS 47-108.11 to 
make its provisions regarding validation of recorded instruments where the seals have been omitted inapplicable 
to instruments recorded or registered subsequent to Jan. 1, 1995 (was, Jan. 1, 1991).

H 208. SCHOOL ACQUISITION/SEVERAL COUNTIES. Intro. 2/16/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 3rd 
edition. Adds Alleghany, Currituck, Halifax, Randolph, Union and Wake to list of counties in GS 153A-158.1(e) to 


provide that these counties have power to acquire property for use by the board of education. Changes title 
accordingly. 


H 281. RESIDENTIAL PROPERTY DISCLOSURE. Intro. 2/23/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Differs from original bill in following respects: 

(1) Exempts from the act transfers between parties when both parties agree not to complete a residential 
property disclosure statement. (2) Strengthens the inducement to disclose certain conditions by removing the 
express disclosure statement language used to elect to convey the property "as is" and deleting language 


throughout act that refers to a "disclaimer statement". (3) Simplifies the required disclosure statement language 
so as to provide the seller with the choice of checking, with respect to his knowledge about each type of defective 
condition, one of the following: "Yes," "None Known," or "No representation". (4) Provides that the rights of 


the parties to a contract with respect to property conditions about which the owner had no actual Knowledge are 
not affected by the act. Further provides that if the statement declares that the owner makes no representations 
concerning property conditions, then the owner has no duty to disclose the conditions, whether or not the owner 
should have known of them. (5) Deletes language requiring that the statement must use the statutory language 
provided even though it may be supplemented by other information if the owner desires. (6) Authorizes the Real 
Estate Comm'n to charge a fee for forms to carry out this authority not to exceed 25 cents per page, plus costs of 


postage (was, not to exceed $1.00 per page and not to exceed $3.00 per form regardless of the number of pages 
per form) 


H 517. VANCE HUNTING CHANGES. Intro. 3/22/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Clarifies that amending 
the boundaries of a tract of registered land does require a new registration. 


H 592. GRANVILLE HUNTING CHANGES. Intro. 3/28/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Clarifies that 
amending the boundaries of a tract of registered land does require a new registration. 


H 606. TRUSTEE'S DUTIES/LIFE INS. TRUSTS. Intro. 3/29/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Makes 
technical change. 


H 772. STATE HEALTH PLAN MODIFICATIONS. Intro. 4/6/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Retains amendment to GS 135-40.2 making spouses and eligible dependent children of enrolled employees, 
retirees, and members of the General Assembly eligible for coverage under Plan on a partial contributory basis, 
but lowers employer contribution from $50 to $20 per month; effective July, 1, 1996, sets employer contribution at 
$25 per month. Amends GS 135-40.6(2)(f) to provide that failure to secure certification for inpatient hospitalization 
shall not result in a penalty to the employee or individual when approval would have been given if requested. 
Deletes amendment making hospitals that are contract providers responsible for ensuring that certification is 
secured. Deletes amendment to GS 135.40.6(5)(f) relating to benefits when multiple surgical procedures are 
performed by the same doctor through the same incision. Deletes amendment to GS 135.40.6(7)(a) exempting 


retirees on Medicare from first $10 allowable charge for doctor's services. Adds appropriation of $2 million for 
Carrying out act. 
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H 847. MONUMENT CONTRACTORS ACT. Intro. 4/12/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Changes title to AN ACT AUTHORIZING THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY THE 
REGULATION OF MONUMENT CONTRACTORS. As title indicates. Authorizes study of the need for regulating 
those persons in businesses affecting monuments; the delivery of monument contracting services; the cost- 
effectiveness of regulating such contractors; and other matters relating to contractors and their impact on the 
public. Authorizes LRC to report interim study results to the 1996 session of the General Assembly and final study 
results to the 1997 session. Appropriates from the General Fund to the LRC $15,000 for each year of the fiscal 
1995-97 biennium. Effective July 1, 1995.

SENATE BILLS 


S 21. USE OF TEACHER ASSISTANT FUNDS. Intro. 1/26/95. House committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. Changes 
bill's title to AN ACT TO PERMIT LOCAL BOARDS OF EDUCATION TO USE FUNDS, APPROPRIATED FOR TEACHER 
ASSISTANTS AND FOR PROGRAM ENHANCEMENT TEACHERS TO REDUCE CLASS SIZE PURSUANT TO LOCAL 
SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT PLANS. Provides that funds allocated for program enhancement teachers may be used, pursuant 
to waivers, to reduce class size or teacher-student ratios in kindergarten through third grade. Deletes provision that no state- 
funded teacher assistant positions may be abolished if the positions are filled when the school improvement plan is amended 

9 or approved by the building-level staff. Adds an amendment to GS 115C-238.6(a) deleting. the provision that waivers of state 
laws under the Performance-Based Accountability Program could not affect funds for school health coordinators or for 
teachers for expanded programs under the Basic Education Program. 


S 81. UCC AMENDMENTS. Intro. 1/30/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Bill provides that a person 
(seller) whose negligence contributed to the forgery or alteration of an instrument may not raise the forgery or alteration as a 
defense against one (buyer) who suffers damage by virtue of having paid the instrument, taken it for value, or taken it for 
collection. Substitute adds provision that if buyer's negligence contributed to the loss, buyer must bear that portion of the loss 
which he caused. Places burden of proving the buyer's negligence on the seller. 


S 85. HONORARY/PET/CEMETERY TRUSTS. Intro. 1/30/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition, adding to 
new Art. 14 (which is added to GS Ch. 36A by the bill) a provision that a trust created under Art. 14 terminates when the 
balance of the corpus falls below $100, and the balance is to be dispersed as provided in GS 36A-147(c). Amends GS 65-9 
(setting out the perpetual nature of trust funds for cemetery care) to add a similar provision. 


S 166. REGULATION OF ATTORNEYS AT LAW. Intro. 1/9/95. House committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. (1) Adds to 
GS 84-17 a provision that if a State Bar Counselor's judicial district is altered during his term in such a way that, whereas 
before both his residence and place of practice were within the district but now they are located in different districts, the 
counselor must elect which district he will affiliate with and represent and notify the secretary of the state bar of his election. 
(2) Adds a new GS 84-28(d1) providing that if an attorney is disciplined because of a conviction of a criminal offense showing 
professional unfitness, the attorney may petition the court in the trial division in the judicial district where the conviction 
occurred for an order staying the disciplinary action pending the outcome of any appeals of the conviction. Deletes the 
requirement that the State Bar study the proportionality of representation of members of the bar on the State Bar Council.

S 643. SEWER SYSTEM MORATORIUM NOTICE. Intro. 4/11/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition, adding 
(1) to GS 143-215.67(a) a provision that treatment works operated by a public utility or unit of local government may accept 
wastes in excess of the capacity of the works only if the NC Environmental Management Comm'n finds that the discharge of 
waste will not result in any significant degradation in the quality of the waters ultimately receiving the discharge, and (2) to GS 
143-215.67(b) a provision to the same effect with respect to the issuing of permits for sewer lines connecting to such works. 


S 646. ASSIST VOLUNTEER SAFETY WORKERS. Intro. 4/11/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition, 
completely rewriting bill and replacing it with one with the title AN ACT TO ESTABLISH A WORKERS' COMPENSATION 
FUND FOR VOLUNTEER FIRE, RESCUE, AND EMS WORKERS, TO INCREASE THE MONTHLY PENSION BENEFITS 
AND THE MONTHLY PENSION CONTRIBUTIONS FOR THESE WORKERS, TO INCREASE CONTRIBUTIONS TO THE 
VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT FUND, TO REIMBURSE VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENTS AND VOLUNTEER 
RESCUE SQUADS FOR HIGHWAY USE TAX PAID ON THEIR FIRE TRUCKS AND RESCUE VEHICLES, AND TO 
GENERATE REVENUE FOR THESE PURPOSES. 

Adds new GS 58-87-10 creating the Volunteer Safety Workers' Compensation Fund in the Office of the State Treasurer, 
to be administered by a third party contractor under contract with the State Fire and Rescue Comm'n, to provide workers' 
compensation benefits to members of fire departments and rescue/EMS units that are not part of a unit of local government 
and are exempt from state income tax. Eligible departments and units are to pay into the fund a per capita annual amount to 
be set by the State Fire and Rescue Comm'n; amounts in the fund are to be used to pay out workers’ compensation benefits 
under the provisions of GS Ch. 97. Makes corresponding changes in GS 58-78-5. 

Amends sections of Art. 86 ("North Carolina Firemen's and Rescue Squad Workers’ Pension Fund") of GS. Ch. 58 to 
changes the monthly contribution by members from $5 to $10 and to change the monthly pension benefit from $110 to $135. 
Makes clear that "eligible rescue squad worker" under this fund includes members of emergency medical services squads. 

Amends sections of Art. 87 ("Volunteer Fire Department and Rescue/EMS Funds") of GS. Ch. 58 to change the title of 
the article to "Volunteer Safety Workers Assistance" and to make the article apply to otherwise eligible fire departments and 
rescue/EMS units with up to two paid workers (under current law, must be all volunteer). Adds a new provision directing the 
State Treasurer to reimburse eligible fire departments and rescue squads for the amount of highway use tax paid for a vehicle 
used in performance of its duties from the Volunteer Safety Workers' Assistance Fund. 

Amends GS 105-228.5A to reduce the credit that insurance companies may take against their gross premium taxes for 
assessments paid to the Insurance Guaranty Ass'n and the Life and Health Insurance Guaranty Association from 20% of the 
assessment to 10% and to set a cap on all credits allowed to all insurers at $10 million. Sets formula for determining how 
credits are to be allocated if cap is reached. Amends GS 105-228.5 to credit increased revenue resulting from these changes 
to the Volunteer Safety Workers’ Assistance Fund (created by new GS 58-87-20, added by this bill). This fund is then to fund 
the Volunteer Safety Workers’ Compensation Fund and the North Carolina Firemen’s and Rescue Squad Workers’ Pension 
fund and to reimburse fire departments and rescue squads for highway use tax. 

Pension provisions effective July 1, 1995. Reimbursement of highway use tax effective October 1, 1995. Insurance 


premium tax provisions effective for taxable years beginning on or after January 1, 1995. Remainder of bill effective on 
ratification. 


S 679. WATER/SEWER DISTRICT VALIDATION-1. Intro. 4/13/95. House action amends 1st edition. Provides that bill does 
not affect pending litigation. 


S 706. CABARRUS COUNTY WORKFARE. Intro. 4/13/95. House action amends 3rd edition. Makes technical changes only. 


S 755. EMPLOYEE BENEFITS COMMITTEE. Intro. 4/18/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Reconstitutes 
Committee on Employee Hospital and Medical Benefits as follows: President Pro Tem. or his designee, Speaker, five 
members of the Senate appointed by the President Pro Tem., and five members of the House appointed by the Speaker. 
Specifies that the President Pro Tem. and Speaker shall remain on the committee for the duration of their terms in those 
respective offices. Establishes two year terms for the other members beginning on January 15 of each odd-numbered year, 
except for the terms of the initial members, which begin on appointment and expire January 14, 1997. Specifies that the 
Committee shall review programs of hospital, medical and related care as recommended by the executive administrator and

House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition, making the following 
changes: (1) adds a provision that the seller may use a specialty identification card issued by DMV in lieu of a drivers license 
for identification and that if the seller is a corporation the receipt or invoice must include federal tax numbers, state of 
incorporation, name and address of NC registered agent, and principal address; (2) adds anew GS 105-53(i2) requiring 
specialty market operators to conspicuously post in plain view a sign informing all vendors that, effective July 1, 1996, failure 
to produce the records to a law enforcement officer is prima facie evidence of possession of stolen property; (3) adds an 
amendment to GS 105-53(I) making failure to keep a record of new merchandise offered for sale a Class 1 misdemeanor; (4)

stolen property effective July 1, 1996.

Adds language specifying that 
a signature recorded in any format by the Div'n of Motor Vehicles for a drivers license or a special identification card is also to © 
be treated as confidential and may not be released except for law enforcement purposes. 


H 430. COSTS/VICTIM ASSISTANTS. Intro. 3/9/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition, completely rewriting 
bill. New title is TO PROVIDE THAT A COURT MAY ORDER PAYMENT OF COSTS BY CERTAIN DEFENDANTS FOR 
SERVICES TO VICTIMS AND WITNESSES AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE ADMINISTRATIVE OFFICE OF THE 
COURTS FOR ADDITIONAL VICTIMMWITNESS ASSISTANT POSITIONS. Adds a new GS 7A-304(a)(7) adding to the costs 
of a criminal action a fee for services to crime victims and witnesses, at $20 when the defendant Is placed on supervised 


probation and $50 in all cases in which the defendant is convicted of impaired driving under GS 20-138.1. Not applicable to 
infractions. 


H 473. LIMITED LIABILITY COMPANIES. Intro. 3/15/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Adds GS 57C-5- 
07 to provide for distribution of the fair value of a member's interest upon the member's withdrawal from a limited liability 
company. Amends GS 57C-6-01(4) to provide that remaining members alone may agree to continue a limited liability 
company after a withdrawal. Creates GS 55B-16 to allow foreign professional corporations to secure a certificate of 
registration from the appropriate state licensing board and to thereafter transact business in this state in accordance with 
specified conditions and limitations, including a requirement that at least one director and one officer be licensed in this state 
and that each shareholder who provides services in this state be licensed in this state. Amends title accordingly. 


H 546. DIRECT RECORD VOTING. Intro. 3/27/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition, adding to its title the words AND TO 
ALLOW CENTRAL COUNTING OF CURBSIDE VOTING. New provision states that if a direct record voting system is 
approved by the State Board of Elections for Gaston, Guilford, Mecklenburg or Union county, that county's board of elections 
may require, consistent with state board rules, that paper ballots used in curbside voting are to be transported to the county 
board office to be counted centrally rather than at the voting place. 


H 576. SUMMERFIELD INCORPORATED. Intro. 3/28/95. House committee substitute replaces 3rd edition, providing that 
council members will serve two-year terms, that the council member receiving the most votes will be mayor, that the ad 
valorem tax limitation will be 20 cents per $100 valuation, and naming the initial members of the town council. 


H 585. DISCLOSE AIR BAG REPLACEMENT. Intro. 3/28/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition, rephrasing 
the provisions of proposed GS 20-71.5 to make it a class 2 misdemeanor for a transferor of a motor vehicle originally 
equipped with air bags to fail to disclose the fact that during the time the transferor owned the vehicle the air bags were 
removed and not replaced. Provides that if the air bags of a vehicle that was issued a salvage vehicle title have been 

. removed or deployed and not replaced, the vehicle is to be issued a branded title, with a $5 fee for annotating the branded 
title. Provides that the cost for replacing the air bags, if they have not been replaced during the repair or reconstruction of the 
motor vehicle, shall be included in determining whether the cost of repairing the vehicle exceeded 25%, the figure at which it 
is a misdemeanor not to disclose damage to a subsequent purchaser under GS 20-71.4. Effective July 1, 1996 


H 694. SERVICE OF PROCESS. Intro. 3/30/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Changes title TO PROVIDE 
FOR PRIVATE SERVICE OF PROCESS and replaces entire text of original bill. Amend GS 1A-1, Rule 4 to allow plaintiff or 
plaintiffs agent or attorney to elect to have service of process by a private process server. Establishes standards, fees, and 
registration procedure for private process servers. Applies only in Wake County. Effective July 1, 1995 and applies to 
actions that are filed or have not reached final judgment on or after that date. 
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H 766. TOBACCO SALES TO MINORS. Intro. 4/6/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd edition, making the 
following changes: (1) deletes the provision that the bill does not apply to persons under 18 acting at the direction of a family 
member over 18; (2) adds provisions for using persons under 18 in tests by the Dep't of Human Resources to determine the 
effectiveness of the law; and (3) specifies that the prohibition of local ordinances regarding sale of tobacco products begins 
September 1, 1995 and does not apply to regulation of vending machines. 


H 825. AMEND FUNERAL/CREMATION LAWS. Intro. 4/11/95. House actions amend 2nd edition. Specifies that the holder 


of an inactive license who returns to active status must surrender the inactive license. Changes effective date to October 1, 
1995. 


H 836. EXPEDITE ENVIRONMENTAL PERMITTING. Intro. 4/11/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Deletes provisions that the liability for permit review of complete applications is on the applicant and the certifying 
professional engineer. Amends GS 143-215.3(a) to increase the maximum fee for water and air quality permit applications 


from $400 to $1000. Effective January 1, 1996 and applies to applications filed on or after that date. Makes conforming 
change in title. 


H 938. LEGISLATIVE COMPENSATION. Intro. 3/12/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition, completely 
rewriting bill, so the title now reads AN ACT TO ALLOW MEMBERS OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY TO MAKE A ONE-TIME 
ELECTION TO EXCLUDE EXPENSE ALLOWANCES FROM THE DEFINITION OF COMPENSATION FOR PURPOSES OF 
COMPUTING A SERVICE RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE UNDER THE LEGISLATIVE RETIREMENT SYSTEM. Amends GS 
120-4.8(5) and adds new GS 120-4.21(d) for purpose indicated in title. Election may be made only by legislator with fewer 


than five years of membership service. Election is irrevocable. Effective with respect to contributions made by members on 
or after January 1, 1994. 


H 977. LRC STUDY LOCAL GOVERNMENT. Intro. 3/12/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition, completely 
rewriting bill so it now authorizes the Legislative Research Commission to study all aspects of North Carolina local 
government, including annexation, extraterritorial powers of cities, and review and control of municipal finances by the Local 
Government Comm'n. Interim report authorized to 1966 session, final report to the 1997 session. 


H 1058. TRUCK TAX CONFORMING CHANGES. Intro. 5/11/95. House action amends 1st edition. Makes technical changes 
only.

SENATE BILLS 


S 6. VICTIMS' RIGHTS AMENDMENT. Intro. 1/26/95. House committee substitute replaces 4th edition. Revises 
proposed constitutional amendment to provide additional rights for crime victims, including right to reasonable 
protection from the accused, the right to be given information about the crime and the rights of victims, the right to 
notification of pretrial release of the accused, the right to notification of escape, release, proposed parole, pardon, 
reprieve, or commutation of the accused's sentence, the right to present views to those considering release, and 
the right to confer with the prosecution. Provides that a portion of court costs may be used to provide victim 
compensation. Proposed amendment to be submitted to the voters in Nov. 1996. 


® S 154. RAISE REPORTABLE ACCIDENT AMOUNT. Intro. 2/8/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Changes 
effective date from Nov. 1, 1995 to Jan. 1, 1996. 


S 188. CHILD SUPPORT/LICENSE REVOCATION-2. Intro. 2/14/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Changes title and makes numerous revisions pertaining to the revocation of the licensing privileges of 


persons who are delinquent in child support payments. Rewrites law governing interstate child support 
enforcement. 


Revocation of Licensing Privileges 

Effective July 1, 1996, adds professional and business licenses to those subject to forfeit for failure to pay 
child support. Licenses are subject to forfeit if support is one month late. Requires district court to find that failure 
to pay is willful before licenses may be revoked. Permits court to stay revocation to allow delinquent parent to pay 
over time. Provides procedure by which a person may apply to the clerk of court for reinstatement upon proof that 
the obligation has been paid. Effective Dec. 1, 1996 includes drivers' licenses in these provisions effective Dec. 1, 
1996. (Original bill provided automatic revocation of licenses upon proof of 90 day delinquency and did not include 
occupational and business licenses.) 

Adds conforming definitions to GS Ch. 110. Effective July 1, 1996, authorizes the Dep't of Human Resources 
to notify any board that a person licensed by that board is not in compliance with an order for child support in IV-D 
cases. Directs DHR and licensing boards to jointly develop forms and procedures to implement this provision. 
Directs DHR to establish review procedures that allow an obligor to have an underlying arrearage and any relevant 
defenses investigated, that provide the obligor information on the process of obtaining a modification of a support 
order, and that give the obligor an opportunity to challenge the inclusion of the obligor’ s name on the certified list 
of individuals subject to an order for the payment of support. Provides for judicial review of agency determinations. 
Authorizes utility companies and financial institutions to provide financial and other personal information about an 
individual to DHR upon receipt from the agency that the information is necessary to locate a parent for the purpose 
° of collecting delinquent child support payments. 
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Directs Division of Motor Vehicles, upon receipt of a report from DHR that child support delinquency 
sanctions have been imposed against an obligor, to refuse to register the obligor's vehicle until DHR notifies it that 
sanctions have been removed. 


Interstate Child Support Enforcement Provisions 

Effective Jan. 1, 1996, repeals GS Ch. 52A, the Uniform Reciprocal Enforcement of Support Act, and adds 
new GS Ch. 52C, the Uniform Interstate Family Support Act. Provides for the following proceedings: (1) 
establishment or an order for spousal support or child support, (2) enforcement of a support order and income 
withholding order of another state without registration, (3) registration of an order for spousal support or child 
support or another state or enforcement under act, (4) modification of an order for child support or spousal support 
or another state issued by a NC tribunal, (5) registration of an order for child support of another state for 
modification, (6) determination of paternity, (7) assertion of jurisdiction over nonresidents. 

General provisions. Provides that the district court is authorized to hear matters under the act. Provides that 
remedies provided by the act are cumulative and do not affect the availability of remedies under other law. 

Defines terms. 

Extended personal jurisdiction. Lists circumstances under which a tribunal may exercise personal jurisdiction 
over a nonresident individual or the individual's guardian or conservator in proceeding to establish, enforce, or 
modify a support order or to determine parentage. Sets out procedures a court must follow when exercising 
jurisdiction over a nonresident. 

Proceedings involving two or more states. Sets out relationship between NC tribunal and tribunal in another 
state for jurisdiction, enforcement, and modification of support orders. Authorizes NC tribunal to serve as an 
initiating tribunal to forward proceedings to another state and as a responding tribunal for proceedings initiated in 
another state. Sets out circumstances under which NC may exercise jurisdiction to establish or modify a support 
order when a tribunal of another state is involved. Explains when NC has continuing, exclusive jurisdiction for 
child support or spousal support order. Adopts rules NC tribunal must use to determine which child support order 
is to be recognized for purposes of continuing, exclusive jurisdiction in proceedings in which one or more child 
support orders have been issues in NC or another state. Provides that amounts collected and credited for a 
particular period under a support order from another state must be credited against amount accruing or accrued 
for the same period under NC support order. 

Civil provisions. Authorizes an individual petitioner or support enforcement agency to begin proceeding by 
filing petition in an initiating tribunal by filing a comparable pleading directly in a tribunal of another state which has 
or can obtain personal jurisdiction over the respondent. Permits a minor parent, or a guardian or other legal 
representative of a minor parent, to maintain a proceeding on behalf of or for the benefit of the minor's child. Sets 
out duties of NC initiating tribunal with regard to sending copies of petition and accompanying documents. Sets 
out duties of NC responding tribunal. Requires responding tribunal (1) to cause petition or pleading to be filed and 
notify petitioner where and when it was filed, (2) to include calculations on which support order is based in the 
order or in documents accompanying the order, (3) to send a copy of the order to petitioner and respondent and to 
initiating tribunal, if any. Prohibits tribunal from conditioning payment of a support order on compliance by a party 
with provisions for visitation. Lists powers of NC responding tribunal to grant remedies. 

Provides that support enforcement agency must provide services to a petitioner upon request and lists duties 
of support enforcement agency. Requires the district attorney to represent the obligee in proceedings unless 
obligee makes alternative arrangements. Designates the Dep't of Human Resources, Div'n of Social Services, as 
the state information agency for act and sets out duties of Dep't . 

Requires petitioner to verify the petition and lists information that must be provided, so far as known. 

Provides that petition must specify relief sought. Requires tribunal to order that identifying information not be 
disclosed in a document upon a finding that the health, safety, or liberty of a party or child would be unreasonably 
put at risk by disclosure or if existing order so provides. 

Prohibits requiring petition to pay filing fee or other costs. Sets out circumstances under which tribunal may 
or must assess obligor filing fees, reasonable attorneys’ fees, and other costs and expenses. 

Grants limited immunity to petitioner, which does not extend to civil litigation based on acts unrelated to 
proceeding under act. Prohibits party whose parentage of a child has been previously determined from pleading 
non parentage as a defense. Adopts special rules of evidence and procedure for proceedings. Requires 


support enforcement agency or tribunal to disburse promptly any amounts received pursuant to a support order, 
as directed by the order. 
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Establishment of support order. Allows responding tribunal in this state to issue support orders if an order 
entitled to recognition has not been issued where the individual seeking the order resides out of state or the 
support enforcement agency is out of state. Provides for temporary child support orders where there are specified 
findings relative to parentage. 

Enforcement without registration. Directs employers to recognize income-withholding orders issued in 
another state and upon receipt to treat it as if issued in-state. Allows obligors to contest the validity or 
enforcement of such orders in the same manner as in-state orders. Authorizes support enforcement agencies to 
use any administrative procedures authorized in this state to enforce such out-of-state orders. 

Establishes procedure for registration of out-of-state support, child support, and income-withholding orders 
and provides that upon registration they may be enforced in the same manner as in-state orders. Provides that 
the law of the issuing state governs the nature, extent, amount, and duration of payments. Provides for notice to 
non registering party and obligor's employer by the registering tribunal when an out-of-state order is registered and 
specifies content of notice. Sets procedures and standards for contesting the validity or enforcement of such 
orders. Sets standards for modification of out-of-state child support orders and for recognition of in-state child 
support orders modified in another state. 

Determination of parentage. Allows in-state tribunals to serve as the initiating or responding tribunal in 
determining parentage and provides that North Carolina law is used in determining parentage by responding in- 
state tribunals. 

Interstate rendition. Provides that the Governor may demand another state to surrender an individual found 
in that other state who is charged in this state with criminal failure to provide support. Provides that the Governor 
may surrender to another state an individual found in this state who is so charged in that other state. Provides that 
Governor may require a prosecutor to demonstrate the obligee has initiated proceedings for support (or that such 
would be of no avail) at least 60 days prior to requesting a surrender of such an individual by another state. 
Provides that the Governor may decline to honor a demand for surrender if a proceeding for support has been 
initiated and the individual whose rendition is demanded prevails or if the individual is complying with the support 
order. 

Appropriation and effective dates. Appropriates from the General Fund to the Div'n of Social Services, Dep't 
of Human Resources $474,300 in 1995-96 and $170,000 in 1996-97 for implementation. Appropriates from 
General Fund to the Administrative Office of the Courts $95,000 in 1995-96 for implementation. Appropriations 
effective July 1, 1995. 


Except as otherwise noted, effective Jan. 1, 1996 and applicable to child support owed on or after the 
effective dates. 


S 388. AMEND PESTICIDE LAW. Intro. 3/16/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Adds new GS 143-456(a)(16) 
authorizing Pesticide Board to deny, suspend, modify, or revoke a license if it finds that applicant or licensee or 
employee has failed to pay civil penalty assessed under GS Ch. 143, Art. 52 within 30 days. Deletes similar 
amendment to GS 143-469(c) and makes clarifying changes. 


S 534. BAIL BONDSMEN REGULATION. Intro. 3/30/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Provides that failure 
to return collateral security of $500 or more (was $1500 or more) is punishable as a Class | felony. 


S 687. AMEND WASTEWATER SYSTEMS LAW. Intro. 4/13/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd 
edition. Changes title. Provides definition for "pretreatment" activities to be implemented by Dep't of Environment, 
Health, and Natural Resources rule ( pretreatment defined as including any biological, chemical, or physical 
process or system for improving wastewater quality and reducing wastewater constituents prior to final treatment 
and disposal in a subsurface wastewater system). Requires that all operators of permitted aerobic sewage 
treatment plants be certified to operate and maintain such facilities. Directs counties to send annual reports to the 
Dep't on the performance of individual aerobic treatment plants.

115C-113 and specifies that the appropriation is to be used as the title indicates in providing services for visually 
impaired students. 


S 824. STATE AUTH./FED. CLEAN WATER ACT. Intro. 4/25/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Revises proposed standards for state water quality certifications required for federal wetland fill permits. 
Places wetlands into three classifications based on the wetland's proximity to a perennial water body: (I) those 
within 150 feet ; (II) those further than 150 feet but within 1,000 feet; and (III) those more than 1,000 feet away. 
Requires granting water quality certifications for projects that impact less than one acre. Requires compensatory 
mitigation at the following ratios of acres mitigated to acres lost: five-to-one for class | wetlands, three-to-one for 
class |] wetlands, and one-to-one for class II| wetlands. Provides that the above does not apply to regularly and 
irregularly flooded coastal wetlands as defined in GS 113-229. Incorporates provisions for wetlands mitigation 
bank (substantially similar to S 991) as proposed GS 143-214.8. Directs Dep't of Environment, Health, and 
Natural Resources to develop a wetlands restoration, enhancement, and protection program, including a statewide 
plan for wetland restoration in conjunction with basinwide planning initiatives for water quality, flood prevention, 
fisheries, wildlife, and recreation. Establishes wetlands mitigation bank and non reverting wetlands restoration 
fund to provide a repository for monetary contributions and donations or dedications of real property for wetland 
mitigation. Allows payment into fund to meet federal wetland mitigation requirements. Fund can be used for 
acquisition, enhancement, restoration, or creation of wetlands. Appropriates from Highway Fund to the wetlands 
restoration fund in Dep't of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources $1 million in 1995-96 for the mitigation 
bank. Appropriates from the General Fund to wetlands restoration fund in Dep't of Environment, Health, and 
Natural Resources $2 million in recurring funds 1995-96 and $2 million in recurring funds in 1996-97. Appropriates 
from General Fund to the Dep't of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources $500,000 in each year of biennium 
for administrative and other expenses to implement the wetlands restoration, enhancement, and protection 
program. Effective Oct. 1, 1995. Provides that Environmental Management Comm'n to initiate adoption of 
implementing rules prior to that date and to adopt them by Dec. 31, 1996. Provisions on state comments on 
federal wetlands permits effective on ratification for any wetlands inadvertently created on or after that date. 


S 994. CORPORATION OMNIBUS. Intro. 5/4/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Deletes the 60 day reporting 
requirement previously imposed on domestic and foreign corporations for submission of annual reports to the 


Sec'y of Revenue. Adds provision specifying that annual report fees collected by the Sec'y be credited to the 
General Fund as nontax revenue.

Rewrites proposed definition of "public practice of soil science" to include investigating and evaluating the 
interaction between water, soil, nutrients, plants, and other living organisms that are used to prepare soil scientsts' 
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reports for specified purposes. Makes related change to definition of "soil science" and also makes clear that the 
term does not include certain works that require licensing as a geologist, professional engineer, or land surveyor. 
Adds a member to the NC Board for Licensing of Soil Scientists--a soil scientist employed by a local government 
agency, to be appointed by the Governor; and specifies that appointments other than those made by the Governor 
are to be made by the General Assembly on receommendation of the Speaker or the President Pro Tem. Adds 
provision that Chapter does not prevent registered land surveyors licensed under GS Ch. 89C from practicing 
surveying. Specifies maximum fees that may be set by Board. For licensing, allows Board to determine 
equivalent education or professional experience in lieu of a bachelor of science degree. Adds provision making it 
unlawful for licensed soil scientist to prepare plats and maps as defined in GS Ch. 89C unless he or she is 
licensed as a registered land surveyor. Specifies factors that Board must consider in determining amount of a civil 
penalty as a disciplinary procedure. Characterizes specified illegal conduct as Class 2 misdemeanor. Makes 
other technical and conforming changes. 


H 978. PRECINCT BOUNDARIES. Intro. 4/12/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Makes new 
title TO AMEND THE LAW RELATING TO VOTING PRECINCTS AND TO REMOVE THE SUNSET ON 
DESIGNATION OF UNEMPLOYMENT OFFICES AS VOTER REGISTRATION AGENCIES TO COMPLY WITH 
THE NATIONAL VOTER REGISTRATION ACT. Authorizes the Executive Secretary-Director to combine, for 
Census reporting, two or more adjacent precinct of the county into a Combined Reporting Unit 

if he finds: (1) the boundaries of the Combined Reporting Unit conform with the Census block boundaries as 
shown on the official block maps to be used in the 2000 Census; (2) the Combined Reporting Unit consists only of 
contiguous territory; (3) the precincts of which the Combined Reporting Unit consists were bounded as of January 
1, 1996, by ridgelines, as certified on official county maps by the county manager or the chair of the board of 
commissioners, and the boundaries fail to conform to Census block boundaries as shown on the official map and 
consist of noncontiguous territory because those ridgelines were unrecognized as Census block boundaries in the 
2000 official Census maps; (4) the Combined Reporting Unit does not contain a majority of the territory of more 
than one township; and (5) to alter those precinct boundaries would result in significant voter dislocation. 

Provides that areas that are annexed between the dates reported through the U.S. Census Bureau's 1998 
Boundary and Annexation Survey and January 2, 2000, and which are contiguous to a city, are automatically 
moved into the city precincts. Permits the county board of elections to delay the effective date of any change 
under that provision to a date not later than January 1, 2002. 

Amends GS 153A-19 to make its provisions regarding the establishment and naming of townships applicable 
to the 2000 Census. 


Removes the sunset on designation of unemployment offices as voter registration agencies, 


H 1052. AFDC EMPLOYMENT/WORKFARE FUNDS. Intro. 5/8/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Provides that local dep't of social services, rather than Employment Security Comm'n interviewer, shall 
determine whether an AFDC recipient is to be exempt from Employment/Workfare Program. Removes, as ground 
for exemption, that recipient is household member participating in work training program, and adds ground that 
recipient is working and in school a total of 30 hours per week with at least six class hours per week.

S 839. GRADUATED DRIVERS' LICENSES-2. Intro. 4/26/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Removes provisions concerning three levels of driving permits for persons between ages of 15 and 18. Provides 
that learner's permit allows holder to drive only when holder is in possesion of the permit and a licensed driver is 
seated in front seat next to holder. Limited permit allows holder to drive only if holder is in possession of permit, 
supervising driver is seated beside holder in front seat, and each passenger wears safety belt or seat restraint. 
Both types of permits valid for 18 months and may be renewed for 18 more months; sets fee of $10 for both types. 
Provides that holder of limited permit is not a licensed driver for purpose of determining the inexperienced operator 
premium surcharge under automobile insurance policies.

require payment of periodic availability charge in the case of improved properties that would qualify for the 
issuance of a building permit. 


S 967. INMATE LABOR PILOT PROG./COMM. COLLEGE. Intro. 5/2/95. House committee substitute replaces 


2nd edition. Limits inmate participation to those construction projects related to courses taught in the pilot 
correction education program. 


S 972. CONTROLLED SUBSTANCES TAX AGENTS. Intro. 5/3/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Changes title to AN ACT AUTHORIZING THE SECRETARY OF THE DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE TO 
APPOINT EMPLOYEES OF THE DEPARTMENT AS REVENUE LAW ENFORCEMENT AGENTS TO ENFORCE 
THE EXCISE TAX ON CONTROLLED SUBSTANCES AND COUNTERFEIT DRUGS AND THE CRIMINAL 
PROVISIONS OF THE REVENUE LAWS. Amends GS 105-236.1 to grant Secretary of Dep't of Revenue the 
authority to appoint employees of the Criminal Investigations Division to serve as revenue law enforcement 
officers who enforce criminal laws relating to tax administration and enforcement. Grants these officers the same 
authority (e.g., the execution of warrants and making of arrests) as granted in first edition of bill to “controlled 
substances tax agents," now renamed "revenue law enforcement officers." (However, the subject-matter 
jurisdiction of the latter group of officers remains limited to enforcing the excise tax on controlled substances and 
other provisions of Article 2D of GS Chapter 105.) Requires revenue law enforcement officers to be certified 
pursuant to GS Chapter 17C and makes technical and conforming changes to GS 17C-2 and GS 143-166.13(a). 


Amends GS 135-1(11b) and GS 143-166.30(a)(4) to clarify that "revenue law enforcement officers" are not "law 
enforcement officers" as defined in those sections. 


S 1003. DEBTOR PROTECTION FOR IRA. Intro. 5/4/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Makes 
technical changes only. 
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S 1011. STATE EMP. RIF RIGHTS/OPTIONS. Intro. 5/4/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Provides that if re-hired, RIF'd employee to be paid at no more than maximum of new salary grade if his previous 
salary exceeds that maximum. Removes provisions concerning non-reduction of retirement benefits and 
severance salary. Restores present provision of GS 126-7.1(c) that priority given to current state employee in 
hiring for another state provision does not apply when only applicants are current state employees. Extends 
priority of RIF'd employee for re-hiring, to all state agencies, over all other applicants except current state 
employees. Amends GS 135-5(a) to provide that where state retirement system member is RIF'd from service 
with employer, other than local school unit or community college, and is at least 50 years of age with at least 25 
years of service, member is eligible for unreduced retirement allowance, provided that any severance payments 
have ceased. Amends GS 135-5(a1), to providé that member who is RIF'd from service with employer, other than 
local school unit or community college, is eligiblé*for reduced early retirement allowance if member is at least 45 
years of age and has at least 20 years of services provided that any severance payments have ceased; benefits 
computed as though member had attained age 50 with at least 20 years service. Revises effective date: Section 
1, dealing with priority consideration for hiring, effective July 1, 1995; remainder effective June 30, 1995. 


S 1014. NURSING/REST HOME EMP. CHECK:-Intro. 5/4/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Deletes requirements that (1) fingerprinting be cdénducted by local law enforcement authorities and (2) criminal 
history record checks be completed within 10 da¥s of receiving the request. Requires the Department of Justice to 
prioritize requests for criminal history checks as“follows: (1) administration of criminal justice records checks; (2) 
mandatory noncriminal justice criminal history re¢ord checks; and (3) voluntary noncriminal justice criminal history 
record checks. Deletes provision shielding countfes and the State repositories of criminal information or their 
officers and employees from liability for failure té comply with the duties imposed by the act. Clarifies that a 
domiciliary or nursing home or its officers and erffployees may be liable for actions or omissions under the act that 
amount to gross negligence, wanton conduct or'intentional wrongdoing. Further clarifies that the immunity for 
negligence provided a domiciliary or nursing hofme or its officers and employees is deemed waived to the extent of 
indemnification by insurance. Adds convictions Tor maintaining an adult establishment, perjury, bribery, and 
misconduct in public office to definition of "crimifal history." 


S 1049. CLARIFY INVESTMENT TAX CREDIT Intro. 5/4/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Amends GS 105-163.011(b) to provide that an AAvestment in a qualified investment business, as provided in GS 
105-163.013(c), has not been made until the grantee business reinvests the investment in a qualified business 
venture or a qualified grantee business that is ft an investment business. Adds provision to GS 105-163.013(c) 
to require that a qualified grantee business thatus an investment business must place in a trust account all 
investments made in it by individuals. Effectivé"date remains Jan. 1, 1995, but provides that act does not apply to 
investments and commitments to invest madetefore July 1, 1995.

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H 273. EQUIT. DIS. BEFORE/AFTER DIVORCE. Intro. 2/23/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd 
edition. Makes technical clarifying changes only. 


H 593. BOGUE INCORPORATED. Intro. 3/28/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Revises 
boundaries of Town of Bogue. Provides that corporate limits of Town of Chadwick Acres under SL 1961, Ch. 


1014, constitute incorporated municipality for purposes of GS 160A-36(b)(3) and -48(b)(3), concerning properties 
of area that a municipality may annex. 


H 825. AMEND FUNERAL/CREMATION LAWS. Intro. 4/11/95. House action amends 2nd edition to delete 
subsection (d) of GS 90-210.27A , which limits ownership of funeral establishments by persons convicted of a 
felony. 


H 954. PARENTAL CHOICE IN EDUCATION. Intro. 4/12/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Deletes voucher provisions. Revises GS 105-151.11A provisions concerning credit against state income tax for 
education expenses: Credit applies to child educated in other than public school or in public school at which 
tuition is charged. Credit $100 per semester beginning in 1996, and thereafter $500 per semester. Credit may not 
exceed amount of tuition paid to public school at which tuition is charged. Sets out requirements for claiming 
credit. 

Requires Sec'y of Revenue, on or before July 15 of each year, to credit to State Bd. of Education an amount 
equal to: the credit amount for the previous calendar year, multiplied by the amount by which the number of 
credits allowed under this section during the previous fiscal year exceeds twice the number of students enrolled in 
nonpublic school as of the end of the fall 1995 semester. Board to disburse funds received to eligible local school 
units under GS 115C-438. Local unit to be eligible for disbursement if board determines that during next school 
year it will make its courses and activities available reasonably and on reasonable cost basis to nonpublic school 
students whose parents or guardians qualify for credits. 

Amends GS 115C-47 to allow local board of education to lease real property to nonpublic school for school 
purposes; local board may receive funds under GS 105-151.11A only if it makes its courses and activities 
available reasonably to nonpublic school students. Amends GS 115C-429(b) to allow local boards to appropriate 
fair share of funds for education expenses of children who attend nonpublic schools, and issue these funds to 
parents or guardians of such children. 

Amends GS 143-3.3 to allow assignment of tax refund to pay tuition at nonpublic school. 

Effective dates: Sections dealing with tax credit and assignment of tax refund effective for taxable years 
starting on and after Jan. 1, 1996. Sections concerning State Board's disbursement of funds and local school 
units' leasing of property and making facilities available to nonpublic school students effective Jan. 1, 1997. 


Sections concerning local boards’ appropriations for nonpublic students effective Jan. 1, 1996. Rest of act 
effective on ratification.

RETAIN EXPERTS FOR HEARINGS AND TO REQUIRE THAT MONEY RECOVERED FROM DELINQUENCY 
PROCEEDINGS OR CIVIL ACTIONS AGAINST THE COMMISSIONER BE CREDITED TO THE FUND. Deletes 
all provisions of original bill regarding the insurance regulatory charge for 1995, filing requirements, and the 
Commissioner's authority to accept examination reports from unaccredited states..

ALLEGIANCE IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS, TO DIRECT THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION TO DEVELOP 
MODEL GUIDELINES FOR IMPLEMENTING THIS ACT, AND TO ENCOURAGE DONATIONS OF FLAGS TO 
BE DISPLAYED IN PUBLIC SCHOOL CLASSROOMS." Totally rewrites bill. Adds new GS 115C-47 encouraging 
local boards of education to adopt policies to (1) provide for display of the US and NC flags in each classroom, (2) 
provide students the opportunity to recite the Pledge or Oath of Allegiance on a regular basis, and (3) provide age- 
appropriate instruction on the historical origins of the flag and the pledge. Provides that such policies do not 
compel! any person to stand, salute the flag, or recite the Pledge of Allegiance. Requires State Board of Education 
to develop model guidelines to assist local boards and to disseminate the guidelines by October 30, 1995. 
Encourages local boards of education, superintendents, and principals to solicit donations of flags or funds to 
purchase or replenish flags for display in public school classrooms. 


H 108. RETIRED COURT CLERK PLATES. Intro. 2/6/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Adds to title "AND 
FOR SUPPORTERS OF PROFESSIONAL SPORTS TEAMS." Amends GS 20-79.4(b) to allow specialized plates 
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bearing (1) logos of professional sports teams and (2) bearing words "American Legion." Before Div'n of Motor 
Vehicles issues sports plate, it must receive at least 300 applications and obtain license from sports team to use 
its logo without charge. Before issuing American Legion plates, div'n must receive at least 300 applications. 


H 208. COUNTY SCHOOL ACQUISITION. Intro. 2/16/95. Senate action amends 6th edition. Makes technical 
change. 


H 333. AMEND REGISTER OF DEEDS RETIREMENT. Intro. 3/1/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd 
edition. Adds following to title: "AND TO CONFORM THE EARNINGS LIMITATIONS OF LOCALLY 
SPONSORED PLANS TO THOSE OF THE LOCAL GOVERNMENTAL EMPLOYEES' RETIREMENT SYSTEM." 
Revises GS 160A-163 as new language in title indicates. 


H 434. ATTEMPTING TO ELUDE ARREST. Intro. 3/9/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Revises new GS 
20-141.5(b) regarding certain circumstances necessary to make fleeing in motor vehicle a Class H felony: (1) 
negligent driving must result either in property damage over $1,000 (formerly, $500) or personal injury requiring 
medical attention; and (2) driving through marked school zone must be during school hours, and driving through 
marked work zone must be when work is in progress. Revises subsection (d) to set revocation period of two years 
(formerly three) for felony offense. In first felony conviction, licensee may apply to sentencing court for limited 
driving privilege after 12 months (formerly 18 months) of revocation. 

Also revises GS 20-179(d), regarding aggravating factors considered by court in sentencing for impaired 
driving, so that to constitute an aggravating factor, negligent driving must involve property damage over $1,000 
(now, $500) or personal injury. 


H 447. AMBULANCE PROVIDER LICENSE. Intro. 3/9/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Specifies that 
operating as ambulance provider without valid license is Class 3 misdemeanor. 


H 642. EDGECOMBE COMMISSIONERS ELECTION. Intro. 3/30/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd 
edition. Adds provision authorizing the Northampton County Board of Social Services--notwithstanding GS 14- 
234, any rule of the State Personnel Comm'n, or other law--to employ one of its members and pay that aa 
reasonable compensation to be approved by the board of county commissioners. 


H 645. ABC/LOCAL GOV'T REGULATE POSSESSION. Intro. 3/30/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. 


Revises proposed new GS 18B-300.1 to allow city or county to regulate by ordinance possession by a pedestrian 
of open containers of alcoholic beverages on public streets or on city or county property. 


H 661. HALIFAX SCHOOL BOARD VACANCY. Intro. 3/30/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Makes new title 
TO FILL THE VACANCY ON THE HALIFAX COUNTY BOARD OF EDUCATION. Appoints Martha Cooper to the 
Halifax County Board of Education to serve the remainder of the late L.G. Cooper's term. 


H 739. SIMPLIFY HIGHER ED. CREDIT TRANSFER. Intro. 4/3/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd 
edition. Requires UNC Board of Governors and State Board of Community Colleges to make reports specified in 


the act to the Joint Legislative Oversight Committee on Education (formerly, the General Assembly), before March 
1, 1996. 


H 767. ELEM. ED. GUN SAFETY PROGRAM. Intro. 4/6/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. 
Makes new title AN ACT ENCOURAGING THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION TO MAKE AVAILABLE 
INFORMATION ON GUN SAFETY PROGRAMS FOR THE STATE'S ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS. Provides as 
title indicates. Deletes provisions of previous edition. 


H 851. BAIL BOND CHANGES. Intro. 4/12/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Revises 
definition of bail bond in GS 15A-341(1) to provide that a surety bond is same as cash deposit for all purposes in 
GS Ch. 15A, Art. 26 (bail). Amends GS 15A-541(a) to allow surety [bondsman] to surrender his principal [the 
defendant] to sheriff of county where defendant was bonded as well as sheriff of county where principal was 
bonded to appear. Amends GS 15A-544(e) to require that, where court orders forfeiture of bond, and the 
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defendant is incarcerated or served an order for arrest in North Carolina within 90 days after entry of the forfeiture 
judgment and placed on a new bond, or released by court, then the forfeiture must be stricken upon payment of 
costs. If the defendant is incarcerated or served an order for arrest in North Carolina any time between failure to 
appear and up to 90 days after entry of the forfeiture judgment and placed on a new bond, or released by court, 
bond must be totally remitted on payment of costs. Adds new GS 15A-547.1 to provide that if defendant is 
convicted and sentenced to community punishment or intermediate punishment and no appeal is pending, court 
must remit bail bond to obligor [bondsman] and not require that the bond continue while the defendant serves the 


sentence.

Revises amendment to GS 58-33-25(e) to allow limited insurance representative to qualify, without examination, 
for prearrangement insurance when offered or sold by licensed preneed sales licensee. 
: Adds GS 58-33-132 authorizing Comm'r to adopt rules regarding-instruction of prelicensing and continuing 
insurance education. Forbids such instruction without certificate from Comm'r, which Comm'r may suspend or 
| terminate if instruction is inaccurate or poorly performed.

Adds restriction to 
provide that except for procedures for bone spurs and simple soft tissue procedures, any surgery on the ankle or 
on the soft tissue structures related to the ankle, amputations, and any surgical correction of clubfoot shall be 
performed by a podiatrist only in a hospital licensed under art. 5, GS ch. 131E or in a multispecialty ambulatory 
surgical facility that is not a licensed office setting, and that is licensed under Part D, art 6, GS ch. 131E.

Deletes 
provision requiring Dep't Human Resources to assess a penalty against a county for failure to honor the electronic 
draft within 5 days. Repeals GS 109A-93, which authorizes Director of Budget to withhold funds for public 
assistance from a county that does not pay its full share of public assistance costs. 


S 818. MONITOR BIRTH DEFECTS. Intro. 4/25/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Makes technical changes 
only. 


S 839. GRADUATED DRIVERS LICENSES-2. Intro. 4/26/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Changes title to:

S 955. WIRELESS TELEPHONE FRAUD. Intro. 5/2/95. Senate action amends ‘st edition. Amends definition of 
"telecommunication service" to include any wireless telephones (was, cellular only). Authorizes civil actions by any 
person or entity aggrieved by violation of GS 14-113.5 (was, telecommunication service providers only). Makes 
technical change in definition of "unlawful telecommunication device." 


S 988. RECYCLABLE HAULERS WEIGHT RELIEF. Intro. 5/4/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Makes clear that amendments to GS 20-118 apply to vehicles hauling recovered material. Amends GS 20- 
116(d) to include house trailers in the group of vehicles to which the maximum length of 40 feet applies. 


S 1042. GUARANTEED ENERGY SAVINGS CONTRACTS. Intro. 5/4/95. House committee substitute replaces 
2nd edition. Makes technical change. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 90. CONCEALED HANDGUN PERMIT. Intro. 2/1/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 4th edition. Makes 
new title TO PROVIDE THAT A PERSON WHO MEETS SPECIFIED STATUTORY CRITERIA MAY CARRY A 
CONCEALED HANDGUN IF THE PERSON HAS OBTAINED A CONCEALED HANDGUN PERMIT, TO 
AUTHORIZE SHERIFFS TO ISSUE CONCEALED HANDGUN PERMITS, TO ESTABLISH THE CRITERIA THAT 
MUST BE SATISFIED TO RECEIVE THE PERMIT, TO INCREASE THE PENALTY FOR CARRYING A 
CONCEALED HANDGUN WITHOUT A PERMIT, AND TO MAKE CONFORMING STATUTORY CHANGES. 
Deletes definition of revolver. Changes residency requirement to 30 days. Changes grounds for denial to include a 
conviction of an impaired driving offense within 3 years prior to the date the application is submitted and less than 
honorable discharge from the armed services. 

Reduces application fee for permit to $50. Requires an applicant for a permit to submit an original certificate 
of completion of an approved course. Requires the sheriff to submit fingerprints to the State Bureau of 
Investigation for a records check of State and national databases. Authorizes the Administrative Office of the 
Courts to prescribe an application form, which must be made readily available at the office of the sheriff or at other 
public offices in the sheriffs jurisdiction. Requires that the application contain the following: "Caution: Federal law 
and State law on the possession of handguns and firearms differ. If you are prohibited by federal law from 
possessing a handgun or a firearm, you may be prosecuted in federal court. A State permit is not a defense to a 
federal prosecution.” 

Provides that the Sheriff must either approve or deny in writing an application for a permit within 90 days of 
receipt of the application. Deletes provisions requires a holder of a permit to apply to renew the permit at least 30 
days prior to its expiration date. Makes application and renewal fee $50. 

Provides that a permit may be revoked for (1) fraud or intentional misrepresentation in the obtaining the 
permit, (2) misuse of the permit, including lending or giving a permit to another person, duplicating a permit, or 
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using a permit with the intent to unlawfully cause harm to a person or property, (3) the doing of an act or existence 
of a condition that would have been grounds for denial of the permit, (4) the violation of any terms of the act, or (5) 
a crime that would have disqualified the applicant initially for which he is adjudged guilty or receives a prayer for 
judgment. 

be Deletes requirement that sheriff remit $1 of each fee to the State Treasurer. Provides that the sheriff will 
incur no liability for issuing a permit. 

Provides that violations of the act are punishable a Class 2 misdemeanor, unless the violation is possession 
of a concealed handgun without the issued permit which is punishable as an infraction. 

Restores existing law regarding when an off-duty full-time sworn law-enforcement officers may carry 
concealed weapons but deletes restriction that the officers be in the jurisdiction where they are assigned. Deletes 
provisions excepting handguns used in connection with a firearms safety or training class for grades kindergarten 
through 12 from the provisions of the act. Also deletes provisions regarding carrying a concealed handgun on a 
hotel premises, in a restaurant that serves alcoholic beverages, indoor theaters or concert hall which seats 1200 
or less. 

Changes effective date to December 1, 1995.

Changes title to: TO MAKE A TECHNICAL CORRECTION TO GS. 120-70.2 REGARDING FILLING OF 
VACANCIES ON THE JOINT LEGISLATIVE UTILITY REVIEW COMMITTEE AS RECOMMENDED BY THE 
JOINT LEGISLATIVE UTILITY REVIEW COMMITTEE AND PROVIDING FOR THE CONFIRMATION OF THE 
APPOINTMENT OF JO ANNE SANFORD TO MEMBERSHIP ON THE NORTH CAROLINA UTILITIES 
COMMISSION AND OF THE APPOINTMENT OF ROBERT P. GRUBER AS EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR OF THE 


PUBLIC STAFF OF THE NORTH CAROLINA UTILITIES COMMISSION. Makes appointments as change in title 
indicates. 


H 281. RESIDENTIAL PROP. DISCLOSURE. Intro. 2/23/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. 
Specifies that transfers of residential property made pursuant to a lease with an option to purchase where the 


lessee occupies or intends to occupy the dwelling are excluded from the Residential Property Disclosure Act. 
Makes other technical changes. 


H 340. DRUG TEST/UNEMPLOYMENT BENEFITS. Intro. 3/2/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 3rd 
edition. Makes clear that the test for controlled substances is one administered under Art. 20, GS Ch. 95. 


H 434. ATTEMPTING TO ELUDE ARREST. Intro. 3/9/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. 

Amendment #2 amends GS 14-277, effective Dec. 1, 1995, to make it a Class H felony to impersonate a law 
enforcement officer by unlawfully operating a motor vehicle with an operating blue or red light (and amends bill's 
title accordingly). 

Amendment #3 addresses the prima facie evidence rule that the registered owner of a vehicle was the 
operator at the time the offense of speeding to elude arrest was committed. The 2d edition provides that when 
probable cause is based on this prima facie rule, the officer must make a reasonable effort to contact the 
registered owner before initiating criminal process. The amendment requires the officer to contact the registered 
owner prior to initiating criminal process if it is possible to do so using all practical and reasonable means within 48 
hours of the offense. If the registered owner denies that he was in or driving the vehicle at the time, the officer 
must include the owner's denial and the owner's basis for denial in his application for any arrest warrant related to 
the offense. 

Amendment #4 makes the offense of speeding to elude arrest applicable only when fleeing or attempting to 
elude an officer operating a marked law enforcement vehicle. 


H 458. DWI-ASSESSMENT ENHANCEMENT. Intro. 3/9/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Amendment #1 
deletes provision regarding fees for supervision of community service punishment when the defendant is also 
ordered to attend an Alcohol and Drug Education Traffic School. Amendment #2 provides that the court may 
determine whether a defendant should be required to complete an alcohol and drug education traffic school or a 


substance abuse treatment program before a certificate of completion of a substance abuse assessment is 
issued. 
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H 540. HIGHWAY BOND ACT OF 1995. Intro. 3/22/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Adds 
new GS 136-180.1 providing that Dep't of Transportation shall notify owners of property within corridor considered 
as possible alignment of proposed Durham Northern loop of all informational workshops and public hearings on 
that urban loop. Notification must be by first class mail at least 30 days prior to workshop or hearing. 


H 692.COUNTY REZONING NOTICES. Intro. 3/30/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Removes limitation to 
Wake County, making bill applicable statewide and thus a public bill. 


H 834. TEACH ABSTINENCE UNTIL MARRIAGE. Intro. 4/11/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 3rd 
edition. Changes title to: (1) TO REQUIRE PUBLIC SCHOOLS TO OFFER AN ABSTINENCE UNTIL MARRIAGE 
PROGRAM; (2) TO AUTHORIZE LOCAL SCHOOL BOARDS TO OFFER COMPREHENSIVE SEX EDUCATION 
WHEN CERTAIN REQUIREMENTS CONCERNING REVIEW AND LOCAL APPROVAL ARE SATISFIED; AND 
(3) TO PROVIDE FOR PARENTAL REVIEW AND APPROVAL OF, AND TO PLACE CERTAIN RESTRICTIONS 
ON, ANY INSTRUCTION ON SEXUALLY TRANSMITTED DISEASES, OUT-OF-WEDLOCK PREGNANCY, 
ABSTINENCE UNTIL MARRIAGE, AND COMPREHENSIVE SEX EDUCATION, WHETHER DEVELOPED BY 
THE STATE OR ALOCAL BOARD OF EDUCATION. Repeals GS 115C-81(a2) and (e) and reorganizes 3d 
edition of bill and makes following substantive changes. Requires State Board of Education to make available to 
local school units for review by parents all materials for education on sexually transmitted diseases (STDs), AIDS, 
avoidance of out-of wedlock pregnancies, and abstinence until marriage for at least 60 days before use. Requires 
local school units to hold a public hearing before adopting a comprehensive health education program, and 
materials proposed for use must be available for examination for at least 30 days before the hearing. Parents and 
guardians must consent to the participation of students in education programs that pertain to STDs, AIDS, 
avoidance of out-of wedlock pregnancies, abstinence until marriage, and/or comprehensive sex education 
programs. 


H 953. STATE EMP. RIF RIGHTS/OPTIONS. Intro. 4/12/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Changes title to: PROVIDING EXTENDED HEALTH PLAN COVERAGE TO EMPLOYEES WHO ARE 
SEPARATED FROM EMPLOYMENT DUE TO REDUCTIONS IN FORCE AND OTHERWISE RELATING TO THE 
RIGHTS AND BENEFITS OF STATE EMPLOYEES SEPARATED FROM STATE EMPLOYMENT DUE TO 
REDUCTIONS IN FORCE. Amends GS 126-7.1 to require that state employees to be affected by a reduction in 
force be notified at least 30 days before the effective date of the reduction. Deletes provisions from original bill 
providing for unreduced benefits after designated years' service by employees of a certain age and deletes age 
adjustment factors. Amends GS 126-7.1(c2) to increase the years of service required for priority in reemployment 
from 5 years' service to 10 years’ service. Amends GS 135-40.2 to include as persons eligible for coverage under 
the state health plan formerly covered employees who have been employed for 12 or more months and whose 
jobs have been eliminated by a reduction, and their spouses and eligible dependent children; such employees 
shall be covered for up to 12 months following separation.

AMENDMENTS AND COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES 
SENATE BILLS 


S 4. REQUIRE ALTERNATIVE PUNISHMENTS. Intro. 1/26/95. House committee substitute amends 1st edition to specify 
that referendum on constitutional amendment will take place at the general election in Nov. 1996 (was, Nov. 7, 1995 
statewide election), and to change the effective date of repeal of GS 15A-1341(c) that takes effect if the constitutional 
amendment is approved from Jan. 1, 1997 to Jan. 1, 1996. Repeal still applies to any person whose criminal offense 
occurred on or after effective date, and constitutional amendment is still effective, if approved, on certification of the 
amendment to the Secretary of State by the State Board of Elections. 


S$ 57. ABC LRC & OTHER CHANGES. Intro. 1/26/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Makes numerous 
revisions to current laws pertaining to the regulation of alcoholic beverages. 

Sports Club. Revises definition of "sports club" in current law to include (in addition to an 18-hole golf course) a business 
establishment providing two or more tennis courts, a deep-water marina (defined as having at least 35 boat slips at least five 
feet deep), or any combination of these. Specifies that any sports club that has one tennis court and no 18-hole golf course 
or deep-water marina must have at least two tennis courts by October 1, 1996 to continue to qualify for ABC permits as a 
sports club. Authorizes the ABC Commission as of October 1, 1996, to revoke any permits previously issued to a sports club 
that does not meet this new definition. 

Kinds of ABC permits: places eligible. Authorizes the holders of on- or off-premises malt beverage permits to ship malt 
beverages in closed containers to individual purchasers inside and outside the State. Authorizes the holder of on- or off- 
premises unfortified wine permits (holders of off-premises fortified wine permits also included) to 

ship unfortified (or fortified) wine in closed containers to individual purchasers inside and outside the State. 

Residential Private Club and Sports Club Permits. Makes several additions to the Commission's authority to issue ABC 
permits to these establishments depending on whether such are located in counties which border another state or other 
counties that have not approved the issuance of alcoholic beverage permits as of July 1, 1995. 


S 119. ENGINEER/ARCHITECT IMMUNITY. Intro. 2/1/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Completely 
replaces original bill with new provisions adding new GS 89C-19.1 and GS 83A-13.1, giving to engineers and architects 
(respectively) immunity from liability from any personal injury, property damage, or other loss caused by the engineer's or 
architect's acts or omissions in the performances of professional services where the services (1) were structural, electrical, 
mechanical, or other engineering or architectural (as appropriate) services, (2) were performed at the scene of a declared 
disaster or emergency (as declared under federal or state law), (3) were performed voluntarily, without compensation, (4) 
were performed at the request of a public official, law enforcement official, public safety official, or building inspection official, 
and (5) were performed within 45 days of the declaration of emergency or disaster (unless the period is extended by the 
Governor). The immunity does not apply if the injury or damage was caused by gross negligence, wanton conduct, or 


intentional wrongdoing or arose with respect to operation of a motor vehicle. Effective on ratification and applies to causes of 
action arising on or after that date. 
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S 159. ADOPTIONS REWRITE. Intro. 2/8/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Makes following changes: (1) 
Provides that if adoptee is also subject of, pending juvenile proceeding, district court retains jurisdiction until final order of 
adoption is entered. (2) Provides that any information arising from a petition to terminate parental rights or to establish 
paternity associated with adoption petition is to be confidential and is not to be released except with consent of all of the 
parties. Subjects violator to fine of $10,000 per violation. (3) Authorizes use of adoption facilitators (persons who assist 
biological parents without charge) to assist in locating or evaluating prospective adoptive parents, to solicit potential adoptive 
parents for children in need of adoption, and to advertise that they will place or accept a child for adoption. (4) Deletes 
provision that allows direct or collateral attack of adoption because of procedural defect by former parent or guardian whose 
consent was necessary but was not obtained (another provision in bill grants those persons authority to set aside adoption 
within specified period of time). (5) Deletes amendments to G.S. 1-272 et. seq., providing for appeals from clerk to district 
court rather than superior court in adoption cases, because such provisions have already been ratified in Ch. 88, S 108. 


S 244. SIMPLIFIED ESTATE ADMIN. Intro. 2/22/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Deletes duplicative 
provision requiring notice of petition for summary administration to be given to executor in accordance with Rules of Civil 
Procedure. (Bill already included another section requiring personal notice or notice by mailing to last known address.) 


S 519. PURCHASES FROM BLIND/DISABLED. Intro. 3/29/95. House action amends 3rd edition by specifying that Dep't of 
Administration is to report annually to Joint Legislative Committee on Governmental Operations on its administration of 
program allowing cities, counties, and other governmental entities subject to GS Ch. 143, Art. 8, to purchase goods and 
services directly from a nonprofit work center for the blind and severely disabled, as defined in bill (was, Dep't to report 
annually to General Assembly's Governmental Operations Committee; nature of report was not specified). Deletes portion of 


bill's sunset provision specifying that expiration of act does not impair validity of contracts entered into before sunset date, 
and makes technical change in sunset provision. 


S 686. CLARIFY BANKING COMMISSION AUTH. Intro. 4/13/95. House action amends 1st edition. Repeals SL 1995, Ch. 


129, sec. 19 binding the State Banking Commission to the requirements imposed on the Commissioner of Banks as to the 
certification of new banks, establishment of branches, etc. 


S 724. GIFTS BY ATTORNEY-IN-FACT. Intro. 4/13/95. House committee substitute replaces ist edition. Adds provision 
specifying that this act does not alter or otherwise affect state law with regard to presumptions of fraud or fiduciary 
responsibilities. Changes effective date to October 1, 1995 (previously effective upon ratification). 


S 969. MARINE FISHERIES COMPACT AMENDS. Intro. 5/2/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition with AN 
ACT TO DIRECT THE JOINT LEGISLATIVE COMMISSION ON SEAFOOD AND AQUACULTURE TO STUDY THE EFFECT 
OF WITHDRAWAL FROM THE ATLANTIC STATES MARINE FISHERIES COMPACT. Provides as new title indicates. 
Comm'n is to report its findings and recommendations to the 1996 General Assembly. 


S 1012. UNDERGROUND STORAGE TANK AMENDS. Intro. 5/4/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Creates new 
exception to retroactivity provisions in effective date section; new exception specifies that GS 143-215.94B(d)(6) and GS 143- 
94D(d)(6), as enacted by bill, apply only to a discharge or release that was discovered or reported on or after March 30, 
1990. Amends exception for GS 143-215.94E(f1), as enacted by bill, to add that that subsection only applies to costs that are 
eligible to be paid or reimbursed from either the Commercial Fund or the Noncommercial Fund for a discharge or release that 
was discovered or reported on or after March 30, 1990. Provides that specified meaning of phrase "any other source 
including any contract of insurance" applies to use of that phrase in GS Ch. 143, Part 2A (was, just in subsection). Amends 
provision specifying that the provisions of Part 2A as they relate to costs paid from the Commercial Fund apply only to 
discharges or releases that are discovered or reported on or after June 30, 1988 from a commercial underground storage 


tank, by deleting requirement that tank, at the time the discharge or release is discovered or reported, is beneath the surface 
of the ground or is removed on or after June 30, 1988. 


S 1078. CHARACTER EDUCATION REQUIRED. Intro. 5/4/95. House committee substitute replaces ist edition. Completely 
rewrites bill so it now adds a new GS 115C-81 providing that local boards of education shall require the teaching of character 
traits (including courage, good judgment, integrity, kindness, perseverance, respect, responsibility, and self-discipline) in 
public schools. Effective upon ratification and applicable to all school years beginning with the 1995-96 school year. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 12. TERM LIMITS/ELECTION REFORMS. Intro. 1/26/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 3rd edition, making 


changes in the bill's provisions regarding term limits for members of the General Assembly and incorporating into the bill 
provisions similar to those found in S 1039 and S 1040. 
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Term limitations. Provides that the limitation of six consecutive terms applies to service in either the House or Senate, 
but that service in filling by appointment an unexpired term does not count. Provides that the referendum on the issue is to be 
held November 7, 1995 with the constitutional amendment to become effective January 1, 1996. 

Provisions similar to S 1039. Adds new Article 22D ("North Carolina Fair Campaign Act") to GS Chapter 163. 
Generally, sets up a system whereby candidates for the General Assembly may opt to limit spending voluntarily in exchange 
for benefits. 

The agreement to limit spending. Participating candidates would agree to limit expenditures to no more than $60,000 
for one-seat Senate general election or $75,000 for two-seat; $45,000 for one-seat House general election, $60,000 for two- 
seat, and $75,000 for three-seat; $45,000 for one-seat Senate primary election and $60,000 for two-seat; and $30,000 for 
one-seat House primary election, $45,000 for two-seat and $50,000 for three-seat.. Candidates would participate for an 
election cycle, beginning on January 1 of the year before the year in which the general election is to be held and ending on 
December 31 after the election. The State Board of Elections would accept applications from candidates and certify their 
eligibility to participate. The state board would promulgate rules regarding computation of expenditures, taking into account 
the rules promulgated by the Federal Election Commission. Exceeding the limitation would result in decertification. 

The benefits to be gained. A candidate who agrees to limit spending would gain the following benefits: (1) Contributors 
to his campaign would receive an income tax credit equal to 75 percent of the amount of the contribution, up to a maximum 
credit of $75. (2) The maximum contribution that a candidate could receive from any individual contributor or political 
committee would be $2,000, rather than $500 for other candidates, as provided in the bill. And (3) the candidate's name 
would be conspicuously designated on the ballot as a participant in voluntary spending limitations. Bill specifies 
consequences to tax payers if formerly certified candidate voluntarily withdraws from participation during an election or is 
decertified by the state board; provides in certain circumstances for personal liability to the candidate to reimburse 
contributors who contributed during the period the candidate was certified.. 

Bill makes conforming changes to state income tax law by adding new GS 105-151.25 and to the campaign finance 
laws by amending GS 163-278.13 to reduce the maximum contribution limit for General Assembly candidates not participating 
in this voluntary limitation of spending from the current $4,000 per election to $500. Also reduces the maximum contribution 
to candidates for other state and local office from $4,000 to $2,000. 

Effective January 1, 1996 and applies to all elections then and later. 

Provisions similar to S 1040. Adds new Article 22D ("North Carolinians for Positive Campaigns") to GS Ch. 163 
authorizing the State Board of Elections to contract with a privately-chartered not-for-profit corporation to be called North 
Carolinians for Positive Campaigns (NCPC), and creating a Fund of North Carolinians for Positive Campaigns. Candidates 
who agreed to limit campaign spending according to rules set out in the bill and who agreed to be bound by a "standard of 
conduct" for campaigns would be entitled to the benefits of media services (and media time purchases) by NCPC. For 1996 
and 2000, only candidates for Governor and Lt. Governor would be eligible to participate. After 2000, NCPC may seek 
authority to expand to other offices. 

What candidates would agree to. (1) Candidates for Governor would agree to limit campaign spending to approximately 
$1 per vote in the last election—general election or primary, as appropriate—and candidates for Lt. Governor would agree to 
a limit of 50 cents. The State Board of Elections would be authorized to raise the spending limit to account for such factors 
as growth of population. Expenditures are defined as made at the time the obligation for the expenditure is incurred, 
regardless of when payment is actually delivered. (2) Candidates would agree to limit contributions from any individual to a 
maximum of $2,000 and would agree to donate or lend no more than $30,000 to their campaigns themselves. (3) 
Candidates would agree to be bound by the following moral pledge: "I will neither engage in or condone advertising or public 
statement that personally attacks my opponent. If such is promulgated by my supporters, | will promptly and publicly disavow 
it." Bill sets up consequences for withdrawal from participation and for violations of spending limits 

What candidates would receive. (1) NCPC would purchase media time for broadcast and telecast of advertisements on 
behalf of participating candidates at no cost to the candidates. The advertisements would be follow formats set up by NCPC, 
built around one-minute considerations of specific issues. The candidates would be responsible for the content of their 
statement on the issue, but would be required neither to mention the opponent nor make any critical reference to the 
opponent or supporters of the opponent. The bill sets up standards for when and how the media expenditures are to be 
made. (2) NCPC would sponsor a debate among participating candidates and insure that the debate is carried on network 
television. The bill sets up standards for how the debate is to be structured. 

Administration. NCPC is to be governed by a board of directors appointed (three members each) by the majority and 
minority leaders in the House and Senate for four-year staggered terms. Bill sets out rules for eligibility for service on the 
board. Provides for employment of an Executive Director. Candidates wishing to participate must submit required 
documentation to the State Board of Elections, which, if the candidate has met all requirements (including induce of meeting 
minimal thresholds of support, as set out in the bill), shall designate the candidate as qualified for NCPC benefits. NCPC may 
receive appropriations form the General Assembly, funds from other sources, and funds from the North Carolina Candidates 
Financing Fund. Bill sets out rules for NCPC spending schedules. 
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Other provisions. (1) Bill amends GS 163-278.13 to lower campaign contributions for elections from $4,000 per donor 
per election to $500, except for NCPC candidates, as to whom the limit is $2,000. (2) Bill eliminates the exemption from 
campaign contribution limitations that now apply to political party executive committees. And (3) bill sets out procedures for 
taxpayers to designate part of tax liability to Fund of North Carolinians for Positive Campaigns. 


H 108. RETIRED COURT CLERK PLATES. Intro. 2/6/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Makes technical corrections. 


H 127. LANDOWNER PROTECTION ACT. Intro. 2/8/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 4th edition. Makes it clear 
that in limiting liability the act does not limit or nullify doctrine of attractive nuisance. Modifies purpose statement to provide 
that bill's purpose is to encourage owners to make land available at no cost for educational and recreational purposes and 
deletes from purpose statement that owner is not to be subjected to waste or a financial burden when allowing his land to be 
used for educational and recreational purposes. Clarifies that the term "charge" does not include contribution in kind, services 
or cash contributed by another person or organization for the purpose of remedying damage to land caused by educational or 
recreational use or to provide warning of hazards on or to remove hazards from land. 


H 328. FAILURE TO GIVE WAY. Intro. 3/1/95. Senate action amends 3rd edition. Reinstates requirement that overtaking 
vehicle attempting to pass must give audible signal before overtaken vehicle is required to yield and not increase speed. 


H 337. TRANSYLVANIA FISHING LICENSE. Intro. 3/2/95. Senate committee substitute makes stylistic and following 
substantive changes in 1st edition. Specifies that the body or bodies of water covered by license must be man-made, and 
adds requirement for issuance of license to property owners’ association that legal access to the man-made body or bodies of 
water can be obtained only through security gates and checkpoints. 


H 434. ATTEMPTING TO ELUDE ARREST. Intro. 3/9/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition, deleting the following 
provisions: (1) subsection directing that when the probable cause of the law enforcement officer is based on the bill's prima 
facie evidence rule, the officer is to make specified efforts to contact the owner of the vehicle and include in the officer's 
application for an arrest warrant any denial the owner may make; and (2) subsection setting up the prima facie evidence rule 
that owner of vehicle operated in violation of the bill is presumed to have been the operator. 


H 730. PREVENT FRIVOLOUS MALP. ACTION. Intro. 3/30/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 

Deletes requirement that a testifying expert witness in a medical malpractice action be certified in a similar specialty as the 
party against whom or on whose behalf the testimony is offered. Adds provision that permits a person to testify as an expert 
in a malpractice action against a hospital or other medical facility regarding the appropriate standard of care on administrative 
or other nonclinical matters if the person has substantial knowledge from personal experience and training on the standard of 
care among similarly situated hospitals or medical facilities. Changes effective date to January 1, 1996. 


H 740. FACILITATE ACADEMIC CREDIT TRANSFER. Intro. 4/3/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Makes clear that a 


community college offering a college transfer program may have an articulation agreement for the acceptance of those 
courses with more than one four-year college or university. 


H 907. CERTAIN LIMITATIONS/SUITS BY STATE. Intro. 4/12/95. Senate action amends ‘st edition. Provides that six-year 
statute of limitations under G.S. 1-50 applies to actions brought by State or political subdivision whether involving proprietary 


or governmental function (originally, provided for six-year limitation if proprietary function and a 10-year limitation for 
governmental f&nctions).

SENATE BILLS 


S 35. 1995 WELFARE REFORM. Intro. 1/26/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Changes title to 
"AN ACT TO ESTABLISH THE 1995 NORTH CAROLINA PARTNERSHIP FOR INDEPENDENCE ACT" and 
substantially rewrites original bill. Adds new GS 108A, Article 2, Part 1A. Sets forth overall goal of welfare reform 
at GS 108A-26.10. Establishes "Work First Program" at GS 108A-26.11, which provides that Dep't of Human 
Resources shall ensure that all AFDC assistance is focused on enabling all recipients to work or to be assisted in 
preparing to work, unless exempt. Replaces JOBS program with Work First Program. Provides for diversion 
assistance for eligible AFDC recipients. Requires all recipients of AFDC assistance to sign personal responsibility 
agreements and specifies components of agreements. Requires all minors under agreement to obtain high school 
education or equivalent, and that all recipients with school-age children keep them in school as required by the 
Compulsory Attendance Law. Establishes education and training component of Work First Program, which may 
be compensated or uncompensated, and which generally requires 30 hours of work or training each week. 
Encourages recipients of food stamps to participate in performing uncompensated public and private work. Sets 
forth exemptions from program, including recipients under age 16, those ill or disabled, those over age 60, those 
who are needed in the home to care for ill or disabled, those who would be required to travel more than two hours 
round trip for a normal work/training day, or those who are relatives caring for children under kindergarten age. 
Sets forth sanctions to enforce provisions, including fines of $25 and suspension of benefits. Provides that AFDC 
benefits for minor unmarried specified recipients who are parents shall not be available to those who are not living 
with their parents or guardians, unless there is reasonable concern that abuse to them or their children will result. 
Bars Dep't from increasing assistance to recipients who have more children born at least 10 months after they 
begin receiving assistance, except in cases where birth results from rape or incest. Limits overall benefits to two 
cumulative years, including education and Work First Work/Training. Bars assistance to felons, parole, or 
probation violators. Requires drug and alcohol treatment and drug testing for welfare recipients. Sets forth 
procedure for paternity establishment. Includes original bill provisions on removal of work disincentives, additional 
work incentives, fraud prevention initiatives, simplification, NC. CAN, electronics benefits transfer, state 
government participation in welfare reform, and Part 1A controls. 


S 320. UNIFORM CUSTODIAL TRUST ACT. Intro. 3/8/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. 
Adds new GS 33B-17(d) to provide that instrument described in that section must also be signed by at least two 
witnesses, neither of whom is custodial trustee or the distributee of the custodial trust property. Failure to comply 
with witness or acknowledgment requirement shall not affect validity of trust during life of beneficiary, but shall 
invalidate only direction or designation of the distributee on termination of custodial trust. Eliminates GS 33B-22 
provision which limited contributions of custodial trust property to corpus to no more than $100,000. 
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S 379. PSYCHOLOGICAL COUNSELING OF PARENTS. Intro. 3/14/95. House action amends 1st edition. 
Amends GS 7A-650(b2) to permit court, in cases in which it has conditioned placement upon parent's compliance 
with treatment plan, to charge cost of treatment to county of juvenile's residence if it finds parent is unable to pay. 
In all other cases, if court finds parent is unable to pay cost of treatment, it may order parent to receive treatment 
currently available from area mental health program that serves parent's catchment area. 


S 426. STRENGTHEN PUBLIC RECORDS LAW. Intro. 3/20/95. House committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. 
Makes act subject to Art. 1, GS Ch. 121 (Dep't of Cultural Res.'s general supervisory authority over public records) 
and provides that any agency may impose special restrictions where necessary to protect a record that could be 
damaged by inspection or copying. Sets date of June 30, 1996, after which no public agency may purchase or 
lease any electronic data processing system unless it determines that the system will not impair the agency's 
ability to permit public examination, inspection, and the obtaining of copies of records. Directs Division of Archives 


and History to develop guidelines for indexes of computer data bases to be created by state agencies and local 
governments. 


S 683. JUDICIAL ELECTIONS. Intro. 4/13/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Amendment #1 deletes revisions 


to GS 7A-142. Amendment #2 amends GS 7A-133 by deleting the changes in districts except for Districts 9 and 
9B. 


S 784. HEALTH CARE REFORM. Intro. 4/24/95. Senate action amends ‘st edition. Deletes provision allowing 
subrogation by health insurers. Adds provision requiring all NC licensed group and nongroup health insurance or 
health benefit plan providers to offer as of January 1, 1997, on a guarantee-to-issue and guaranteed renewability 
basis, at least three different health benefit plan products standardized according to coverage and premium rating 
' structure. Directs the Comm'r of Insurance to appoint a committee (the membership to include proportional 
representatives of business, health insurers, health care providers, and consumers) to design the three 
standardized health insurance products required by the foregoing. Specifies that two of the three standardized 
products shall include a small group standard product (per GS 58-50-125) and a plan that includes coverage of 
preventive primary, acute and chronic care and mental and substance abuse services. Adds provision making 
the assignment of the proceeds of a personal injury claim unenforceable against any payor of any sums paid as 
damages for personal injury unless the assignment is signed by the injured person and served upon the payor by 
certified mail. Deletes provisions implementing malpractice reform. Adds provision directing the Administrative 
Office of the Courts to study the efficacy of requiring mandatory alternative dispute resolution 

proceedings to resolve medical malpractice actions. Directs AOC to report its findings to the General Assembly by 
May 1, 1996. Adds language defining "rural hospitals and other health care facilities in underserved areas" 
(defined as including any such facility located in a count with a population of 50,000 or less) for purposes of 
determining eligibility for loan guarantees. Deletes appropriations to the NC Health Planning Commission. 


S 837. LICENSING OF SOIL SCIENTISTS. Intro. 4/25/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Deletes definitions of "good moral character’ and "qualified soil scientist" from GS 89F-3, but sets forth definition of 
"good moral character at GS 89F-10. Increases membership on North Carolina Board for Licensing of Soil 
Scientists at GS 89-F(a) from six to seven, with new member, appointed by Governor, who is a soil scientist 
employed by a local government agency. Provides for President of Soil Science Society of North Carolina, or 
member appointed by President, to serve as nonvoting ex officio member of Board. Provides for staggered three 
year terms for members, and sets forth procedure for creation of staggered terms. Amends GS 89F-5 to require 
Board to meet at least twice a year, and to submit two nominees to the appropriate appointing authority for each 
position to be filled on the Board. Authorizes Board to employ necessary personnel and to adopt rules under the 
Administrative Procedure Act. Deletes exemption at GS 89F-7(b) for subordinate to a soil scientist licensed under 
this Chapter. Amends GS 89F-8 to permit registered land surveyors to continue to practice. Deletes requirement 
at GS 89F-10(d) that board determine whether applicant demonstrated he or she performed work experience in a 
responsible position. Deletes duplicative provision at GS 89F-11 for establishment of examination fees. Adds to 
prohibited acts for soil scientists at GS 89F-19 the preparation of plats and maps so as to engage in the practice of 
land surveying. Sets forth fee schedule at GS 89F-25. Changes effective date to July 1, 1995, except that 
sections 89F-19, -22, and -23 become effective January 1, 1997. 
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S 858. CLARIFY SCHOOL CONTRACTS. Intro. 4/26/95. House committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. 
Amends GS 115C-287.1 to provide that beginning July 1, 1995, all persons employed as school administrators 
shall be employed as provided by that section. Provides for employment of administrators under terms of GS 
115C-325 in the following circumstances: (1) those who, as of July 1, 1995, are serving in a principal or supervisor 
position with career status in that position; (2) those who, as of July 1, 1995, are serving in a principal or 
supervisor position and who are eligible to achieve career status on or before June 30, 1997. Provides that school 
administrator shall cease to be employed under GS 115C-325 if he or she (1) voluntarily relinquishes career status 
or the opportunity to achieve career status through promotion, resignation, or otherwise, or (2) is dismissed, 
demoted, or has contract nonrenewed. 


S 917. AGRICULTURE WASTE MGT FUNDS. Intro. 5/1/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Changes title to: TO ALLOW MEMBERS OF THE SOIL AND WATER CONSERVATION COMMISSION AND 
SUPERVISORS OF SOIL AND WATER CONSERVATION DISTRICTS TO PARTICIPATE IN THE 
AGRICULTURE COST SHARE PROGRAM FOR NONPOINT SOURCE POLLUTION CONTROL AND TO 
APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE AGRICULTURE COSTS SHARE PROGRAM FOR NONPOINT SOURCE 
POLLUTION CONTROL TO BE USED FOR CAPITAL EXPENSES ASSOCIATED WITH DEVELOPING 
AGRICULTURE WASTE MANAGEMENT MEASURES. Amends GS 139-4 to include as duty of Soil and Water 
Conservation Comm'n to implement Agriculture Cost Share Program for Nonpoint Source Pollution Control and 
allow a comm'r to apply for a grant under the program under certain conditions. Also allows supervisors to apply 
for grant under certain conditions. 


S 971. JUDICIAL APPT./VOTER RETENTION. Intro. 5/3/05. Senate committee substitute replaces 3rd edition.

SENATE BILLS 


S 26. SCHOOL EXPULSION MODIFIED. Intro. 1/26/95. House committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. Changes title to AN 
ACT TO ENABLE LOCAL BOARDS OF EDUCATION TO EXPEL FROM SCHOOL THOSE STUDENTS WHOSE 
CONTINUED PRESENCE IN SCHOOL CONSTITUTES A CLEAR THREAT TO THE SAFETY OF OTHER STUDENTS OR 
EMPLOYEES and amends GS 115C-391(d) to permit board of education to expel student whose behavior constitutes a clear 
threat to the safety of others (was, a clear threat to the safety and health of others). 


> S 52. STATE-OWNED SUBMERGED LANDS. Intro. 1/26/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Adds 

9 provision clarifying that the intent of this act is to establish a compensation structure for utilization of public trust submerged 
lands covered by navigable water and not to limit in any way a riparian or littoral owner from procuring permits, otherwise 
consistent with the laws of this State. Authorizes the Dep't of Administration to grant 
to adjoining riparian and littoral property owners, easements (for purposes of facilitating public use of public trust waters that 
are accessible through privately owned piers, wharves, docks, marinas etc.) in lands covered by navigable waters or by the 
waters of any lake owned by the State. Specifies the procedures for applying for such easements from the Dep't (establishes 
rate structure of $1,000 per acre of footprint coverage with a minimum charge of $500). Establishes the Natural Resources 
Easement Fund (nonreverting) for deposit of all easement purchase monies collected by the Dep't. Directs the net proceeds 
to be transferred annually to the Wildlife Resources Commission for the express purpose of enhancing public trust resources. 
Specifies that the Dep't may, with the prior written approval of the Governor and Council of State, revoke any such easement 
upon the violation by the grantee or his assigns of the conditions upon which it was granted. Specifies that any such 
revocation entitles the easement holder to file a contested case hearing petition under GS Ch. 150B, Art. 3. 


S 331. TRUCK WEIGHT TOLERANCES LIMITS. Intro. 3/8/95. House committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. Amends GS 
20-118(h) to provide vehicle may exceed_maximum and the inner axle-group weight limitations by tolerance of 10 percent 
(underlined words added). Makes conforming change to GS 20-118(b)(3). 


S 332. LATE CHARGES/REVOLVING CREDIT. Intro. 3/7/95. House committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. Adds 
provisions to GS 24-1.1 authorizing state and federally chartered banks, savings banks, and savings and loans to charge a 
party to a renewal or extension of a loan a fee not to exceed the greater of 1% of the loan principal or $100. Repeals GS 24- 
12, which makes Art. 2, GS Ch 24, applicable only to small, short-term loans secured by real estate, other than a first 
mortgage. To expire July 1, 1999, adds GS 24-1.2A(c) to provide that state and federally chartered banks, savings banks, 
and savings and loans may charge a party to an equity line of credit interest and fees as agreed on in writing by the parties. 
Amends GS 24-9 to provide that fees as well as interest may be charged corporations. To expire July 1, 1999, amends GS 
24-11(b) to delete banks and banking institutions from the lenders subject to maximum monthly rate of 1 1/2%. To expire July 
1, 1999, adds new GS 24-11A to provide that when a state or federally chartered bank, savings bank, or savings and loan 
extends open-end (revolving credit) it may charge interest and fees as agreed by the parties, all such fees to be deemed 
interest under various applicable federal statutes. Amends GS 25A-14(a) to provide that the finance charge for a consumer 
credit sale made under a revolving charge account may not exceed 21% per year. To expire July 1, 1999, amends GS 25A- 
32 to increase the prepayment charge used in computing rebates from $25 to $50. 
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S 402. NO FIREARM/DOMESTIC VIOLENCE ORDER. Intro. 3/16/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. 
Changes title to: TO STRENGTHEN THE DOMESTIC VIOLENCE LAW BY REQUIRING A DOMESTIC VIOLENCE ORDER 
TO BE ACCESSIBLE BY COMPUTER AND TO MAKE IT A CLASS H FELONY FOR ANY PERSON SUBJECT TOA 
DOMESTIC VIOLENCE ORDER TO PURCHASE ANY FIREARM. Deletes provision requiring person subject to protective 
order to surrender firearms. Adds new GS 14-269.8 making it a Class H misdemeanor for a person subject to a domestic 
violence protective order to purchase a firearm. 


S 404. MODIFY CRITERIA FOR IMPACT. Intro. 3/20/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Amends GS 15A- 
1343.1 criteria for selection and sentencing to IMPACT by including offenders between ages of 16 and 30 (was, 16 and 35) 
and changes effective date from July 1, 1995 to October 1, 1995. 


S 412. USURY PREEMPTION/LATE CHARGES. Intro. 3/20/95. House committee substitute replaces ist edition. Adds 
provision raising the maximum late payment charge for revolving credit loans to $10 on accounts having an outstanding 
balance of $100 or more (maximum is $5 on accounts having an outstanding balance of less than $100. Specifies that in no 
case shall the late charge exceed the outstanding principal balance. Makes foregoing applicable to payments due and 
payable on or after July 1, 1995. 


S 414. INTERSTATE BRANCHING EARLY OPT-IN. Intro. 3/20/95. House action amends 3rd edition. Makes technical 
changes only. 


S 415. BANKS/SAVINGS INSTITUTIONS MERGERS. Intro. 3/20/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Adds 
new provision setting forth rules governing "simultaneous conversion/mergers" (defined as a transaction in which the 
members of a mutual association proposing to convert to stock form are offered the opportunity to purchase stock in the 
savings institution or bank into which the association will be merged, or stock in the holding company by which it will be 
acquired). Adds provision revising the procedures governing the holding of a stockholders special meeting to effect the 
merger of two or more mutual savings banks. Adds provision specifying that mergers between a mutual savings bank and 


loan association must be conducted in accordance with the procedures contained in GS 54C-35 (pertaining to mergers of 
savings banks). 


S 525. MEDICAL CARE SAVINGS PLAN. Intro. 3/29/95. House action amends 1st edition. States that plan may contain 
(was, shall contain) listed components. 


S 567. DOMESTIC VIOLENCE CHANGES. Intro. 3/30/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Changes title to: 
TO MAKE CHANGES TO THE GENERAL STATUTES PERTAINING TO DOMESTIC VIOLENCE. In addition to the 
amendments to GS Ch. 50, bill extensively amends GS Ch. 50B. Adds to definition of domestic violence in GS 50B-1 the 
commission of violence upon a minor child residing with or in the custody of the aggrieved party by a person with whom the 
aggrieved party has or has had a familial relationship. Adds that acts of violence for which a protective order may be 
obtained include the commission of any act defined in GS 14-27.2 through 14-27.7 (rape and other sex offenses). Defines 
familial relationship as one where the parties involved are current or former spouses, persons of the opposite sex who live 
together or have lived together, have a child in common, or are parents, grandparents, or other persons acting in loco 
parentis to a minor child. Adds to relief that may be granted under GS 50B-3 an order to refrain from threatening or abusing 
the other party, harassing the other party by telephone or at home or workplace, or otherwise interfering with the other party. 
Upon application of the aggrieved party, a judge may renew the original or any succeeding order for up to 1 year. Provides 
that nothing prohibits a law-enforcement officer from securing a warrant for the arrest of a person who is subject to a 
warrantless arrest and that valid protective orders shall be enforced by all NC law enforcement agencies without further court 
order. Amends GS 1-110 to authorize a person seeking to obtain a domestic violence protective order to sue as an indigent. 


S 724. GIFTS BY ATTORNEY-IN-FACT. Intro. 4/13/95. House action amends 3rd edition. Makes technical changes only. 


S 754. MOTOR VEHICLE LIENS. Intro. 4/17/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Effective Oct. 1, 1995, 
replaces GS 20-305(7), regarding successors of motor vehicle dealers, with new provisions. Provides that owner of a 
dealership may appoint his successor in event of his death or incapacity. Upon receiving notice of appointment, franchisor 
has 30 days in which to object by registered or certified mail. Within 30 days of receipt of franchisor’s notice of objection, 
owner may requires evidentiary hearing but Comm’'r of Motor Vehicles to determine whether good cause exists for rejection of 
the designated successor. The franchisor has the burden of proving that good cause exists for rejection. Appeal of the 
commr's decision may be taken to superior court. Within 60 days of the owner's death or incapacity, the designated 
successor must give notice to the manufacturer or distributor and complete all applicable forms to establish the successor 
dealership and agree to all terms and conditions of the franchise. 
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S 798. SANITARY DISTRICT SERVICES. Intro. 4/24/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Amends GS 


130A-55(15) to authorize district to acquire, construct, maintain, operate, and regulate roads and streets within the district 
which are not State-maintained. 


S 828. SENATE PRESIDENT'S APPOINTMENTS. Intro. 4/25/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Makes 
appointments upon recommendation of the Lieutenant Governor as follows.

S 864. DOMICILIARY CARE HOMES AMENDS. Intro. 4/25/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Changes 
title to refer to domiciliary care homes rather than adult care homes and makes conforming change throughout the act. 
Provides that facilities that do not receive state/county special assistance or Medicaid are exempt from reporting 
requirements. To enforce reporting requirements, Dep't of Human Resources may seek a court order or suspend or revoke a 
facility's license. Requires that rules adopted by Social Services Comm'n shall require at least 75 hours training for aides 
performing heavy care tasks at facilities, such training to be comparable Certified Nurse Aide | training. A minimum of 20 
hours training shall be required for aides not performing heavy care tasks. To enforce the training rules, the Dep't of Human 
Resources may suspend or revoke a facility's license. Deletes provision in GS 143B-153(3) that requires proposed personnel 
requirements that would impose additional costs on owners of domiciliary homes to be reviewed by the Joint Legislative 
Comm'n on Governmental Operations. DHS required to make progress reports on implementation of the act to NC Study 
Comm'n on Aging by Oct. 1, 1995, and Mar. 1, 1996, and report to the Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operation 
by June 30, 1999, on the feasibility of continuing the act's requirements. 


S 873. REZONING NOTICE ALTERNATIVES. Intro. 4/27/95. House committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. Provides that 
any local act in conflict with the act is repealed to the extent of the conflict. 


S 929. CIVIL PROCEDURE RULES AMENDS. Intro. 5/1/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Changes 
effective date from ratification to Oct. 1, 1995. 
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S 973. WORKERS' COMPENSATION RATING LAW. Intro. 5/2/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Deletes 
GS 58-36-15(f), which requires the Rate Bureau to submit a report to Insurance Comm'r each year by Sept. 1 on rate 
experience and statistics. Amends GS 58-36-25(b) to provide that if, after court determination the Insurance Comm'r orders 
escrowed funds to be refunded to policy holders, the refunds shall bear interest calculated on the basis of the average prime 
rates of the four largest NC banks, plus 3%. Amends GS 58-36-125 to provide that individual policyholder loss experience 
may be considered as a factor in determining dividends for workers’ compensation insurance and employers' liability 
insurance written in connection therewith. Amends GS 58-36-180 to require every insurer that writes workers' compensation 
insurance and is a member of the Rate Bureau to insure and accept any worker's compensation insurance risk that has been 
certified to be "difficult to place” by any fire and casualty insurance agent licensed in NC. Directs Rate Bureau to adopt rules 
to implement this residual market. Requires Bureau to maintain records of employers refused voluntary coverage. Requires 
rates for the residual market to be filed with the Rate Bureau and to be set at levels to self-fund the residual market, to 
provide adequate premiums to pay loss and expenses, establish appropriate reserves, and to provide a reasonable margin 
for underwriting profit and for contingencies. Makes technical changes. 


S 1086. BANK STOCK AS COLLATERAL. Intro. 5/4/95. House action amends ‘st edition. One provision of the bill prohibits 
a bank from making a loan to finance the purchase of or to carry its stock. Amendment defines "to carry" as the meaning set 
forth in 12 CFR, Part 221, by the Board of Governors of the Federal Reserve System. 


S 1096. HONORING MARY SEYMOUR. Intro. 5/5/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Makes technical 
changes. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 270. ALIMONY CHANGES. Intro. 2/22/95. Senate action amends 3rd edition. Amendment #4 amends the portion of the bill 
pertaining to entitlement to alimony (as amended by amendment #2 adopted 6/13/95). The amendment provides that if the 
court finds that the supporting spouse participated in an act of illicit sexual behavior during the marriage and prior to or on the 
date of separation, then the court shall order that alimony be paid. If the court finds that both the supporting and dependent 
spouse participated in an act of illicit sexual behavior during the marriage and prior to or on the date of separation, then 
alimony shall be denied or awarded in the discretion of the court after consideration of all circumstances. Any act of illicit 
sexual behavior by either party that has been condoned by the other shall not be considered by the court. 


H 478. CASTLE HAYNE INCORPORATION. Intro. 3/15/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Replaces blank 
bill with AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE TOWN OF CASTLE HAYNE, SUBJECT TO A REFERENDUM. Describes 
corporate boundaries and provides for mayor and four-member council. Sets forth election dates and terms, and provides for 


mayor-council plan. Council to be elected on non partisan plurality basis. Provides for incorporation vote and prescribes 
ballot form.

Amendment #2 removes requirement for quarterly audit relative to distribution of 
profits from Sunset Beach ABC stores to law enforcement. 


S 345. INSURANCE OMNIBUS CHANGES. Intro. 3/9/95. House committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. 
Amends GS 95-111.12(a) to provide that in lieu of a contract for insurance or surety, a waterslide owner may 
~ alternately comply with this subsection by furnishing proof to Comm'r of ability to pay $100,000 per occurrence in 
i liability for injury to persons or property arising out of use of waterslide.

Changes title to: TO ESTABLISH A LEGISLATIVE STUDY COMMISSION TO STUDY THE ISSUE OF THE 
TRANSFER OF THE NORTH CAROLINA STATE PORTS AUTHORITY AND THE NORTH CAROLINA PORTS 
RAILWAY COMMISSION TO THE DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION. Rewrites bill to create 12-member 
legislative study commission to study issue identified in title. Requires comm'n to report to the General Assembly 
within one week of the convening of the 1996 regular session. Appropriates from the General Fund to the General 
Assembly $25,000 for 1995-96 fiscal year to fund study. Effective July 1, 1995.

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S 894. COMMUNITY COLLEGE FUEL EXEMPTION. Intro. 5/1/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Adds amendment to GS 105-446.1 to include sanitary districts among those governmental and nonprofit 
organizations eligible for a refund on motor fuel taxes paid. 


S 927. SMALL DEMOLITION LANDFILLS. Intro. 5/1/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Deletes provision that act only applies to those counties with populations less than 90,000 that do not have a 
licensed demolition debris landfill. Provides that exemption only applies to landfills of one acre or less that are for 
the disposal of demolition debris generated on the same parcel or tract as the landfill. Requires approval of the 
landfill by the board of county commissioners (and provides for county board consultation with the city governing 
board if the site is located in a city or a city's extraterritorial jurisdiction). Provides that to qualify the landfill must 
be located at least one-half mile from any other landfill, be at least 50 feet from the property boundary, be at least 
500 feet from the nearest drinking water well, be at least four feet above seasonal high groundwater table, and that 
it comply with all applicable federal, State, and local laws and regulations. Requires the landfill be closed within 30 
days after demolition is completed. No building may be constructed immediately above any part of the landfill. 
Requires plat of property and notice of landfill existence to be recorded with the register of deeds within 30 days of 
closure or at least 30 days prior to transfer of any interest in the land. Requires that this notice be filed with the 
Dep't of Env., Health, & Nat. Resources within 15 days of recordation and provides for $25 fee for filing with the 
Dep't. Effective on ratification and expires June 13, 1999. 


S 951. DEHNR STUDY/ENVIRONMENTAL REGULATION. Intro. 5/2/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 


1st edition. Deletes amendment to GS 143-291 regarding liability of state resulting from review, approval, or denial 
of environmental permit applications. 


S 1015. AMEND TIME SHARE REGISTRATION FEES. Intro. 5/4/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd 
edition. Changes title to: TO AMEND THE REGISTRATION PROCEDURES AND FEES FOR DEVELOPERS 
UNDER THE NORTH CAROLINA TIME SHARE ACT. Deletes original bill and replaces it with amendment to GS 
93A-52 to provide for graduated fees for registration of time share projects and renewal of certificates of 
registration. Fee is not to exceed $500 for five to ten time shares and $1,500 for ten or more time shares (with no 
fee for five or fewer). Establishes $50 fee for late renewal of certificates of registration. Makes other stylistic 
changes. Effective July 1 and applicable to certificates issued or renewed on or after that date.

H 140. INSURANCE LAPSE PENALTY CHANGES. Intro. 2/8/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd 


edition. Amends penalty for lapses in automobile liability insurance to $50 (was graduated from $50 to $500 based 
on the number of prior lapses). 


H 443. REAL ESTATE APPRAISERS/TRAINEE. Intro. 3/9/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Amends GS 93E-1-3(c) to provide that a real estate broker or salesman licensed under GS Ch. 93A may perform 
comparative market analysis for listing purposes, but may not appraise real estate for compensation. Amends GS 
93E-1-3(f) to provide that a license or certificate is not required under GS Ch. 93E for a person employed by a 
lender in the performance of appraisals with respect to which federal regulations do not require a licensed or 
certified appraiser. Amends GS 93E-1-5(a) to provide that no more than two of the appointees to the NC 
Appraisal Board may be members of the same appraiser trade organization, group, or committee at any one time. 
Changes effective date from upon ratification to Oct. 1, 1995. 


H 540. HIGHWAY BOND ACT OF 1995. Intro. 3/23/95. House committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. The 
digest of House committee substitute #2 failed to mention the addition of a provision requiring that each county is 
to receive a percentage of the $200 million to be used for secondary roads to be determined as a factor of the 
number of miles of unpaved state-maintained secondary roads in that county divided by the total mileage of 
unpaved State-maintained secondary roads in the State. House committee substitute #3 adds GS 136-177(b1) 
providing that up to $10 million of federal highway funds shall be used to construct the Intrastate System projects 
described in GS 136-179 and up to $10 million of such funds shall be used to construct urban loops described in 
GS 136-180. Directs that these funds shall be used beginning in 1996-97 and shall continue until State Treasurer 
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certifies to Speaker, President Pro Tem., and Sec'y of State that all bonds issued under Highway Bond Act of 1995 
have been retired, but no later than Dec. 31, 2012. Provides that these funds are in addition to funds allocated 
from Highway Trust Fund and bond proceeds. 


H 555. NORTH CAROLINA BOXING COMM'N. Intro. 3/27/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Adds definition of "amateur" and "ultimate warrior match" to GS 143-651. Amends GS 143-652 to add two 
advisory members to Comm'n, one appointed by the Speaker and the other by the President Pro Tem. of the 
Senate. Amends GS 143-653 to delete provision establishing medical advisory board and replaces it with provision 
banning ultimate warrior matches. Adds GS 143-167 requiring kickboxing match to be conducted under rules of 
Professional Karate Ass'n, International Sport Karate Ass'n, or other professional organizations approved by the 
Comm'n. 


H 656. RALEIGH CHARTER AMENDMENTS. Intro. 3/30/95. Senate action amends ‘st edition. Adds provision 


authorizing Raleigh to apply its ordinances relating to loitering, panhandling, begging, and soliciting to state 
highway system rights-of-way.

S 339. STANLY AIRPORT AUTH. POWERS. Intro. 3/8/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Makes technical changes only. 


S 558. EXPEDITE EVICTION/DRUG OFFENDERS. Intro. 4/3/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Adds provision making new expedited eviction law expressly applicable to all residential agreements. 
Makes conforming change to GS 42-25.6. 


S 783. DRUG NUISANCE/FORFEITURE. Intro. 4/20/95. House committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. Makes 
the following substantive changes: (1) action for forfeiture of real property under proposed GS 19-6.1 requires at 
least two occurrences within five years (underlined language added) of possessing or selling illegal drugs on 
property; (2) court must make finding for forfeiture by preponderance-of-evidence standard; and (3) sets out 
factors that may show defendant's good faith attempt to abate nuisance. 


S 865. COMPLY WITH BRADY BILL. Intro. 4/26/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Adds 
provision directing sheriffs to perform criminal records checks on nonresidents applying for gun permits by 
accessing computerized criminal history records as maintained by the SBI and FBI, by conducting a national 
criminal history records check, and by checking the records of the Administrative Office of the Courts. Adds the 
following to the list of persons to whom permits may not be issued: illegal aliens; dishonorably discharged veteran; 
a person who renounces U.S. citizenship; and a person subject to a court order that restrains the person from 
harassing, stalking, or threatening intimate partner or child (includes court orders with a finding that the person 
represents a threat to the safety of an intimate partner or child). Revises the Felony Firearms Act by adding a 
procedure whereby a person previously prohibited from possessing a firearm because of a felony conviction can 
petition superior court (after a period of five years from the date of the person's conviction) for a permit to possess 
a firearm (other than a handgun or a weapon of mass death and destruction). Authorizes the court to grant the 
petition and issue the permit for good cause. Makes act effective Dec. 1, 1995 and applicable to permits or 
licenses applied for on or after that date. Specifies that the act shall expire if the instant criminal history records 
check system in H 919 is implemented by the General Assembly. Makes technical changes. 


S 896. ELECTRONIC SURVEILLANCE ACT. Intro. 5/1/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. 
Makes the following substantive changes: (1) deletes exclusion of radio portion of cordless telephone 
communication from definition of electronic communication (but retains similar exclusion in definition of wire 
communication); (2) adds new GS 15A-298 to permit State Bureau of Investigation (SBI) agents to issue 
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administrative subpoena to communications common carrier or electronic communications service to compel 
production of business records if the records disclose information concerning telephone billing records or 
subscriber information and are material to an active SBI criminal investigation; and (3) gives SBI jurisdiction over 
offenses created in proposed new GS 15A-287 and -288. 


S 987. CRIMINAL ENTERPRISES. Intro. 5/4/95. House action amends 3rd edition. Provides that a merchant can 
satisfy the record keeping requirement by presenting sufficient documentation or evidence to clearly establish the 
source of the merchandise and that the merchandise is not stolen. Provides that it shall be a Class 1 misdemeanor 
to falsify a record regarding the source of new merchandise offered for sale. Makes other technical changes. 


S 1014. NURSING/REST HOME EMP. CHECKS. Intro. 5/4/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. 


Deletes provisions that granted nursing and domiciliary homes and their employees partial immunity from liability 
arising from carrying out the act.

H 231. CASE MANAGEMENT/COURTS. Intro. 2/21/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Requests NC 
Supreme Court to make report by May 1, 1996 (was, Jan. 1, 1996). 


H 239. CURRITUCK SCHOOL ACQUISITION. Intro. 2/22/95. Senate action amends 3rd edition. Provides, for 
Currituck and Union counties only, that Ch. 251, SL 1995 (school board construction oversight when county owns 
property on which school buildings are built) is effective on and after Jan. 1, 1995 instead of June 15, 1995. 


H 502. COUNTY SALES TAX FOR SCHOOLS. Intro. 3/20/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Deletes subsection (c) of proposed GS 105-510 that would have permitted county to petition Local Gov't Comm'n 
to authorize county to use part of all of its tax revenues under act for any lawful purpose. 


H 694. WAKE SERVICE OF PROCESS. Intro. 3/30/94. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. 
Substantially revises prior committee substitute, which is applicable only to Wake County. Amends GS 1A-1, Rule 
4(a) to allow service of complaint and summons by private process server appointed by clerk of court. Provides 
that on request of plaintiff or plaintiffs agent or attorney, service must be made by private process server. Sets out 


detailed provisions governing private process servers, including qualifications, exam, bond, appointment, and fees. 
Effective on ratification. 


H 770. LAW ENFORCEMENT SERVICE DISTRICT. Intro. 4/6/95. House action amends 3rd edition. Adds 
provision specifying county's obligation to contribute to city-county police department's budget for fiscal year 1995- 
96 through fiscal year 2004-05. (Bill applies only to counties with population greater than 500,000.) 


H 859. SOLID WASTE AMENDMENTS. Intro. 4/12/95. House action amends 3rd edition. Adds provision, effective 
July 1, 1995 and expiring Dec. 31, 1996, that despite contrary rule, on request of board of comm'rs of county that 
operates sanitary landfill, Dep't of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources may grant variance in geographic 
area served by sanitary landfill, as specified in permit for landfill, to allow disposal of municipal solid waste 
generated in a county adjacent to the county in which the landfill is located. This provision may not be construed to 
authorize the disposal of municipal solid waste in excess of the permitted capacity of the landfill. 


H 873. LIMIT PESTICIDE APPLICATIONS. Intro. 4/12/95. Senate action amends ‘st edition. Makes technical 
changes. 


H 913. PRELITIGATION FARM MEDIATION. Intro. 4/12/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. 


Deletes provision requiring the farm assistance program coordinator to create a farm mediation service through a 
contract with a private organization. Makes several conforming changes, including provision that tolls statutes of 
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limitations and other deadlines beginning on the date of initial mediation conference (was, date of filing of request 
for mediation with service.) Deletes provision permitting Supreme Court to regulate mediators. Makes technical

SENATE BILLS 


S 26. SCHOOL EXPULSION MODIFIED. Intro. 1/26/95. House action amends 5th edition. Adds new GS 115C- 

276(r) to require sup't to keep data on each student suspended or expelled, including race, gender, and age of 

each student, duration of suspension, whether alternative education was considered or provided, and whether 

student had multiple suspensions. Adds provision to GS 115C-391(d) that before ordering expulsion of student 

under this subsection, local school board must consider whether there is an alternative program offered by school 
> unit that may provide education services for the student. 


S 166. REGULATION OF ATTORNEYS-AT-LAW. Intro. 5/8/95. House action amends 4th edition. Reduces from 
$75 to $30 the maximum amount NC State Bar Council may impose as late fee for attorney who fails to pay 
required dues by the last day of June. 


S 214. REQUIRE RULE FISCAL NOTE. Intro. 2/15/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. 

Redefines "substantial economic impact" in proposed new GS 150B-21.4(b1) to mean an aggregate financial 
: impact on all affected people of at least $5 million in a twelve-month period and provides that if Office of State 
Budget and Management fails to prepare fiscal note within 90 days as required, agency proposing permanent rule 
change may prepare fiscal note and proceed to publication in NC Register. Deletes amendment to GS 62-31 
relating to Utilities Comm'n and preparation of fiscal note for rule with substantial economic impact. Amends GS 
143-214.7(c) so it provides that GS Ch. 150B governs adoption of rules by Environmental Management Comm'n. 
Makes substantial revisions to GS 150B-21.2 (procedure for adopting permanent rule). Provides that before 
agency adopts permanent rule, it must take the following actions: (1) publish notice of rule-making proceedings in 
the Register, unless the proposed rule is substantially the same as a temporary rule published in the Register; (2) 
when required by GS 150B-21.4, prepare or obtain fiscal note for proposed rule; (3) publish text of proposed rule 
in Register; (4) when required by subsection (e) of section, hold public hearing on proposed rule after publication 
of proposed text of rule; and (5) accept oral or written comments on the proposed rule as required by subsection 
(f) of section. Repeals GS 143-215(c) and -215(d) (section concerns effluent standards or limitations). Repeals GS 
143-215.107(f) and -215.107(g) (section concerns air quality standards and classifications). Makes changes to title 
of bill to reflect changes made by committee substitute. Makes act effective Oct. 1, 1995. 


S 331. TRUCK WEIGHT TOLERANCE LIMITS. Intro. 3/8/95. House action amends 4th edition. Repeals 


amendments to GS 20-118(e)(3) as provided in Section 3 of Chapter 109 of the 1995 Session Laws. Makes other 
technical changes. 


; 
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S 437. GOVERNMENT CONSTRUCTION CONTRACTS. Intro. 3/21/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd 
edition. Amends GS 44A-26 to require performance and payment bonds for construction contracts that exceed 
$100,000. Effective upon ratification. 

Amends GS 143-128 (requiring separate specifications for HVAC, plumbing, electrical, and general work) to 
make it applicable to all public bodies, delete the $100,000 threshold for the preparation of specifications, require 
separate prime contracts for building projects over $500,000, provide that bids may be accepted from and awards 
made to separate contractors for other categories of work, and allow single prime contracts for building projects of 
$500,000 or less. Provides that a public body accepting bids under the single-prime contract system must also 
seek bids under the separate prime contract system and award the contract to the lowest responsible bidder for 
the total project, taking into consideration quality, performance, and the time specified in the bids for performance 
of the contract. Prohibits the substitution of subcontractors without the approval of the awarding authority after a 
bid is accepted. Authorizes the public body to provide for assignment of an expediter, which may be the prime 
contractor. Provides that GS 143-128 does not apply to (1) the purchase and erection of prefabricated or 
relocatable buildings or portions thereof, except the portion of work performed at the constructions site and (2) the 
erection, construction, alteration, or repair of a building when the cost is $100,000 or less. Effective October 1, 
1995 and applicable to contracts solicited on or after that date. 

Further amends GS 143-128, effective October 1, 1996 and applying to contracts solicited on or after that 
date, to allow a public body to accept bids under the single-prime system or a contracting method approved by the 
State Building Commission. Makes requirements governing the identification of bidders, substitution of contractors, 
and the terms and conditions of subcontractor's contracts applicable to all single-prime bidding and single-prime 
contracts, regardless of whether bidding in the alternative between the single-prime and separate prime systems 
has been waived by the State Building commission. Adds that the term ‘verifiable goal’ means that for purposes of 
an alternative contracting system authorized by the State Building Commission, the awarding authority has 
adopted written guidelines specifying the action to be taken to ensure a good faith effort in the recruitment and 
selection of minority businesses for participation in contracts awarded. 

Amends GS 143-129(a) (requiring formal bids for construction or repair work) to raise threshold amount from 
$50,000 to $100,000. Effective October 1, 1995. 

Amends GS 143-135.26 to authorize the State Building Commission to authorize an alternative contracting 
method under the following conditions (1) an authorization will apply to a single project only; (2) the alternative 
contracting method is necessary because the project cannot reasonably be completed under the methods 
authorized under GS 143-128 or for such other reasons as the Commission deems appropriate; and (3) the 
authorization is approved by 2/3 of the Commission present and voting. Provides that the Commission can not 


waive the requirements of GS 143-129 and GS 143-132 unless otherwise authorized by law. Effective upon 
ratification. 


S 496. MINIMAL PROPERTY TAX BILLS. Intro. 3/28/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Adds provision 


specifying that a resolution on minimal property taxes adopted on or before June 30, 1995, applies to the 1995-96 
taxable year. 


S 563. CORNELIUS ANNEXATION. Intro. 4/3/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Removes specified area 
from annexation and makes sections 1 through 3 of act effective June 30, 1995. 


S 1049. CLARIFY INVESTMENT TAX CREDIT. Intro. 5/4/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Revises 
eligibility rules for investment credits for qualified grantee businesses. Provides that such are allowed only if the 
grantee business invests a like amount of funds in a qualified business venture or a qualified grantee business that 
is not an investment business, as evidenced by a certificate issued by the investment business pursuant to GS 
105-163.013(c). The credit is allowed as if the investment had been made on the date of the subsequent 
investment in a qualified business venture or qualified grantee business. Provides that a qualified grantee 
business that is an investment business may account for its investments in qualified business ventures and in 
qualified grantee businesses that are not investment businesses, and may allocate amounts (specifies the 
procedures for such allocation) so invested among some or all of the individuals who have invested in the 
investment business. Requires that individual investors receive certificates of any such allocation. 
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HOUSE BILLS 


H 81. MANDATORY JAIL FOR SOME D.W.1I.. Intro. 2/1/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. 
Adds new GS 15A-534.2(e) to require that a defendant charged with an impaired driving offense who has an 
alcohol concentration over 0.15 must post a secured appearance bond in amount of not less than $500. Makes act 
effective for offenses committed on or after Jan. 1, 1996. 


H 113. CRIMINAL JUSTICE RECORDS ACCESS. Intro. 2/7/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Makes technical changes. 


H 192. LEGISLATIVE APPROVAL OF RULES. Intro. 2/15/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. 
Revises amendment to GS 150B-21.3(b) so it now provides that a permanent rule approved by the comm'n 
becomes effective on the thirty-first legislative day of both the House and Senate after the beginning of the next 
regular session that begins at least twenty-five days after the date the comm'n approves the rule, or the effective 
day specified by the agency, if later, unless a bill to disapprove the rule, which specifically refers to the rule, is 
introduced in either house before the thirty-first day. If such a bill is introduced, the rule becomes effective on the 
earlier of (i) an unfavorable final action on the bill, or (ii) the day of adjournment of that session without ratification 
of the bill, unless the agency specified the effective date of the rule to be later, in which event the specified date 
will apply. Provides that the rules of both houses must allow a bill to disapprove a rule to be introduced by any 
member in any regular session. A permanent rule that is not approved by the comm'n does not become effective. 
Adds new GS 150B-21.3(b1) to provide that despite subsection (b) of section, the Governor may by executive 
order put into effect until the day of adjournment of the next regular legislative session that begins at least twenty- 
five days after the comm'n approves the rule, any permanent rule approved by the comm'n on finding that making 
the rule effective then is necessary to protect public health, safety, or welfare. Such a rule becomes effective as a 
permanent rule on the day of adjournment of the next regular session that began at least twenty-five days after the 
date the comm'n approved the rule, unless a bill disapproving the rule is ratified during that session. Makes 
changes to title of bill to reflect these changes. 


H 330. LOCAL CODE PROCESS. Intro. 3/1/95. Conference report modifies 4th edition to reconcile matters in 
controversy. Adds provision allowing Fayetteville City Council to require, by ordinance that each owner of rental 
property within the city must authorize a person residing in Cumberland County to serve as owner's agent to 
accept service of process in an action involving a violation of an ordinance adopted under Parts 5 and 6 of Art. 19, 
GS Ch. 160A. 


H 353. GOVERNOR'S TASK FORCE ON DWI. Intro. 3/6/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. 
Deletes provision increasing revocation period from ten to thirty days for pretrial civil revocation for drivers charged 
with impaired driving offenses. 


H 473. LIMITED LIABILITY COMPANIES. Intro. 3/15/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. 
Adds definition of "foreign professional corporation" ( includes a corporation for profit incorporated under the laws 
of another jurisdiction for the sole and specific purpose of rendering professional services of the type that if 
rendered in this State would require the obtaining of a license from a licensing board). Specifies that if such 
corporation has a valid certificate of authority it has the same rights and privileges and is subject to the same laws 
(except rules on capital stock and death or disqualification of a stockholder) as is currently or later imposed on a 
domestic corporation of like character. Makes conforming changes to the real estate license law. 


H 479. AFDC FRAUD CONTROL PROGRAM. Intro. 3/16/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Adds provision 
specifying that each incentive bonus awarded to a county for AFDC fraud collection shall equal one-half of the 
State's distributive share of the total AFDC benefit amount that was determined fraudulent and recouped pursuant 
to the AFDC Fraud Control Program (underlined words added). 


H 496. ASSAULT ON SCHOOL BUS DRIVER. Intro. 3/20/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. 
Completely rewrites bill so it amends GS 14-33 to make it a Class 1 misdemeanor to assault a school bus driver, 
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school bus monitor, or school employee who is boarding the school bus or who is on the school bus. Effective for 
offenses committed on or after Dec. 1, 1995. 


H 762. VIDEOTAPED DEPOSITIONS. Intro. 4/5/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Adds 
requirement for sound-recorded depositions that person noticing the deposition must provide for transcribing. 
Provides that either party may have testimony recorded by stenographic means regardless of the method stated in 
the notice. Specifies that it is the transcript of sound-and-visual or sound recording depositions that must be 
submitted to deponent for review. Changes from "officer" to "person administering the oath" throughout. 


H 826. LICENSING OF SOIL SCIENTISTS. Intro. 4/11/95. House action amends 3rd edition. Adds provision 
specifying that the new laws governing licensing of soil scientists do not prevent soil sampling for the purpose of 
determining plant nutrient and lime application rates for gardening and agricultural purposes by persons who are 
not licensed soil scientists. Makes technical changes. 


H 859. SOLID WASTE AMENDMENTS. Intro. 4/12/95. House action amends 3rd edition. Requires the 
Commission to adopt rules for financial responsibility to ensure the availability of sufficient funds for closure and 
post-closure maintenance and monitoring at solid waste management facilities (3rd edition authorized but did not 
require such rules). Provides that a local government may demonstrate financial responsibility by a financial test 
(rather than letter of credit, insurance, surety, or trust agreement). 


H 905. WORTHLESS CHECK CLARIFICATION. Intro. 4/12/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. 
Combines together in one form first notification letter for checks received in face-to-face transaction and checks 
delivered by mail. Makes various changes in form notification letters set out in act. 


H 994. APPROPRIATIONS FEE PROVISIONS. Intro. 4/26/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. 


Makes additional revisions to the provisions authorizing the Commissioner to conduct examinations of rating, joint 
underwriting and joint reinsurance organizations.

Adds provision authorizing the Commission to issue ABC permits, without approval at an election, to a restaurant 
operated as part of a "deep saltwater marina," (defined as an establishment as one that meets all the following: is 
located in a county bordering the Atlantic Ocean that has a beautification district which, as of July 1, 1995, had 
approved the issuance of all permits and the operation of an ABC store; is either located on the Atlantic Ocean or 
a sound; and, has at least 100 boat slips that are at least 40 feet in length. Deletes provisions applicable to the 
issuance of ABC permits to residential private and sports clubs that required such establishments to be located in 
a county that borders a state and two other counties that have not approved permits and that, as of July 1, 1995, 
had no cities that had approved permits or the operation of an ABC store or that borders the Atlantic Ocean and 
has a beautification district that, as of July 1, 1995, had approved the issuance of all permits and the operation of 
an ABC store. 


S 332. AMEND CERTAIN LOAN PROCEDURES. Intro. 3/8/95. House committee substitute replaces 4th edition. 
The House committee substitute #2 of 6/14/95 (4th edition) mistakenly repealed GS 24-12, a section specifying 
the applicability of GS Ch. 24, Art. 2 concerning loans secured by secondary or junior mortgages. House 
committee substitute #3 corrects the citation so that the bill repeals GS 24-1.2 captioned Installment rates and 
fees. 


S 528. MEDIATED SETTLEMENT CONFERENCES. Intro. 3/30/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Limits 
administrative fee to maximum of $200. Deletes provision that on party's request, senior resident superior court 
judge may order use of other appropriate dispute resolution methods instead of mediated settlement conference. 


Makes the 
following substantive changes. Adds provision for four appointees to auth'y by county board of comm'rs. Deletes 
power of auth'y to construct and operate special facility. Deletes provision that bonds or notes issued by auth'y 
may be secured by debt service subsidy payments. Revises proposed new GS 160A-480.14 to provide that bonds 
or notes issued by auth'y are exempt from all state, county, and municipal taxation or assessment, whether 
imposed for purpose of general revenue or otherwise, excluding inheritance and gift taxes, income taxes on the 
gain from the transfer of bonds and notes, and franchise taxes; interest on bonds and notes are not subject to 
income taxation. Provides that Governor may allocate to Centennial Auth'y any funds appropriated for Centennial 
Center that have not been expended or obligated. Upon application of Auth'y, with Governor's approval, state may 
lease to Auth'y for term of 99 years sufficient land for construction of Centennial Center and employee and event 
parking on or adjacent to site, at rent of $1 per year. Adds amendment to GS 18B-1006(a) to authorize permit for 
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sale of beer and wine for auth'y. Revises amendments made in prior edition to Ch. 594, SL 1991 (authorizing 
Wake County to levy room occupancy tax and prepared food and beverage tax) to restore distribution of net 
proceeds to local entities. Provides that on or before June 30, 1996, City of Raleigh and Wake County must jointly 
transfer $11 million from undesignated proceeds (defined in bill as net proceeds to City of Raleigh and Wake 
County designated for use under specified sections of Ch. 594) to Centennial Auth'y and an additional $11 million 
on or before June 30, 1997. During July 1995 and each July thereafter, City of Raleigh and Wake County must 
each transfer to Auth'y 7% of total undesignated proceeds distributed to it during preceding fiscal year. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 846. PRECINCTS NOT DIVIDED. Intro. 4/12/95. Senate action amends ‘st edition. Adds provision specifying 
that this act does not prevent the General Assembly from taking any action to comply with federal law or the US 
Constitution. 


H 923. ZONING OF PAWNBROKERS. Intro. 4/12/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Adds provision 
specifying that the act applies only to cities that satisfy the following two criteria based on the most recent 
decennial federal census: 1) a population of 200,000 or more, and 2) a median family income of $40,000 or more. 
(The amendment's sponsor asserts that the only city currently satisfying the foregoing is Raleigh). Establishes 
sunset for June 30, 2001. Makes technical changes 


H 1043. FULL EMPLOYMENT PROGRAM FUNDS. Intro. 5/8/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Effective July 1, 1995, subject to federal approval and federal financial participation, establishes in Div'n of 
Social Services, Dep't of Human Resources (dep't), the Full Employment Program (program), which the dep't must 
administer jointly with the Employment Security Comm'n (comm'n). Effective Oct. 1, 1995, program must provide 
full employment to certain eligible recipients currently receiving food stamps or AFDC, under rules adopted by 
dep't setting out program eligibility criteria and program standards. Dep't must give first priority to eligible recipients 
who volunteer for program and are placed under Art. 5A of Art. 2, GS Ch. 108A, in Job Search Component of 
Employment/Workfare Program. If, after placing volunteers in program, there are other places available, dep't may 
require other eligible recipients who are in the Job Search component to participate in the program. Recipient in 
program must work 40 hours per week in program-provided job, if available; employer must pay recipient a 
minimum of $4.50 per hour. Program must reimburse employer (1) for first six months recipient is employed, $3.50 
per hour, and (2) for next six months, $2.50 per hour. Sets out specified rules that dep't and comm'n must adopt in 
administering program. Provides that if, after 12 months in a program placement, a recipient has not been hired for 
an unsubsidized job, the reimbursement to the program employer must be discontinued. Creates Full Employment 
Advisory Board of seven members as specified in act, which.must oversee and review practices of program 
employers and assess compliance with program rules. Subject to federal approval of any necessary waivers, 
repeals GS 108A-29 (limitations on eligibility) and GS 108A-30 (Job Opportunities and Basic Skills Training 
Program). Effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1996, adds new (1) GS 105-130.43 to provide 
that taxpayer who continues to employ without reimbursement a recipient that employer had previously accepted 
for reimbursed employment through program is allowed credit up to $1,200 per year against corporate income tax 
equal to $100 per full month during taxable year that taxpayer employs recipient in full-time job, and (2) GS 105- 
151.25 to provide similar credit against individual income tax equal to $100 per full month during taxable year that 
taxpayer employs recipient in full-time job. Effective July 1, 1995, appropriates $3 million for each year of 1995-97 


biennium to implement act; dep't to direct appropriate amount of these funds to comm'n and to Dep't of Revenue 
for their implementation.

EPA Reductions. Directs Board of Governors to provide a list of all EPA positions to be eliminated to General 
Assembly by June 25, 1995.

Annual certification reports then required by new local 
partnerships. Requires competitive bidding on all goods and services contracts above $1,500, and where practicable, for 
goods and service contracts below that amount. Defines role of North Carolina Partnership for Children as expanded to 
provide technical assistance to local partnerships, assess outcome goals for children and families, ensure that statewide 
goals and legislative guidelines are being met, establish policies and outcome measures, obtain non-State resources for early 
childhood and family services, and document and verify the cumulative contributions received by the partnerships. 

Smart Start Funding. Specifies that the 24 previously existing local partnerships that received State funds during the 
1993-95 biennium shall receive their State funds proposed for the 1995-96 fiscal year. Directs the existing partnerships to file 
budgets and plans for review by the NC Partnership for Children, Inc. (NCPC) Specifies that funds for the 1996-97 fiscal year 
will be available after the Joint Legislative Commission on Governmental Operations (JLCG) reviews the results from the 
independent performance audit and (in consultation with NCPC) approves the budgets and plans. Directs the existing 
partnerships to submit a Certification Annual Report, beginning April 1997. Appropriates planning funds (up to $3,500,000) to 
be made available to the 12 new partnerships in the 1995-96 fiscal year out of the continuation monies designated for the 
program. Directs JLCG (if it determines the performance audit to be satisfactory) to make funding and other 
recommendations for expansion to the General Assembly for the 1996-97 fiscal year. Directs the Dep't of Human Resources 
not to use any of the funds appropriated for Early Childhood Education and Development Initiatives for 1995-96 for State 
education technology. Appropriates $500,000 to the Dep't for 1995-96 and $250,000 for 1996-97 for State administration. 
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Appropriates $500,000 to JLCG for 1995-96 for the independent performance audit contract. Appropriates $700,000 each 
fiscal year of the biennium to NCPC. 

Smart Start matching requirement. Specifies that NCPC and all local partnerships are required to match no less than 
50% of the total amount budgeted for the Early Childhood Education and Development Initiatives in each fiscal year of the 
biennium as follows: contributions of cash equal to at least 10% and in-kind donated resources (only those that are 
quantifiable as determined by the auditing firm) equal to no more than 10% for a total match of requirement of 20% each 
fiscal year. Specifies that the failure to realize a 20% match by May 1 of each fiscal year shall result in a proportionate 
reduction in the appropriation for the Early Childhood Education and Development Initiatives Program for the next fiscal year. 
Directs NCPC to compile information on the private cash and in-kind contributions and submit a report to JLCG in a format 
that allows verification by the Dep't of Revenue. Specifies that the same match requirements shall apply to any expansion 
funds appropriated by the General Assembly. 
Increases the membership of NCPC's Board of Directors from 33 to 39 (additions to consist of the President Pro Tem., 
Speaker, Senate and House Majority Leaders, and Senate and House Minority Leaders.

Provides the following two circumstances for absentee voting: 1) if the voter expects not to be present at the voting place to 
vote in person on the day of the specified election, or 2) the he is unable to be present at the voting place because of physical 
disability where such disability arises before 5:00 p.m. on the day prior to the date of the specified election. Makes 
conforming changes to the other laws on absentee voting to incorporate the above revisions. 


H 540. HIGHWAY BOND ACT OF 1995. Intro. 3/23/95. House action amends 3rd edition. Amendment #1 adds provision to 
GS 136-180.1 requiring Dep't of Transportation, in developing Durham Loop, to conduct update of all prior studies, consider 
all alternatives advanced by interested parties, and consider neighborhood growth, economic development patterns and 
trends, the best protection for the environment, and limitation on encroachment on State parks. Amendments #2 and 3 failed.

Adds 
provision permitting a person who is not licensed to provide the same services as a licensed employee assistance 
professional provided that such individual does not represent that he or she is so licensed.

114-19.3 and makes following substantive changes: (1) extends power to obtain criminal record checks of employees and 
applicants to any organization that provides direct care or services to children, the sick, the disabled or the elderly, including 
domiciliary care facilities, child placing agencies, residential child care facilities, licensed child day care facilities, and child 
day care homes; (2) allows criminal record checks of consenting volunteers; and (3) permits record checks of prospective 


foster care or adoptive parents with their consent upon request of a child placing agency or local department of social 
services. Amends title accordingly. 


H 930. STUDY COSTS/DRINKING WATER TESTS. Intro. 4/12/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Changes title to AN ACT TO DIRECT THE ENVIRONMENTAL REVIEW COMMISSION TO STUDY AND MAKE 
RECOMMENDATIONS AND CONCERNING DRINKING WATER TESTING REQUIREMENTS AND MINIMIZATION OF THE 
COST OF DRINKING WATER TESTS, and completely replaces original bill with cited study to be made to General Assembly 
on or before the day on which the 1996 regular session convenes. 


H 994. APPROPRIATIONS FEE PROVISIONS. Intro. 4/26/95. Senate action amends 4th edition. Repeals Sect. 28.2 (c) of 
SL 1994, Ch. 325 (the 1995 Continuation Budget). That section made implementation of certain reductions in the 
continuation budget contingent upon passage of the fees contained in H 994. 


H 1001. EXEMPT OLD CARS/PROPERTY TAX. Intro. 5/1/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Rewrites the 
bill so that a motor vehicle that meets all of the following conditions is exempted from property taxes: (1) it is 30 years old or 
more, measured from January 1 of model year; (2) it is maintained for use in exhibitions, club activities, parades or other 
functions of public interest; (3) it is used only occasionally for other purposes; and (4) it is not a commercial motor vehicle. 
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Effective for tax years beginning on or after Oct. 1, 1995 (i.e., 1996 taxes). (Deletes provision that would have permitted 
exemption for 1995 taxes if application filed on or before Sept. 1, 1995.) Amends title accordingly.

SENATE BILLS 


S 202. POULTRY COMPOSTING CREDIT. Intro. 02/15/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Reduces tax 
credit from 50% to 25% of installation, materials, and equipment costs of construction of poultry composting facility and 
reduces maximum allowable credit from $2,000 to $1,000 for any single installation. Continues to make tax credit effective for 
taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1995, but terminates credit for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1998. 


S 426. STRENGTHEN PUBLIC RECORDS LAW. Intro. 3/20/95. House committee substitute replaces 4th edition. Requires 
custodians to respond to requests for copies of public records or computer databases as promptly as possible. 


S 598. SCOTLAND COUNTY LOCAL ACT -1. Intro. 4/6/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Creates the 
following fire districts: Central Scotland (Laurinburg Fire Department), North Scotland (Wagram Fire Department), West 
Scotland (West Scotland Fire Department), Southwest Scotland (Gibson Fire Department), East Scotland (Stewartsville Fire 
Department), South Scotland (Laurinburg Fire Department), 501 Scotland (Springhill Volunteer Fire Department), and 
Queheel. Provides that these fire districts will be considered Rural Fire Protection districts. 


S 723. TELEPHONE CONSUMER PROTECTION-2. Intro. 4/13/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Exempts persons 


soliciting political contributions in accordance with the laws regulating contributions and expenditures in political campaigns 
from the definition of "telephone seller." 


S 943. MOTOR FUEL/USE TAX CHANGES. Intro. 5/2/95. House committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. Makes 
numerous Clarifying and technical changes to tax provisions. 

Altemative Fuels. Specifies that the following persons must be licensed under this article: (i) a provider of alternative 
fuels, (ii) a bulk-end user of alternative fuels that uses all or part of the fuel in a highway vehicle, and (iii) a retailer of 
alternative fuels that sells the fuels for highway vehicles. Allows an applicant for a license to file an irrevocable letter of credit 
in place of a bond. 

Motor Camer Enforcement. Provides that a motor carrier that does not file a report for a quarter but operated in NC 
during that quarter, or that files a report that understates actual mileage in NC by at least 25%, is presumed to have traveled

10 trips of 450 miles each within NC (was, a total of 450 miles) for purposes of assessment. Amends new GS 105-236(5b) to 
provide that if a motor carrier understates its liability for road tax by 25% or more (was, 15% or more), the Secretary is to 
access a civil penalty in an amount equal to two times the amount of the deficiency.

Increases from class H to class G felony the penalty for violations with respect to goods or services with a retail value of more 
than $10,000, and the penalty for use of or possession with intent to make use of devices used to produce counterfeit 
trademarks. Adds provision permitting those charged with enforcing bill to have fictitious licenses, license tags and 
registrations for purpose of conducting criminal investigations. Makes criminal provisions effective Dec. 1, 1995. 


H 353. GOVERNOR'S TASK FORCE ON DWI. Intro. 3/6/95. Senate action amends 4th edition. Amendment #1 adds new 
GS 20-179.3(g4) to provide that restriction in -179.3(g3) shall not apply to any motor vehicle. Amendment #2 adds new GS 
20-138.7(i) to provide that a conviction for violating this section is not a conviction for impaired driving under the Safe Driver 
Incentive Plan if there is no other conviction for another impaired driving offense arising out of the same transaction. 


H 537. COMM. COLLEGE ACQUISITION. Intro. 03/23/95. Senate committee substitute replaces House committee substitute. 
Allows Greene county, in addition to Gaston and Sampson counties, to acquire real or personal property for use by 
community college within county; and allows Greene county to make capital expenditures for an auditorium to be used jointly 
by the public schools and Lenoir Community College. Also specifies that a contract (was, installment contract) entered into 


by the county on behalf of a community college within the county shall be the responsibility of the county and not the board of 
trustees of the community college. 


H 624. INFORMED CONSENT FOR ABORTION. Intro. 03/29/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Defines 
medical risks, of which woman must be informed, as usual and most frequent physical and emotional risks of abortion 
procedure and of carrying fetus to term. Adds to information that must be provided in person to woman, as follows: if 
physician has no malpractice insurance for performance of abortion, woman must be so informed; and if physician has no 
local hospital admitting privileges, woman must be so informed. Adds to information that may be provided to woman by tape 
recording, as follows: a description of any public assistance programs that may be available, such as AFDC. Requires that 
printed materials prepared by DHR be in English and Spanish rather than in English and each language that is the primary 
language of 2% or more of the state's population. Revises criminal penalties by making knowing or reckless performance or 
attempted performance of abortion in violation of Article a Class 1 misdemeanor rather than a Class | felony. Eliminates 
provision that would have immunized from liability in certain circumstances a person's failure to give required tape-recorded 
information to woman or failure to obtain certification of woman that she has received such information. Continues to allow 
court to preserve anonymity of woman in civil or criminal case under Article but deletes requirements of specific written 
findings in support of ruling. Deletes provision allowing father and grandparent to sue for violations of Article. Deletes 
provision allowing group of 10 or more citizens to seek injunction against DHR for failure to issue complete public report 
required by Article. Replaces all references to "unborn child" with "fetus." Changes effective date from Oct. 1, 1995 to Dec. 
1, 1995 and makes Article applicable to offenses committed and causes of action arising on or after new effective date. 


H 836. EXPEDITE ENVIRONMENTAL PERMITTING. Intro. 4/11/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. 
Deletes amendments regarding permitting for the control of sources of air pollution. Deletes provisions granting the right to 
appeal directly to superior court when the Dep't of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources fails to make a timely water 
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pollution permit decision. Makes the rule-making proceeding provisions effective on the date of ratification. Makes other 
clarifying changes. 


H 853. MOTOR VEHICLE TOWING MODIFICATIONS. Intro. 4/12/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Changes title to AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE JOINT LEGISLATIVE TRANSPORTATION OVERSIGHT COMMITTEE TO 
STUDY THE STATUTES RELATING TO LIENS ON TOWED AND STORED VEHICLES and replaces original bill with 
authorization for Committee to conduct cited study. 


H 873. LIMIT PESTICIDE APPLICATIONS. Intro. 4/12/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Deletes provisions of original 
bill and replaces them with an amendment to GS 106-65.28(a) to permit pesticide licenses and certified applicator’s cards to 
be denied, suspended or revoked for applying for pay a pesticide that has not been registered under GS 143-442.

S 200. REPROCESSED OIL REGULATION. Intro. 2/15/95. House committee substitute completely replaces 2nd edition with 
AN ACT TO AMEND ARTICLE 2 OF CHAPTER 119 OF THE GENERAL STATUTES REGARDING THE REGULATION OF 
REREFINED OR REPROCESSED OIL. Amends GS 119-13.2 to require labels on sealed containers of previously used or 
recycled oil that has not been rerefined. A product made from refined oil may be represented as substantially equivalent to a 
product made from virgin oil for a particular end use if the product conforms with the applicable American Petroleum Institute 
service Classifications. Provides that a second or subsequent violation of any of the provisions of GS Ch. 119 will result in the 
offender being enjoined from selling or distributing previously used oil for not less than one year nor more than five years. 
Effective October 1, 1995, and applies to violations occurring on or after that date. 


S 426. STRENGTHEN PUBLIC RECORDS LAW. Intro. 3/20/95. House action amends 5th edition. Clarifies that political 
subdivisions and their agencies that are not otherwise covered by the provided schedule for inspection and examination of 
records must comply with the provisions of GS 132-6 by June 30, 1998. Makes other technical change. 


S 502. ASSISTED LIVING TERMINOLOGY. Intro. 3/28/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Adds definition 
of "registration," which is the submission by a multiunit independent housing services provider of a disclosure statement. 
Clarifies that the General Assembly intends that rules developed by the Social Services Commission to implement the act 


encourage every resident's quality of life, autonomy, privacy, independence, respect, and dignity. Makes other technical 
changes.

S 1038. ANIMAL WELFARE STUDY. Intro. 5/4/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Makes new title TO 
AUTHORIZE THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY THE NEED TO REVISE THE LAWS RELATING TO 
ANIMAL WELFARE AND ANIMAL CONTROL. As title indicates. Effective upon ratification. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 5. PUBLIC ASSISTANCE RESPONSIBILITY. Intro. 1/26/95. House action amends 3rd edition. Amendment # 5 provides 
that when a certified substance abuse counselor or physician certified by the American Society of Addiction Medicine (was, 
qualified substance abuse treatment counselor) determines that a person is addicted to alcohol or other drugs, the person 
must submit to a substance abuse treatment program as a condition of receiving benefits . Amendment # 6 appropriates from 
the General Fund, effective July 1, 1995, the following amounts for the purposes indicated: $100,000 to the Dept. of Public 
Instruction for the 1995-96 fiscal year for an automated system to implement Learnfare; $125,000 to the Division of Medical 
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Assistance of DHR for the 1995-96 fiscal year to provide transitional Medicaid with a copayment on a sliding scale based on 
income; $50,000 to the Division of Social Services of DHR for the 1995-96 fiscal year to publicize eligibility conditions and 
other requirements contained in the bill; and $60,000 to the General Assembly for the 1995-96 fiscal year, and $60,000 to the 
General Assembly for the 1996-97 fiscal year, to fund a legislative study commission on welfare reform. 


H 12. TERM LIMITS/ELECTION REFORM. Intro. 1/26/95 . Senate action amends 4th edition. Deletes provisions creating 
income tax credit for campaign contributions. 


H 90. CONCEALED HANDGUN PERMIT. Intro. 2/1/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 5th edition. Amends GS 14- 
415.11(c) to provide that it is unlawful for a person with or without a permit to carry a concealed handgun while consuming 
alcohol or when under the influence of alcohol or a controlled substance, unless controlled substance was lawfully obtained 
and taken in therapeutically appropriate amounts. Amends GS 14-415.11(d) to provide for duplicate permits upon payment of 
required fee, and states at GS 14-415.19 that fee is $15. Amends GS 14-415.12(a)(4) to require applicant to successfully 
complete approved firearms safety and training course, and defines approved courses as one certified or sponsored by the 
North Carolina Criminal Justice Education and Training Standards Comm'n, the National Rifle Ass'n (NRA), or a law 
enforcement agency, college, private or public institution or organization, or firearms training school, taught by instructors 
certified by either the Comm'n or the NRA. Adds GS 14-415.13(a)(5), requiring applicant to submit a release authorizing 
disclosure to sheriff of any records concerning the mental health or capacity of the applicant. Deletes provision at GS 14- 
415.15(d) requiring sheriff to retain and make available to law enforcement agencies a list of permittees. Amends GS 14- 
415.17 to provide for permit to be in a certificate form as prescribed by the Administrative Office of the Courts, approximately 
same size as drivers license, and requires sheriff to maintain a list of persons issued a permit and any pertinent information 
regarding the issued permit, which shall be available to state and local law enforcement agencies upon request. Retains 
provision for copy of permit to State Bureau of Investigation. Adds provision at GS 14-415.19(b) for additional fee not to 
exceed $10 from applicants for cost of processing fingerprints. Makes other technical and stylistic changes. 


H 168. CHILD SUPPORT/LICENSE REVOCATION. Intro. 2/13/95. House action amends 3rd edition. Appropriates from 
General Fund, effective July 1, 1995, the following amounts to implement act: $474,300 for the 1995-96 fiscal year and 


$170,000 for the 1996-97 fiscal year to the Division of Social Services of DHR; and $95,000 for the 1995-96 fiscal year to the 
Administrative Office of the Courts. 


H 422. N.C. ENTERPRISE CORPORATIONS. Intro. 3/09/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Changes title 
to: PROMOTE ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT BY REMOVING TECHNICAL REQUIREMENTS FOR THE FORMATION OF 
NORTH CAROLINA ENTERPRISE CORPORATIONS, AUTHORIZING THE FORMATION OF NONPROFIT ENTERPRISE 
CORPORATIONS, AND PROHIBITING AN ENTERPRISE CORPORATION FROM INVESTING IN A BUSINESS 
CONTROLLED BY OR RELATED TO A PERSON WHO HAS INVESTED IN ENTERPRISE CORPORATION. Prohibits North 
Carolina enterprise corporation from investing in business related to or controlled by (as defined in GS 105-163.010) one of 
enterprise corporation's investors; deletes prohibition on investment by enterprise corporation in business in whose operation 
one of enterprise corporation's investors participates (as defined in GS 105-163.014(a)). Provides that taxpayer who has 
received credit for investment in enterprise corporation forfeits credit if, within three years after making investment, the 
taxpayer controls or is related to a business to which the enterprise corporation has provided financing; deletes provision 
providing for such forfeiture if, within three years after making the investment, the taxpayer participates in the operation of a 
business in which the enterprise corporation has invested. Makes other technical changes. Changes effective date for tax 
credits from date of ratification to taxable years beginning on of after Jan. 1, 1995; also provides that if Div. V, Art. 4, Ch. 105 
expires or is repealed, amendments made by act expire or are repealed on same date. 


H 645. ABC LOCAL GOV'T REGULATE POSSESSION. Intro. 3/30/95. Conference report modifies 4th edition to reconcile 
matters in controversy. Permits local regulation of possession on public street and county or city property of open containers 


of alcohol by all "persons who are not occupants of motor vehicles, rather than 'by pedestrians’ as specified in the Senate 
version." 


H 836. EXPEDITE ENVIRONMENTAL PLANNING. Intro. 4/11/95. House action amends 3rd edition. Deletes requirement of 


expedited review of permit applications for hazardous waste facilities under GS 130A-295. Reduces maximum fee for water 
and air quality permit application from $1,000 to $500. 


H 913. PRELITIGATION FARM MEDIATION. Intro. 4/12/95. House action amends 3rd edition. Amends GS 106-706.11(7) to 
delete term "in good faith" from definitions of "participate" and "participation." Renumbers GS 106-706.13(a) to GS 106- 
706.13, and renumbers remainder of that section as GS 106-706.13A. Amends new GS 106-706.13A(a) to require farm 
assistance program coordinator to certify date time periods affecting a claim in a civil action are suspended, and makes 
conforming changes to the rest of that section. Makes technical changes to GS 106-706.14. Amends GS 106-706.16 to 
permit mediator to issue mediation release if farm resident fails to participate in at least one meeting (was, waives or fails to 
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participate) and provides that if other party desiring to initiate a civil action to resolve the dispute fails to attend initial meeting 
(was, one meeting), the mediator shall not issue mediation release. Makes clarifying change to GS 106-706.19 on effect of 
mediation on time limits for claims. 


H 919. BRADY BILL IMPLEMENTATION. Intro. 4/12/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Makes new title 


TO IMPLEMENT THE FEDERAL BRADY HANDGUN VIOLENCE PROTECTION ACT. Deletes provisions on sport shooting 
ranges. 


H 941. INTRASTATE PROP TRANSP/WIRELESS COMM. Intro. 4/12/95. House committee substitute replaces blank bill with 
an act TO CONFORM THE PROVISIONS OF THE PUBLIC UTILITIES CHAPTER OF THE GENERAL STATUTES TO THE 
FEDERAL PREEMPTION OF STATE REGULATION OF INTRASTATE TRANSPORTATION OF PROPERTY EXCEPT 
HOUSEHOLD GOODS AND TO THE FEDERAL PREEMPTION OF STATE REGULATION OF WIRELESS 
TELECOMMUNICATIONS CARRIERS, AND TO INCREASE THE APPLICATION FEE. Limits state regulation of common 
carriers to carriers of persons or household goods (was, persons or property), and eliminates provisions relating to contract 
carriers of persons or property. Specifies that “public utility" does not include any person not otherwise a public utility who 
conveys messages or communications by mobile radio communications service. Provides that eny person who is exempt 
from regulation by the Public Utilities Comm'n under federal law (P.L. 103-305), and who agrees to joint line rates or routes, 
may file with Comm'n schedules showing such joint rates for the transportation of property and connected services. Makes 
following changes to Comm'n fees: imposes $25 fee for each filing by person otherwise exempt from Comm'n regulation 
under P.L. 103-305 to participate in standard transportation practices set out by Comm'n; and imposes $250 fee for each 


application for discontinuance of train service or for a change in or discontinuance of station facilities. Effective upon 
ratification. 


H 1060. CITY-COUNTY TAXATION/FINANCE. Intro. 5/10/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. The original 
bill amends GS 153A-405 to permit a vote on consolidating a county and a city, two cities, or two counties to make the 
consolidation contingent on voter approval of assumption by the consolidated unit of the outstanding general obligation debt 
of each of the pre-existing units. The committee substitute makes this change applicable only to a county with a population of 
over 120,000 according to most recent federal census and an area of less than 200 square miles (thus describing New 
Hanover County only). The substitute also (1) adds new GS 160B-202 to permit the governing beard of a consolidated city- 
county to establish a study commission to study dissolution of the consolidated unit and re-establishment of separate city and 
county government, (2) amends GS 160B-4 to permit a the governing board of a consolidated city-county to define an urban 
service district to include areas proposed for inclusion in such a district in the consolidation plan. (3) amends the statute 


authorizing counties to create water and sewer districts (GS 162A-89) to cover a consolidated city-county, and (4) makes 
other technical and clarifying changes. ;

If federal funds for Maternal & Child Health and 
Preventive Health Services are reduced less than 10% below amounts specified above, each program in these block grants 
shall be reduced by same percentage as federal reduction. If federal reduction is 10% or more, DEHNR shall allocate the 
decrease amount programs after considering effectiveness of current level of services. Also specifies rules for use of federal 
funds in addition to amounts specified above. Requires DEHNR to report changes to budgeted allocations to Maternal & Child 
Health and Preventive Health grants due to change in federal fund availability to Joint Legis. Comm'n on Gov. Operations and 
Fiscal Research Div'n within 30 days. Requires Dep't of Commerce to certify to Joint Legis. Comm'n on Gov. Operations and 
Fiscal Research Div'n when JTPA funds have been distributed, total amount distributed, and total amount if 8% Education 
Setaside funds received. 

Makes the following allocations of Community Development Block Grant funds in each category for each program year: 
up to $1,027,740 for state administration; up to $2,269,350 for urgent needs and contingency; up to $3 million for Community 
Empowerment; up to $9,077,400 for economic development; not less than $29,740,250 for community revitalization; up to 
$462,260 for state technical assistance; up to $1 million for micro-enterprise; and up to $200 for infrastructure 
survey/planning. 

Extending Expiring Provisions 

Salanes of govemment employees. Provides that salary schedules and specific salaries established by specified 
provisions of 1993 Current Operations Appropriations Act shall remain in effect at current level as of 6/30/95 until July 14, 
1995. No teacher, school administrator, or other state official or employee may receive merit increase or annual increment 
before 7/14/95. 

Continue mediated settlement pilot. Amends GS 7A-38(0) to extend sunset date of mediated settlement pilot program to 
7/14/95, and authorizes AOC to use available funds to continue the program from 7/1/95 to 7/14/95. 

Extend multi-prime contracting provision. Intends to extend to 7/14/95 the expiration date of 1989 act amending GS 143- 
128 with respect to multi-prime contracting (citation to SL 1993, Ch. 480 in the bill is incorrect). 

Extend sunset of statute permitting pnvate contract participation by Dep't of Transportation. Extends sunset date of cited 
statute to 7/14/95. 

Extend Public Health Study Comm'n. Extends expiration date of cited Comm'n to 7/14/95. 

Extend beaver damage control. Extends expiration date of cited program to 7/14/95. 

Extend sunset for the mediation program for the Industnal Comm'n. Extends expiration date of cited program to 7/14/95. 

Emergency Management funds shall not revert. Provides that any balance of recurring or nonrecurring funds 
appropriated to Dep't of Crime Control & Public Safety, Div’n of Emergency Management, for 1993-94 and 1994-95 for six 
Hazardous Materials Emergency Response Teams shall not revert. Effective 6/30/95. 


Effective dates. All special provisions above, except non-reversion of Emergency Mgt. funds, are effective on ratification 
and expire 7/14/95. 


S 323. OBSERVERS AT POLLS/VOTER INFO. Intro. 3/8/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition, adding the 
following provisions to the bill: (1) Directs that the free lists of registered voters that county boards of elections are to provide 
to the state and county chairs of the political parties are to include, in addition to information already required (name, address, 
gender, date of birth, race, political affiliation, voting history, and precinct), the voter's precinct name, precinct identification 
code, congressional district, senate district, representative district, county commissioner district, city governing board district, 
fire district, soil and water conservation district, and voter history including primary, general and special districts; (2) 
Authorizes county boards to make this same information available to other persons to whom it supplies lists of registered 
voters. (3) Directs that counties that maintain their voter registration lists on computer are to make voter registration 
information (including the information specified above) available to anyone who requests it on nine-track tape, 3.5 inch 
diskettes, or 5.25 inch diskettes readily accessible using MS-DOS or Microsoft Windows operating systems. (4) Specifies 
that the costs that may be charged by the board of elections to a person requesting information voter information (either in 
paper format or in one of the computer-ready formats specified in the bill) are to be limited to the actual costs of providing the 
information, defined by the bill to include only the cost of paper, labels, or the electronic tape or diskettes, except that in the 


case of requests in the computer-ready formats, the board may impose a service charge of up to $25. Changes bill's title 
accordingly. 


S 426. STRENGTHEN PUBLIC RECORDS LAW. Intro. 03/20/95. House action amends 5th edition. Clarifies that public 
agency is not required to disclose its software security, including passwords. 


S 631. ENHANCE WILDLIFE FLOWER FUNDS. Intro. 4/11/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Adds a provision 


transferring $28,694 for fiscal 1995-96 from the Highway Wildflower Account to the Department of Revenue for programming 
and start-up costs to implement the act. 
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S 931. WORKERS COMP SELF-INSURED SAFEGUARD. Intro. 5/1/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition, q 
making the following changes: (1) specifies that for an employer to satisfy its workers’ compensation obligation through Ce 
membership in a group of fellow employers in the same trade or professional association, that association must have been 
incorporated in North Carolina; (2) removes from GS 58-2-145 the specification that the Commissioner of Insurance, in 

certain instances, may examine an individual employer which satisfies its obligation by such a membership; (3) deletes the 

original bill's amendment to that same statute which provided for a 25% security deposit to be collected from members in 

such self-insured groups; (4) adds to that statute a provision for the Commissioner to approve requests by employer groups 

to collect premiums from its members which deviate from the schedules set up by the North Carolina Rate Bureau, specifying 

the circumstances under which the Commissioner may deny the deviation (including the holding of a public hearing); (5) 

changes the bill's appropriations for 1995-96 and 1996-97 to $891,030 and $801,030, respectively; and (6) changes the 

effective date of the bill's substantive provisions to October 1, 1995. 


S 974. AGRICULTURAL WASTE APPLICATOR. Intro. 5/3/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition, rewriting bill 
so it now adds a new Part 9A ("Application of Agricultural By-Products") to Article 21 of Chapter 143 of the General Statutes. 
Provides that owners of land or other operators with agricultural by-products systems designed to manage more than 250 
swine may apply swine by-products to land only under the direction of a person who holds a certificate from the Department 
of Agriculture, indicating that such person has completed six hours of instruction from the Agricultural Extension Service on 
the operation of swine by-product systems. Specifies that no examination or other requirement is to be imposed on a person 
as a condition of certification (other than payment of a $10 fee). Recites that swine by-products systems are to be managed 


so that their application to land does not cause a discharge of pollutants to surface waters, except as a result of a storm more 
severe than a 25-year, 24-hour storm. Effective Oct. 1, 1995. 


S 1080. SITING OF SWINE OPERATIONS. Intro. 05/04/95. House committee substitute replaces 4th edition. Deletes 
provisions authorizing legislative study, restores substance of previous editions of bill, and changes title accordingly. 
Requires swine house or lagoon that is component of swine farm (defined as a tract of land devoted to raising 250 or more 
swine) to be located at least 1,500 feet from any occupied residence, at least 2,500 feet from any school, hospital, or church, 
and at least 100 feet from any property boundary. Allows a swine house or lagoon to be sited closer to a residence, school, 
hospital, church, or property boundary if written permission is given by the owner of the property and recorded with the 


Register of Deeds. Effective Oct. 1, 1995 and applicable to any new swine farm for which a site evaluation is conducted on or 0 
after that date. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 228. 1995 BLOCK GRANT APPROPRIATIONS. Intro. 2/20/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition blank bill 
with an act TO APPROPRIATE FEDERAL BLOCK GRANT FUNDS AND TO EXTEND CERTAIN EXPIRING PROVISIONS. 
Identical to Senate committee substitute for S 135, reported favorably 6/28/95 and digested in today's Bulletin. 


H 280. LIMIT THE SALE OF SOME PYROTECHNICS. Intro. 2/23/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition, deleting provisions 
relating to discharge of pyrotechnics in or near woodlands and changing the bill's title accordingly. 


H 311. COUNTERFEIT TRADEMARKS. Intro. 2/27/95. Senate action amends 3rd edition. Makes effective date October 1, 
1995. 


H 774. HEALTH CARE COLLABORATIVE PRACTICE. Intro. 04/06/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Adds certified 
Clinical social worker to coverage of act by authorizing professional corporation for psychotherapeutic and related services 


between and among physician practicing psychiatry or licensed psychologist and certified clinical specialist in psychiatric and 
mental health nursing or certified clinical social worker. 


H 832. CLARIFY WILDLIFE COMM'N ROLE. Intro. 04/11/95. Senate committee substitute completely rewrites 3rd edition. 
Changes title to: CLARIFY THE ROLE OF THE WILDLIFE RESOURCES COMMISSION IN THE PROTECTION OF 
ENDANGERED AND THREATENED WILD ANIMAL SPECIES AND WILD ANIMAL SPECIES OF SPECIAL CONCERN. 
Directs Wildlife Comm'n to develop conservation plan for protected wild animal species based on, among other things, the 
cost of any measures to protect and restore the species and the impact of such measures on the local economy, local 
government, and development of private property. Prohibits Comm'n, in implementing conservation plan under Art. 25, GS 
Ch. 113 (Endangered and Threatened Wildlife and Wildlife Species of Special Concern) from adopting any rule that restricts 
the use or development of private property; allows Comm'n, if it identifies conservation measure beyond its authority, to 
petition General Assembly, regulatory agency, local government, or any other entity for assistance with measure.

H 919. BRADY BILL IMPLEMENTATION. Intro. 04/12/95. House action amends 3rd edition. Changes fees chargeable by 
Dept. of Justice, as follows: authorizes Dept. to charge $6 fee (was, $5) for each criminal history records check; requires 
Dept. to collect annual $500 fee (was, $300) for dealers requesting criminal history records checks; authorizes Dept. to 
charge each dealer an equipment rental fee up to $8 per month; and authorizes Dept. to contract with service provider to 
collect certain fees. Permits dealer to complete a transaction without verification of criminal history if Dept., because of an 
electronic failure beyond its control, fails to respond to dealer's request for such information by close of business the day after 
request is made (was, close of business the day of request). Changes effective date from Jan. 1, 1996 to Mar. 1, 1996. 


H 1043. FULL EMPLOYMENT PROG. FUNDS. Intro. 5/8/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Makes new 
title TO ESTABLISH THE FULL EMPLOYMENT PROGRAM FOR RECIPIENTS OF AID TO FAMILIES WITH DEPENDENT 
CHILDREN (AFDC) FOOD STAMPS, AND UNEMPLOYED INDIVIDUALS WITH CHILD SUPPORT OBLIGATIONS, TO 
PROVIDE A NEW EMPLOYER TAX CREDIT, TO PROVIDE AN EMPLOYER CHILD CARE CENTER CONSTRUCTION TAX 
CREDIT, AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS. Changes the date for establishing the Full Employment Program to October 1, 
1995. Provides that the Program will be established in, and administered by, the Employment Security Commission with 
advice from the Department of Human Resources, the Department of Labor, the Department of Crime Control and Public 
Safety, and the Department of Community Colleges. Grants the Commission the responsibilities for the Program given to the 
Department of Human Resources in the previous version. 

Provides that unemployed individuals with child support payments may be served by the Program, but do not have 
priority over recipients of AFDC or food stamp assistance. 

Provides that failure to cooperate or participate in the Program will result in the denial or termination of benefits, but 
children of recipients whose benefits are denied or terminated will remain eligible for benefits to be paid through a protective 
payee. Provides for a 6 month disqualification for benefits for a first offense, 12 months for a second offense and permanent 
disqualification for a recipient who fails for 3 or more times to meet the requirements of a Program job or the Community 
Service component. 

Requires the Commission to implement the Program in a manner that will allow eligible individuals to utilize the 
Commission's 'One Stop’ Career Center System and register at any one of the Employment Security Commission locations or 
Job Services Offices, any community college campus, or any local department of social services. Also requires the 
Commission to ensure that the Labor Market Information System is expanded by utilizing the funds appropriated from the 
JOBS program. 

Provides that the Program will reimburse an employer at $2.25 per hour for providing a job for a recipient in the 
Program. Reduces to 6 months the amount of time an employer may be reimbursed for a subsidized job. 

Establishes a Full Employment Advisory Board consisting of; the Director of the Division of Social Services, the 
Chairman of the Employment Security Commission, an employed former AFDC recipient appointed by the Governor, 6 
appointments by the General Assembly (2 of whom must be current members of the House and 2 of whom must be current 
members of the Senate at the time of appointment), the Executive Director of the North Carolina Citizens for Business and 
Industry, and the Commissioner of Insurance or his designee. 

Provides for an income tax credit of up to $250,000 for constructing an on-site or a near-site child care center for the 
children of the taxpayer's employees. Effective for taxable year January 1, 1996.

SENATE BILLS 


S 52. STATE-OWNED SUBMERGED LANDS STUDY. Intro. 1/26/95. House committee substitute replaces 4th edition. 
Changes title to: "TO AMEND THE PROVISIONS OF CHAPTER 146 CONCERNING SUBMERGED LANDS OR LANDS 
COVERED BY NAVIGABLE WATERS." Amends GS 146-1 to exempt from approval by Governor or Council of State 
easements for existing and new structures allowed under GS Ch. 113A, Art. 7 and structures existing before effective date of 
those provisions. Amends GS 146-12(e) to forbid holder of easement to exclude public from exercising public trust rights, 
such as fishing, on area covered by easement, and to require easement to specify that the exercise of any rights under 
easement are contingent on obtaining all required permits. Adds to GS 146-12(m) exemptions from easement requirements: 
submerged lands or lands covered by navigable waters that are not owned by or for benefit of public and have been created 
by dredging or excavation. 


S 159. ADOPTION REWRITE. Intro. 2/8/95. House committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. Deletes penalty under new GS 
48-2-203 for willful disclosure of information arising from an adoption proceeding. Provides that, in a direct placement, 
consent to the adoption is required by the father if he has financially supported the mother or the minor, or has regularly 
visited or communicated or attempted to visit or communicate with them. Makes other technical changes. 


S 166. REGULATION OF ATTORNEYS-AT-LAW. Intro. 2/9/95. House action amends 4th edition. Clarifies that the 
amendments to the provisions regarding reinstatement to the practice of law under GS 84-28 do not apply to an order of 
disbarment from a court other than one of this State. 


S 229. DONATIONS OF CONSERVATION LAND. Intro. 2/20/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Changes 
effective date of amendment to GS 105-277.4 to Jan. 1, 1995. 


S 237. USE VALUE TAX CHANGES. Intro. 2/22/95. House committee substitute repiaces 3rd edition. Modifies the portion of 
the bill that determines when a land belonging to a trust can be eligible for use value assessment of eligible agricultural, 
horticultural, or forest land. The trust must be one that was created by a natural person who transferred land to the trust and 
each of the beneficiaries who is currently entitled to receive income or principal is either (1) the creator of the trust or the 
creator's relative (as defined in the bill) or (2) is a second trust whose beneficiaries currently entitled to receive income or 
principal are all either the creator of the first trust or the creator's relatives (as defined). 


S 320. UNIFORM CUSTODIAL TRUST ACT. Intro. 3/8/95. House action amends 3rd edition. Makes technical changes only. 
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S 388. AMEND PESTICIDE LAW. Intro. 3/15/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Changes effective date , 
to Oct. 1, 1995. Revises new GS 143-465(d) so that it forbids county or city to regulate pesticides for agriculture, horticulture, 7 

forestry, highway maintenance, utility right-of-way maintenance, and railway maintenance, but does not restrict them from , 
regulating pesticides for lawn use. 


S 415. BANKS/SAVINGS INSTITUTIONS MERGERS. Intro. 3/20/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Provides that a bank 
may purchase the capital stock of a banker's bank or a trust company. Makes other technical changes. 


S 525. MEDICAL CARE SAVINGS PLAN. Intro. 3/29/95. House Committee substitute amends 2nd edition. Requires the Plan 
to include provisions for long-term care. Requires the Department of Human Resources and the Department of Environment, 
Health, and Natural Resources to provide the Commissioner of Insurance with a review of medical care savings plans 
developed by other states. Requires the State Health Director, in developing the Plan, to consult with the Secretary of 
Revenue and other unspecified persons representing the views of physicians, hospitals, health insurance companies and 
health maintenance organizations, and any other agencies or entities necessary. 


S 539. CONFIRM SBE APPOINTMENTS. Intro. 3/30/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Adds Lowell Thomas to those 
confirmed. 


S 701. NO ALGEBRA FOR LD CHILD. Intro. 4/13/95. House action amends 1st edition. Provides that bill (barring State 


Board of Education from imposing Algebra | as high school graduation requirement for students with learning disability in 
math) expires June 30, 1997. 


S 769. ASSAULT EMERGENCY MEDICAL PERSONNEL. Intro. 4/20/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Changes title to "TO MAKE IT A FELONY TO COMMIT AN ASSAULT ON EMERGENCY SERVICES PERSONNEL." 
Completely replaces bill with amendments to GS 14-288.9. Provides that crime of assault on emergency personnel includes 
any situation where such personnel are discharging official duties. Includes emergency medical services technicians in 
category of "emergency personnel." Reduces felony class from F to | for assaulting emergency personnel with dangerous 
weapon or substance, but makes it a Class F felony to commit such an assault with a firearm. 


S 931. WORKERS COMP SELF-INSURED SAFEGUARD. Intro. 5/01/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Requires 
Insurance Comm'r to adopt rules to ensure disclosure by employer groups of (1) the possibility of assessments against 


members of the employer group to satisfy joint and several liability claims and (2) information about specific and aggregate 
insurance carried by the employer group. 


S 955. WIRELESS TELEPHONE FRAUD. Intro. 5/2/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Provides that bill's amendments 
to GS 14-113.5 do not apply to device operated by a law enforcement agency in the normal course of its activities. 


S 974. AGRICULTURAL WASTE APPLICATOR. Intro. 5/3/95. House committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. Provides 


that the act is not intended to supplant any permit otherwise required to be obtained from the Department of Environment, 
Health, and Natural Resources. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 17. FOOD STAMP FRAUD FELONY. Intro. 1/26/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Changes title to: "TO LOWER 
THE FOOD STAMP FRAUD FELONY THRESHOLD." Raises to $1,000 (formerly $400) the amount of food stamp fraud 
above which the offense becomes a Class | felony. 


H 90. CONCEALED HANDGUN PERMIT. Intro. 2/01/95. Senate action amends 6th edition. Amendment # 1 provides that a 
permit shall be valid for 3 years (was, 5 years). Also requires sheriff to deny permit to applicant who has been adjudicated 
guilty of a crime punishable by more than 60 days imprisonment (was, more than 1 year). Also deletes requirement that 
sheriff deny permit to person who is currently or has previously been adjudicated gravely disabled or incapacitated. 


Amendment # 2 allows a permittee to appeal the revocation or nonrenewal of a permit by petitioning a district court judge of 
the district in which the permittee resides. 


H 228. 1995 BLOCK GRANT PROVISIONS. Intro. 2/20/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Makes technical changes only. 
H 230. 1995 EXPANSION/CAPITAL BUDGET. Intro. 2/21/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Replaces 


blank bill with an act TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO PROVIDE EXPANSION EXPENDITURES AND CAPITAL ¢ 
IMPROVEMENTS FOR STATE DEPARTMENTS, INSTITUTIONS, AND AGENCIES, AND FOR OTHER PURPOSES. 
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This digest covers special provisions appearing in the bill. The accompanying Conference Committee Report contains a 
listing of expansion items and capital projects to be funded. These will be digested in tomorrow's Bulletin. 

PART 2. EXPANSION-RECURRING/GENERAL FUND. Appropriates $165,213,944 for 1995-96 and $233,566,907 for 1996- 
97 for recurring expansion items in the General Fund. 

PART 3. EXPANSION-NONRECURRING/GENERAL FUND. Appropriates $97,265,692 for 1995-96 and $4,472,374 for 
nonrecurring current operations items in the General Fund. 

PART 4. CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS, GENERAL FUND. Appropriates $120,171,100 for 1995-96 and $28,601,100 for 1996- 
97 for capital improvements projects funded from the General Fund. 

PART 4A. EXPANSION/CAPITAL/HIGHWAY FUND. Appropriates $9,397,590 for expansion projects funded from the 
Highway Fund. 

PART 4B. BUDGET AVAILABILITY STATEMENT REVISED. Revises budget availability statements to reflect reductions of 
$11.9 million in 1995-96 and $38 million in 1996-97 if H 396, H 55, H 759, H 223, and H 718 are enacted. Reduces 1996-97 
availability for $20 as a reserve for H 954 if enacted. Also increases estimates of receives from Insurance Regulatory 
Charges by $1 million in 1995-96 and $500,000 in 1996-97. As revised, 1995-96 availability totals $9,957.7 million and 1996- 
97 availability totals $10,354.7 million. 

PART 5. BLOCK GRANT PROVISIONS. Identical to the Block Grant provisions of committee substitutes for H 228 and S 
oo 

PART 6. GENERAL PROVISIONS. 

Budgeting of pilot programs. Requires that any program designated by General Assembly as experimental, model, or 
pilot shall be shown as separate budget item and considered as an expansion item until reapproved by a succeeding General 
Assembly. Any program funded by special appropriations bill is deemed experimental, model, or pilot. Requires Governor to 
submit with proposed budget a report identifying items subject to this provision. 

PART 7. SALARIES AND BENEFITS 

State employee 2% pay increase. Appears to grant a 2% pay increase to all state officers, teachers, school 
administrators, noncertified school employees, and school central office personnel, and state employees generally. [We have 
not analyzed each separate provision in this regard. Any qualification of this general statement will be reported in tomorrow's 
Bulletin.) Does not increase pay of members of General Assembly and amends GS 120-3(b) to specify that no increase in pay 
will be granted upon convening of 1997 General Assembly. Pay increases for individual EPA employees of the UNC System 
are merit-based. 

State employee RIF nghts/options. Incorporates provisions of H 953, 2d edition (House committee substitute of 6/8/95). 

1995 Retirement Benefits Act. Incorporates provisions of H 376, 2d edition (House committee substitute of 5/4/95). 

State Employee Health Benefit Plan/increased lifetime benefit. Amends GS 135-40.9 to increases maximum lifetime 
benefit to $2 million (now, $1 million). 

State Employee Health Benefit Plan/oral surgery benefits. Amends GS 135-40.68(8)f. to add oral surgery, including 
tooth extraction necessitated by medical treatment, to dental services coverage. 

State Employee Health Benefit Plan/waiver of inpatient hospital certification penalty. Amends GS 135-40.6(2)f. to 
provide that failure to secure certification for inpatient hospitalization shall not result in penalty if approval would have been 
given if requested. 

State Employee Health Benefit Plan/retiree premiums based on retirement service credit. Amends GS 135-40.2(a)(2) to 
provide that full coverage for employees hired after 10/1/95 and members of General Assembly first taking office after 10/1/95 
will require 20 years retirement service credit. Retirees hired after 10/1/95 with at least 10 but less than 20 years service may 


secure coverage by paying 50% of premiums. Those with less than 10 years service may secure coverage by paying 100% of 
premium. 


PART 8. GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 

Blue Ribbon Task Force on the Mental Health System. Provides that if Mental Health Study Comm'n is not reauthorized 
by 1995 session, there is established in General Assembly a Blue Ribbon Task Force on the Mental Health System 
composed of four members of House appointed by Speaker, four members of Senate appointed by President Pro Temp., one 
member of Coalition 2001 appointed by Governor, one member of Div'n of MH, DD & SAS appointed by Sec'y of DHR, and 
one member of Dep't of Insurance appointed by Comm'r. 

Confidentiality of documents used to prepare fiscal notes. Amends GS 120-131.1(a) to provide that documents 
submitted to Fiscal Research Div'n in response to request for fiscal note cease to be confidential when Div'n releases a fiscal 
note based on the documents. 

Review General Fund Financial Model. Allocates $35,000 for 1995-96 to conduct review of General Fund Financial 
Model to be coordinated by Fiscal Research Div'n and completed before 2/1/96. 

Study job training programs. Creates Joint Legislative Study Comm'n on Job Training Programs composed of six 
members of House appointed by Speaker and six members of Senate appointed by President Pro Tem. Authorizes interim 


report to 1996 session and requires final report to 1997 session. Appropriates $25,000 for each year of biennium from Worker 
Training Trust Fund to support this study.

PART 9. OFFICE OF THE GOVERNOR. 

Total Quality Management Program. Provides that portion of Executive Budget Act prohibiting expenditure of funds for ¢ 
which General Assembly considered but did not make an appropriation do not apply to Total Quality Management Program in . 
Governor's Office. 

PART 10. OFFICE OF STATE BUDGET AND MANAGEMENT 

Local fire protection funds. Directs OSBM, in conjunction with State Property Office, to study current fire protection grant 
process and to report to 1996 session. 

PART 11. DEPARTMENT OF ADMINISTRATION 

Cost sharing of the Personnel Management Information System. Directs Office of State Personnel to establish fee 
schedule to be paid by each department and university to cover data processing costs exceeding appropriations made to 
maintain the system. OSP must submit recommended schedule to Joint Appropriations Subcommittee in General 
Government and to Fiscal Research Div'n during 1996 session. Provides that departments and universities shall have on-line 
access to all data on their employees and positions, as well as access to public information on all State employees. 

Workers’ Compensation cost containment program pilot. Authorizes OSBM to establish cited pilot program. OSBM is to 
choose, by competitive bidding, a third-party administrator to manage claims processing who is to be compensated by 
percentage of realized savings. Director of Budget shall select agencies to participate in the pilot. Requires report and 
recommendations to General Assembly by 4/1/96. 

PART 12. DEPARTMENT OF CULTURAL RESOURCES 

State Preservation Commission. Amends GS 143B-80.11 and -80.12 to provide that Capitol Preservation Comm'n 
exercises its powers and appoints its Executive Director with the approval of the Sec'y of Cultural Resources (now, "advice 
and consent"). 

Executive Mansion Curator Transferred. Amends Section 11.1 of the Continuation Budget to make technical correction 
regarding the transfer of a position from the Department of Administration to the Department of Cultural Resources. 

Number of Positions in Department of Cultural Resources Reduced. Reduces the Department's positions by 19.5 for 
1995-96 and 19.5 by 1996-97. 

Newbold-White House. Requires the Department to acquire and make arrangements for the operation of the Newbold- 

White House and adjacent lands in Perquimans County as a State Historic Site, provided that the acquisition can be effected 
at no capital cost to the State. 

Historic Sites Repairs and Renovations Funds. Provides that funds allocated in Section 5.3 of the Continuation Budget 7 
to the Office of State Budget and Management for the Repairs and Renovations Fund may be used to make needed repairs | 
and renovations at the State Historic Sites. 

Grants to Public Libranes and Local Museums: Appropriates $2,000,000 to the Department to be allocated as follows: 


(1) $1,000,000 to be used as State Aid to Public Libraries Grants; and (2) $1,000,000 to be used as grants-in-aid for local 
museums. 


PART 13. STATE BOARD OF ELECTIONS 

Counties Pnnt All Ballots: Amends GS 163-108(b) to provide that the State Board of Elections will certify the names of 
candidates for nomination but the county will print the official ballots, which will include candidates for the United States 
Senate and House of Representatives, the Governor, and all other State offices. Amends other provisions of the elections law 
accordingly. 

State Board of Elections Authority to Sell Software For Campaign Reporting. Amends GS 66-58(c) to provide for sale of 
campaign finance reporting computer software by the State Board of Elections to political committees and candidate 
committees to provide a uniform system of electronic filing of campaign finance reports and to facilitate the State Board's 
monitoring of compliance with the campaign finance laws. Limits to $100 the amount the State Board may charge for the 
software without prior notification to the Joint Legislative Commission of Governmental Operations. 

Funds For Statewide Computenzed Voter Registration. Requires the State Board of Elections to promulgate rules for a 
statewide computerized voter registration system no later than July 1, 1996. Requires counties to adhere to those rules no 
later than July 1, 1997. Establishes a Reserve Fund for Statewide Computerized Voter Registration/Central Server 
Component and Reserve Fund for Statewide Computerized Voter Registration/County Grants Component. Appropriates 
$1,500,000 from the reserve fund created by the 1994 Budget Act to the Reserve Fund for Statewide Computerized Voter 
Registration/Central Server Component for software development, communications, computer charges, and data conversion 
charges. Limits to $400,000 the amount that can be used to purchase hardware, office furniture and the services of time- 
limited computer personnel. Appropriates $3,500,000 from the State Board of elections to the Reserve Fund for Statewide 
Computerized Voter Registration/Central Server Component for grants-in-aid to counties to purchase computer equipment, 
data communication charges, data conversion, computer consultants or time-limited personnel at the State Board of 


elections, travel, education, and training to ensure that ail counties’ minimum needs for participation in the statewide 
computerized voter registration system are met. 
(Part 14, State Controller, is blank.) 
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PART 15. COLLEGES AND UNIVERSITIES 

Meharry Medical College. Directs UNC Board of Governors, with assistance of Office of Rural Health and Area Health 
Education Centers, to develop and implement plan to recruit and attract graduates of Meharry Medical College who are NC 
residents for whom state financial support was provided to Meharry. 

School of Science and Mathematics. Amends GS 116-235(b) to provide that number of rising high school juniors 
offered admission to School from each NC congressional district shall not deviate more than 2% from the average number per 
district who are offered admission. 

UNC Visual Impairment Teacher Training Curriculum. Directs UNC Board of Governors to select school of education 
within UNC and direct school to establish interstate consortium of universities in the southeastern United States for purpose 
of devising program for training of teachers to work with visually impaired students. Requires that program developed by 
consortium be operated at the school of education designated by Board of Governors, that program be implemented with 
assistance of Division of Services of Blind of DHR, that Governor Morehead School be used as Clinical site for students in 
program, and that program offer master's degree in visual impairments and courses for special education teachers to extend 
their certification to include visual impairments. Requires Board of Governors to report progress to Joint Legislative 
Education Oversight Committee by Mar. 1, 1996. 

UNC Capital Improvement Pnonties. Directs UNC Board of Governors to develop capital improvement request process 
to make its capital priorities across campuses known to General Assembly. Requires Board to report progress to Joint 
Legislative Education Oversight Committee by April 1, 1996. 

ECU Medical School Receipts. Creates new GS 116-36.6 requiring ECU School of Medicine to request funds earned by 
School from Medicare reimbursement for education costs. Directs that such funds be allocated as follows: the portion of 
Medicare reimbursement generated by School's Medical Faculty Practice Plan shall be transferred to the appropriate Medical 
Faculty Practice Plan account; the funds budgeted by the General Assembly as part of the School's General Fund shall be 
credited to that code as a receipt: and the remainder of the funds shall be transferred to a special fund account with the state 
treasurer, to be used first for any repayment of Medicare funds due to final audit settlements and then for specific capital 
improvement projects for the ECU School of Medicine. Requires UNC Board of Governors to report its approval of any such 
capital improvement projects to the Joint Legislative Committee on Governmental Operations. 

State Education Assistance Authonty/Federal Matching Funds. Provides that funds appropriated to UNC in expansion 
budget for use by State Education Assistance Authority for purpose of matching federal grants shall remain available to assist 
students with postsecondary education regardless of the receipt of any federal funds. Provides that in the event federal funds 
are not available, the funds provided in the expansion budget may be used only by resident students attending UNC, a 
community college as defined in GS 115D-2(2), or a private institution as defined in GS 116-22(1). 

Military Personnel/Budgeting of Summer School Credit Hours. Provides for state budget purposes that credit hours 
taken by military personnel in summer school at UNC shall be budgeted as resident credit hours. 

Reports on UNC Vending Facilities. Revises GS 116-36.4 to require each constituent institution of UNC to provide to 
the Director of the Budget and the State Auditor such information as they may require from time to time concerning the use of 
net proceeds from the operation of vending facilities for the previous fiscal year. Deletes requirements that UNC Board of 
Governors review annual report from UNC Hospitals under GS 143-12.1(f1) (net proceeds of vending operations) and that 
reports be submitted to Fiscal Research Division of Legislative Services Office. 

Allied Health Professions. Of funds provided to UNC Board of Governors for expansion funding through receipts, 
allocates $1,800,000 each year of 1995-97 biennium for expansion of program offerings and training of allied health 
professionals. 

AHEC/School of Nursing Centers. Of funds provided to UNC Board of Governors for expansion funding through 
receipts of University Institutional Programs, allocates $2,000,000 each year of 1995-97 biennium for Area Health Education 
Centers for primary care and training of mid-level practitioners. Specifies that of these additional funds, $25,000 shall be 
used to increase funding for the Raleigh School of Nurse Anesthesia from $50,000 to $75,000 per year. 

UNC Pilot Off-Campus Sites. Of funds provided to UNC Board of Governors for expansion funding through receipts in 


’ expansion budget, directs that $1,375,000 each fiscal year be used to establish pilot degree programs at sites located away 


from the campuses of constituent institutions of UNC. Requires Board to report its progress to Joint Education Oversight 
Committee by Dec. 1996. 

Agnculture Education Program Funds. Of funds provided to UNC Board of Governors, appropriates $585,000 each 
year of the 1995-97 biennium for College of Agriculture and Life Sciences at NC State University for personnel positions and 
related office and travel expenses. Specifies that following positions be created with funds: state agricultural coordinator in 
Dep't of Agricultural and Extension Education at NC State University; three regional consultants responsible to state 
agricultural coordinator; and Director of State Future Farmers of America. 

PART 16. COMMUNITY COLLEGES 

Baccalaureate Completion Program. Provides that community college that permits public or nonprofit four-year college 

or university to offer junior or senior years of a baccalaureate degree program or teacher certification courses on the 


community college campus shall receive $500 for each FTE generated for such courses. Directs community college to use 
funds to offset expenses associated with courses. 
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observe following funding formula: community colleges that experience a decline in enrollment shall not receive a decrease 
in FTE enrollment funds until enrollment declines more than 5% and then such decrease shall only be for the amount over 
5%; and community colleges that experience an increase in enrollment shall not receive an increase in FTE enrollment funds 
until enrollment increases 3% and then such increase shall only be for the amount over 3%. 

Library without Walls Technology. Directs that State Board of Community Colleges allocate funds appropriated in 
expansion budget for "Library without Walls" technology to 25 pilot sites on a competitive grant basis. 

Funds for "Retooling for the Year 2000: Gaining the Competitive Edge." Directs that funds appropriated in expansion 
budget be used to implement GS 115D-8 ("Retooling for the Year 2000"). Directs State Board of Community Colleges to 
adopt "Education Blueprint" in accordance with GS 115D-8 and to continue to provide its "Critical Success Factors" 
document. 

Receipt Adjustment. Directs Office of State Budget and Management and Dep't of Community Colleges to adjust 
annual tuition receipts for full-time equivalent students to reflect actual collections from previous year, but not to reduce the 
total requirements contained in their budget requests to the General Assembly. Directs State Board of Community Colleges 
to report annually to Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee on cost of tuition and fee exemption established in GS 
115D-5(b). 

PART 17. PUBLIC SCHOOLS 

Exceptional Children Funds. Directs that funds appropriated in expansion budget for exceptional children be allocated 
as follows: each local school administrative unit shall receive $680.21 per academically gifted child for 3.9% of the 1994-95 
average daily membership of the local unit (regardless of the number of children actually identified as academically gifted), 
with 44,609 as the total number of academically gifted children for which funds shall be allocated for the 1995-96 school year; 
and each local school administrative unit shall receive $2,040.63 per exceptional child (other than an academically gifted 
child) for the lesser of (a) all children identified as exceptional (other than academically gifted) or (b) 12.5% of the 1994-95 
average daily membership of the local unit, with 131,642 as the maximum number of exceptional children (other than 
academically gifted children) for which funds shall be allocated for the 1995-96 school year. 

Supplemental Funding in Low-Wealth Counties/Small School System Supplemental Funding. Of funds appropriated to 
Aid to Local School Administrative Units, allocates $35,283,809 each year of the 1995-97 biennium for supplemental funding 
of local school administrative units located in whole or in part in low-wealth counties (as determined under formula contained 
in act). Directs State Board of Education to allocate funds appropriated for small school system supplemental funding in 
accordance with formula contained in act. ¢ 

School Technology Reserve. Of funds appropriated for 1994-95 fiscal year to Office of State Budget and Management, x 
School Technology Reserve, transfers $42,000,000 to State Board of Education, State School Technology Fund. Allocates 
these funds to local school administrative units as follows: 10% in accordance with low-wealth county supplemental school 
funding formula contained in 1993 session laws; and 90% on basis of average daily membership (provided that the total 
allocation to the local school administrative units within each county is at least $50,000). 

Litigation Reserve. Transfers litigation reserve funds appropriated to Dep't of Public Instruction for 1994-95 fiscal year 
to State Board of Education and specifies that such funds shall remain available until June 30, 1997; and provides that 
litigation reserve funds appropriated to State Board of Education for the 1995-96 fiscal year shall remain available for 
expenditure until June 30, 1997. 

Education Expenditure Report Due Date. Modifies GS 105-503(b) to require Local Government Comm'n to furnish to 
General Assembly required report on or before May 1 of each year (was, Feb. 1). 

Exchange of Obsolete Reports on Maintenance Contracts; Exchange of Information within State Education Agencies. 
Requires that report on development of information exchange system be submitted no later than Feb. 15, 1996. 

Expansion Budget Appropriations of Savings from the Reorganization of the Department of Public Instruction. Directs 
State Board of Education to allocate to local school administrative units, from funds appropriated to State Aid to Local School 
Administrative Units, $9,318,436 for 1995-96 fiscal year and $10,665,341 for 1996-97 fiscal year for textbooks, classroom 
materials, instructional supplies, and equipment. 

Modification of Transfer Funds for TACS to Local School Administrative Units. Provides that funds allocated to 
technical assistance centers (to be reallocated to local school administrative units by State Board of Education beginning July 


1, 1996) may be reallocated before then if all local school administrative units within service area of technical assistance 
center agree on plan for using funds. 


PART 18. DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION 
Northeastem Regional Airport matching funds. Allocates $125,000 in each year of biennium from funds appropriated to 


Northeast NC Regional Economic Dev. Comm'n to be transferred to DOT as local match for Northeastern Regional Airport in 
Edenton. 


Joint Legis. Transportation Oversight Comm. to study liens on towed and stored vehicles. Directs cited study with report 
to 1996 session required. 


Dep't of Transportation to provide construction and maintenance services at Govemor's Westem Residence. Amends ¢ 


Budget Concept Modified. Directs State Board of Community Colleges, for 1995-97 biennium and subsequent years, to ¢ 
tw 


GS 136-18(13) as title indicates. 
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Purchase of Century Center campus facility. Provides that any revenues of Highway Trust Fund in excess of certified 
budget for fiscal year ending 6/30/95 may be reserved and used by DOT to acquire capital facility known as Century Center 
Campus. 

Joint Legis. Transportation Oversight Comm. to study Div'n of Motor Vehicles Wake County service facility. Directs cited 
study, and requires report to 1996 session. 

Small urban construction program discretionary funds increased. Amends 1995 Continuation Budget to increase small 
urban construction program discretionary funds to $7.1 million (now, $6 million) and requires that at least $1.1 million of these 
funds shall be used for spot-safety projects. 

Dep't of Transportation may use certain salary funds for Div'n of Motor Vehicle classifications. As title indicates. 

Organization and business practices study of Div'n of Motor Vehicles. Directs Joint Legis. Comm'n on Governmental 
Operations to conduct cited study. Committee may contract with private consulting firm for this purpose. Requires report to 
1996 session. Allocates $200,000 for the study. 

PART 19. DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTION 

Pnvate prison beds. Amends GS 148-37(g) to allow Sec'y of Correction to contract with private firms for operation of 
two more confinement facilities to house up to 1,600 state prisoners. The 1,600-bed limitation does not apply to the 500 beds 
in private substance abuse treatment centers authorized before July 1, 1995. Such private facilities not to be used for 
purpose of consolidating existing facilities. 

Substance abuse treatment programs. Requires Dep't to use up to $25,000 of its appropriated funds for 1995-96 to hire 
external consultant to evaluate DART drug abuse treatment program, and report to chairs of Senate and House 
Appropriations Committees and Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety by May 1, 1996. 

Bunking inmates in shifts-pilot program. Authorizes dep't to start pilot program to bunk inmates in shifts at Lincoln 
Correctional Center by April 1, 1996. Program to provide for at least two different groups of inmates to occupy the same 
dormitory space during different portions of each 24-hour day. Allows dep'’t to use up to $499,000 of its appropriations for 
program. Dep't to report quarterly on program to Joint Legislative Corrections Oversight Comm., and report on 
implementation of program by May 15, 1996 to Chairs of Senate and House Appropriations Committees and Senate and 
House Appropriations Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety. 

Notice of commutation of sentences. Amends GS 147-16 to require Governor to notify the following persons (unless 
they ask not to be notified) by first-class mail of the commutation of any sentence within 20 days after the commutation: 
crime victim(s); victims’ spouse, children and parents; any other members of the victims’ families who request in writing to be 
notified; and Chairs of Joint Legislative Corrections Oversight Committees. 

Reimbursement of counties for extraordinary medical costs. Allows Sec’'y of Correction to reimburse counties for 
extraordinary medical costs, as defined by GS 148-32.1(a) incurred by inmates housed in local jails awaiting transfer to state 
prison. 

PART 20. DEPARTMENT OF CRIME CONTROL AND PUBLIC SAFETY 

Community service distncts. Adds GS 143B-475.1(e) to require, effective Sep. 1, 1995, that community service program 
districts be same as district court districts under GS 7A-133; also requires that program district supervisors reside in the 
districts where they work. 

Emergency management funds do not revert. Effective June 30, 1995, provides that unexpended balance of any 1993- 


94 and 1994-95 funds for six Hazardous Materials Emergency Response Teams will not revert but remain in dep't to be used 
for that program. 


PART 21. JUDICIAL DEPARTMENT 

Mediated Settlement Conference Pilot Project. Amends GS 7A-38(0) to make pilot program expire July 15, 1995 (now, 
June 30), and allows Admin. Office of the Courts (AOC) to use its funds for the project during the extended period. 

Increase magistrates. Amends GS 7A-133 to increase maximum authorized numbers of magistrates as follows: 
Currituck County--3 (now, 2); Pasquotank County--5 (now, 4). 

Recidivism study. Requires Sentencing and Policy Advisory Comm'n to contract with external consultant to study 
recidivism of criminal offenders assigned to community correctional programs or released from prison. Programs to be 
studied must include TASC (Treatment Alternatives to Street Crime), Community Penalties, Community Service, and all 
supervised probation and parole programs. Study must identify those offenders rearrested within two years or more after 
assignment to a program or release from prison. Allows Justice Dep't to use up to $50,000 of its 1995-97 appropriations for 
study. Dep't to provide consultant's report to Chairs of Senate and House Appropriations Committees and of Senate and 
House Appropriations Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety by May 1, 1996. 

Indigent persons’ attomey fund. Requires AOC, effective July 1, 1995, for each year of the 1995-97 biennium to reserve 
funds for capital cases, transcripts, professional examinations, and expert witness fees from Indigent Persons’ Attorney Fee 
Fund. Remaining portion of Fund to be allotted to adult, juvenile, and guardian ad litem cases to each judicial district (or 


county if superior and district court districts are not coterminous) according to caseload of indigent persons not represented 
by public defender. 
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Assistant public defenders/AOC defense services. Allows AOC, from 1995-97 appropriations, to use up to $397,898 for 7 
1995-96 and $359,321 in 1996-97 for: (1) up to three new assistant public defenders (up to $188,994 in 1995-96 and ¢ 
$186,171 in 1996-97); and (2) administrator, administrative assistant, and secretary for new Div'n of Defense Services (up to : 
$208,904 for 1995-96 and $173,150 for 1996-97). 

Dispute settlement center funds. Allocates $328,500 from 1995-97 appropriations for following dispute settlement

$15,000--Rockingham County; $5,000--Alamance County; $25,000--Charlotte/Mecklenburg; $10,000--

Buncombe County; $20,000--Eastern Carolina; $15,000--Gaston County; $15,000--Forsyth County; $23,000--Guilford 
County; $44,000--Mountain; $25,000--Orange County; $13,000--Transylvania County 

(There is no Part 22) 

PART 23. DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES 

Supplemental funding for Thomas S. and Willie M. services. Authorizes Sec'y, with approval of State Budget Office, to 
use 1995-96 and 1996-97 appropriations for: (1) community-based services for at least 230 additional Thomas S. clients in 
each of these two fiscal years; (2) diversion services to prevent hospitalization of mentally ill and mentally retarded persons; 
and (3) additional community-based services based on dep't plan to end court oversight of Willie M. services. Such 
expenditures are in addition to funds already appropriated by 1995 General Assembly for Willie M. and Thomas S. services. 
Sec'y may not use more than $15 million for Thomas S. program. 

Area mental health authorities. Adds GS 122C-124 through -126 to authorize Sec’y to suspend funding of any area 
mental health authority with revenue or expenditure budget variance of 10%, or significant deterioration or fund balance of 
authority's general fund, defined as decrease of 25% from one fiscal year to next without Dep't's prior approval. If Sec'y does 
this, he/she may contract with, and make payments directly to, a contract provider of the area authority to continue services to 
clients. Allows Sec'y to assume control of financial affairs of an area auth'y and appoint an administrator for it if Sec'y 
determines that it is in imminent danger of failing financially and of failing to provide direct services to clients. In this takeover 
situation, a participant county may not withdraw its funding. In both these situations, Dep't must develop and implement a 
corrective plan in conjunction with area authority and its board of directors. If area authority fails to comply with corrective 
plan, Sec'y may appoint caretaker adm'r or board of directors or both and may terminate existing director's contract; county 
may not withdraw its funding in this situation. 

Area auth'y's board training. Requires Dep't's Div'n of Mental Health to provide initial training for all members of an area 
auth'y's board of directors in fiscal management, budget development, and fiscal accountability. Refusal to be trained may be : 
grounds for removal from board. ¢ 

Confidential client information sharing. Amends GS 122C-53(i) to allow a mental health facility to disclose confidential 
information relating to a client to an attorney if the client is an adult and has not been adjudicated incompetent. 

Nonmedicaid reimbursement changes. Amends SL 1995, Section 23.16 [chapter unspecified) to provide that hospitals 
may be paid additional incentive payment up to 15% of regular daily per diem reimbursement for providing inpatient 
psychiatric care for Thomas S. class members or adults with mental retardation and mental illness. Allows adults enrolled in 
Clozaril Program who become gainfully employed to continue to receive state support, in decreasing amounts, to buy Clozaril 
and related services up to 300% of the poverty level; sets out formula for decreasing state support. 

AFDC option elimination effective date. Sets effective date of Aug. 1, 1995 for SL 1995, Ch. 324's eliminations of 
options in AFDC program affecting pregnant women in their third trimester, 18-year-old children in school, and State 
Supplemental Payments due to retrospective budgeting requirement. 

HIV foster care funds. Provides that remaining portions of AL 1995, Ch. 324's appropriations for board payments to 
foster families of HIV-infected children be used to provide $400 per family per year for medical training in avoiding HIV 
transmission in the home, and to transfer funds to DEHNR to three regional medical social workers for these families. 

Adult care home reimbursement. Sets maximum monthly rate, effective July 1, 1995, for residents in adult care home 
facilities at $975 for ambulatory residents and $1,017 for semiambulatory residents. Effective Oct. 1, 1995, the maximum for 
all such residents is reduced to $844 per month. Remaining funds from State/County Special Assistance appropriations may 
be used to provided needed Medicaid-covered and other services for residents. 

Adult care home allocation of nonfederal cost of Medicaid payments. Effective Oct. 1, 1995, state must pay half and 
county half of nonfederal costs of Medicaid services paid to adult care home facilities; as Medicaid personal care 
requirements increase, county matching share to be capped until it equals 15% of nonfederal requirements. 

Modified Wildemess Education Camp Program. Of $3,036,352 appropriated by SL 1995, Ch. 324 to two additional 
Wilderness Camps, $1,518,176 to be used for Modified Wilderness Education Camp that emphasizes for juveniles under 16 
referred by public schools. 

Juvenile detention facility funds. Allows Dep't to use $1,600,000 of funds appropriated to it by SL 1993, 1994 Extra 
Sess., Ch. 24 for 24-bed juvenile detention facility in Wake County, to build a 24-bed facility anywhere in state. 
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Private contract for family support for the deaf and hard of hearing. Requires that $500,000 for each of 1995-96 and 
1996-97 of funds appropriated to Div'n of Services for the Deaf and Hard 0 Hearing by SL 1995, Ch. 324, be used to contract 
with private, nonprofit corporation to perform services currently being offered by Family Resource Centers within Div'n. State 
Budget Office to conduct performance audit of this program at end of first year and report results to General Assembly, Fiscal 
Research Div'n, and Dep't. 

Deaf education improvements. Requires that $500,000 for 1995-96 and $1,500,000 for 1996-97 of funds appropriated 
to Div'n of Services for Deaf and Hard of Hearing by act be used to improve public education to deaf and hard of hearing 
children through the three North Carolina Schools for the Deaf in Morganton, Greensboro, and Wilson. 

Funds for Caring Program for Children. Requires that $800,000 for each of 1995-96 and 1996-97 from funds 
appropriated to Health Planning Comm'n by SL 1995, Ch. 324, be allocated as grant to Caring Program for Children, Inc., to 
buy health care for children unqualified for Medicaid. Repeals GS 143-610, -611, and -614, thus abolishing Health Planning 
Comm'n. 

PART 24. DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE 
Cattle and livestock exposition center. Requires that any unencumbered funds appropriated by SL 1993, Ch. 561 for 


1993-94 and by SL 1993, Ch. 769, Sec. 40, to plan for livestock facility be placed in reserve until allocated by 1996 General 
Assembly session. 


PART 25. DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE 

Industrial Comm'n. Amends GS 97-88.2(b) to require Industrial Comm'n to investigate all suspected fraud and violations 
related to workers' compensation claims (now, Comm'n refers these cases to Dep't of Insurance). Allocates to Comm'n 
$40,000 for each of 1995-96 and 1996-97 from act's appropriation to Dep't for such investigations. 

Center for Community Self-Help funds. Allocates $2 million of Dep't's appropriation to Center for Community Self-Help 
for statewide program of lending for home ownership, requiring a match of $10 in nontraditional home loans for every $1 of 
state funds. Requires periodic financial reports to State Auditor; report by May 1 each year for next three years to General 
Assembly on use of funds; and quarterly reports to Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operations, House and 
Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Natural and Economic Resources, and Dep't of Commerce. 

Economic Development Program reserve funds allocation. Allocates 1995-96 appropriation to Economic Development 
Program Reserve as follows: $2.1 million--Industrial Recruitment Competitive Fund to assist new and expanding businesses 
and industries; $300,000--Land Loss Prevention Project for free legal representation to financially distressed small farmers; 
$250,000--Coalition of Farm and Rural Families for its Small Farm Economic Development Project; $1 million--N.C. 
Biotechnology Center's program initiative for historically black universities and Pembroke State University; $200,000-- 
Minority Credit Union Support Center; $350,000--Microenterprise Loan Program. Dep't, Biotechnology Center, and Rural 
Economic Development Center to report quarterly, starting Oct. 1, 1995, to Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental 
Operations on use of funds. 

Common follow-up system for state job training and education programs. Adds Art. 4 to GS Ch. 96 requiring 
Employment Security Comm'n (ESC) to develop and maintain a common follow-up information management system to track 
employment status of current and former participants in state job training, education, and placement programs. ESC must 
report activities annually by May 1 to General Assembly and Governor. 

Petroleum overcharge funds allocation. Deposits funds received from United States v. Exxon case in Special Reserve 
for Oil Overcharge Funds. Appropriates from this Reserve to Dep't $1,650,000 for each of 1995-96 and 1996-97 to be used 
for projects under the State Energy Conservation Plan. Allocates $2,500,000 for 1995-96 and $2,250,000 for 1996-97 from 
Stripper Well Litigation funds to Low Income Weatherization Program. 

Worker Training Trust Fund appropnations. Appropriates from ESC's Worker Training Trust Fund $5,839,964 for each 
of 1995-96 and 1996-97 for operation of local offices. Appropriates from Special Employment Security Administration Fund to 
ESC $2 million for each of 1995-96 and 1996-97 for Veterans' Employment, Employment Services, and Unemployment 
Insurance Programs. 

Appropriates from Worker Training Trust Fund for each of 1995-96 and 1996-97 the following amounts: $2,400,000-- 
Employment and Training Grant Program; $1,000,000--Training of unemployed and working poor through Pre- 
Apprenticeship Div'n; $1,528,067--Assist welfare recipients in getting jobs through Job opportunities and Basic Skills Program 
sO as to gain maximum federal match; $1,746,000--Dep't of Community Colleges for Focused Industrial Training 
Program; $225,000--to ESC for Occupational Information Coordinating Comm. to operate interagency system to track 
former participants in state education and training programs; $300,000--Dep't of community Colleges for training program in 
entrepreneurial skills operated by North Carolina REAL Enterprises 

ESC voter registration funds. Appropriates from Worker Training Trust Fund to ESC $300,000 for 1996-97 to carry out 
provisions of National Voter Registration Act. ESC to report to Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operations and 
Fiscal Research Div'n no later than 30 days before reconvening of 1996 General Assembly session on use of funds. 

PART 26. DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES 

Statewide aquatic weed assessment. Directs the Department of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources to study 

aquatic weed infestation on a statewide basis, including the effects of federal regulations, the environmental and economic 


impacts of infestations, and the options related to control, using $30,000 of the funds appropriated to the Department in this 
act. 
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Watershed funds do not revert. Amends Sec. 107, Ch. 561, SL 1993 to provide that water resource development funds ; 
for projects on Limestone Creek (Duplin County), Deep Creek (Yadkin County), Town Fork (Stokes County), and Meadow ¢ 
Branch (Robeson County) not expended or encumbered do not revert until June 30, 1997. = 

Randleman Dam reserve release restrictions. Amends Sec. 8, Ch. 777, SL 1993 to provide that all funds appropriated 
for the construction of the Randleman Dam are to revert to the General Fund on October 1, 1997 (was, 1996) if construction 
has not begun by that date. 

Town Fork Creek soil conservation project. Provides that of the funds appropriated in Sec. 41(a)(6) of Ch. 769 of SL 
1993 for state-local projects, $700,000 is not to revert until June 30, 1997, to replace funds originally appropriated for Town 
Fork Creek that were later reallocated as a grant to the Pilot Mountain Foundation for capital improvements. Provides that 
$400,000 appropriated in Sec. 107(a)(16) (Town Fork project) of Ch. 561 of SL 1993 is not to revert until June 30, 1997. 
Specifies that funds appropriated for the Town Fork project in Ch. 480, SL 1985, and Ch. 754, SL 1989, along with these non- 
reverting funds, are to be placed in a special reserve account, not be expended or encumbered pending completion, without 
cost to the state, of specified pre-construction costs, such as engineering and environmental impact costs. 

Health Start Foundation funds. Directs Department of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources to allocate $200,000 
of the funds appropriated to it for the First Step Campaign of the Governors Commission on Reduction of Infant Mortality. 
Directs the Healthy Start Foundation to report on all of its programs to the Joint Legislative Commission on Governmental 
Operations on or before March 1, 1996. 

Abstinence until marnage funds. Authorizes Department of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources to use up to 
$50,000 of funds appropriated to it to fund a sex education curriculum that promotes abstinence until marriage, making grants 
of up to $2,500 to school units that submit applications accompanied by all curriculum descriptions and materials to be used. 
The department is to review all the materials before making the grants, and it to report on the status of its program to the 
House Appropriations Subcommittee on Natural and Economic Resources, to the Senate Appropriations Committee on 
Natural and Economic Resources, and to the Joint Legislative Commission on Governmental Operations, by May 1, 1996. 

Beaver damage control funds. Allocates $350,000 for the state share necessary to continue the beaver damage control 
pilot program established by Sec. 69, Ch. 1044, SL 1991. Adds to the pilot program developed by the Beaver Damage 


Control Advisory Board the following counties: Carteret, Chatham, Craven, Greene, Hertford, Lincoln, Pamlico, and 
Washington. 


PART 27. CAPITAL AND SPECIAL PROJECTS 

North Carolina Information Highway funds. Directs that all funds appropriated to the Office of State Controller for the 
operation of the Information Highway (defined to mean the new, high-capacity optical fiber network that uses SONET ¢ 
transmission technology and ATM switching) are to be used for costs incurred by the Office in operations and support of the J 
Information Highway, and none is to be used to pay Minimum Monthly Usage charges until such time as the Controller 
certifies that the network is capable of performing al the services for which the state has contracted. Specifies reports from 
the Controller to the General Assembly. 

Data processing reserve. Directs that funds appropriated in the Data Processing Reserve are to be distributed to user 
agencies for the purpose of making payments to the State Information Processing System for line-item code 3800 charges 
and not for personnel or equipment purchases. Directs the Office of State Controller and Office of State Budget and 
Management to study the State Computer Center demand estimates and report to the 1996 session of the General Assembly. 

Appalachian State University's Master of School Administration program continued. Amends GS 116-74.21(b) to 
increase from seven to eight the number of school administrator programs that the University of North Carolina may operate, 
and specifies that the cited program is to be one of the eight. 

Piedmont Sports and Entertainment Facilities Study Commission. Specifies that the chair and vice chair of the 
Piedmont State Legislative Caucus as the caucus existed during the 1995 session of the General Assembly are to be the ex 
officio members of the cited commission to serve as its chair and vice chair, and that the commission is to report on the first 
day of the 1996 General Assembly session. Directs that $25,000 of the funds appropriated to the Department of Commerce 
are to be used for expenses of the commission. 

Delivery of warrants and disbursements for non-state entities. Amends GS 143-3.2 to add provisions (1) specifying that 
all warrants issued for non-state entities are to be delivered by the appropriate agency to the entity's legally designated 
recipient by US mail or its equivalent, including electronic funds transfer and (2) providing that all disbursements made to non- 
State entities are to be delivered to the appropriate agency to the entity's legally designated recipient by US mail or its 
equivalent, including electronic funds transfer. 

Local historical organization grants. Directs the Department of Cultural Resources to use $2 million of the amount 
appropriated to it as grants-in-aid to nonprofit historical organizations, nonprofit museums, or local government agencies for 
protection, preservation, and interpretation of historic assets with local or regional significance. Grants may not exceed 
$100,000 each. Secretary of the department is to develop guidelines for the grants. 

Local cultural and artistic organizations grants. Directs the Department of Cultural Resources to use $2 million of the 
amount appropriated to it as grants-in-aid to nonprofit local cultural or artistic organizations or government agencies. Grants 
may not exceed $100,000 each. Secretary of the department is to develop guidelines for the grants. 
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Legislative special studies subcommittee. Adds new GS 120-80 and -81, establishing the Legislative Special Studies 
Subcommittee of the Joint Legislative Commission on Governmental Operations, to consist of the President Pro Tempore, the 
Speaker, four Senators appointed by the President Pro Tempore, and four Representatives appointed by the Speaker. The 
subcommittee may (with respect to evaluation of state agency programs) exercise all the powers and duties of the full 
commission, and may evaluate and analyze specified types of state programs and systems, including specifically Medicaid 
and health care costs, federal, state, and local financing relationships, the state's purchasing system, workers' compensation 
for state employees, General Fund asset review, the regulatory process, the state's personnel system, capital budgeting, and 
the Highway Fund financial model. Creates Special Studies Unit to serve as staff of the subcommittee. Allocates $500,000 
for fiscal 1995-96 and $250,000 for fiscal 1996-97 from funds appropriated to the General Assembly for the subcommittee. 

Improvement of the administrative rules process/egislative oversight/fiscal accountability. (1) Creates the Joint 
Legislative Administrative Procedure Oversight Committee as proposed in H 192, 3rd Edition, empowered generally to review 
the work of the Rules Review Commission. (2) Adopts a requirement for creation of fiscal notes before publication of 
permanent rules in the North Carolina Register, substantially in the manner proposed by H 191, 2nd Edition. (3) Revises 
procedures for adoption of temporary and permanent administrative rules substantially as proposed in H 191 and H 192. (4) 
Amends GS 150B-21.3 to provide that a permanent rule approved by the Rules Review Committee becomes effective on the 
31st legislative day of the next regular session of the General Assembly that begins at least 25 days after the date the 
Commission approved the rule. If a bill that specifically disapproves the rule is introduced in either house before the 31st day, 
the rule become effective when unfavorable final action is taken on that bill or the General Assembly adjourns without taking 
final action on the bill. Sets out specific provisions for approved rules to become effective on the order of the Governor. (5) 
Revises standards for Rules Review Commission approval of rules as set out in H 191. (6) Revises procedure when 
Commission approves a permanent rule as proposed in H 192. (7) Revises procedure when Commission objects to a 
permanent rule as proposed in H 191. (8) Sets out requirement for Rules Review Commission reports to Joint Legislative 
Administrative Procedure Oversight Committee as proposed in H 191. (9) Revises requirements for publication of rules by 
the Codifer of Rules as proposed in H 191. (10) Creates exemptions from Art. 2A of the Administrative Procedures Act for the 
Department of Correction, with respect to matters relating solely to people in its custody or under its supervision. (11) Makes 
conforming changes for rules of the Employment Security Commission, the Industrial Commission, the Secretary of Revenue, 
and the Building Code Council, as proposed in H 191. (12) Repeals GS 143-215(c), -215(d), -107(f), and -107(g) regarding 
rules adopted by the Environmental Management Commission. (13) provides that the terms of the initial members of the Joint 
Legislative Administrative Procedure Oversight Committee are to begin upon appointment and end Jan. 15, 1997. And (14) 
provides that the changes regarding administrative rules are to be effective October 1, 1995. 

Westem justice academy. Directs the Department of Justice to use $1,470,000 of the funds appropriated to it for the 
1995-97 biennium to design, plan, and purchase real property for the Western Justice Academy to be located in Henderson 
County. 

Consolidation of prison facilities/prison construction. Directs the Department of Correction to close Avery Correctional 
Center, Watauga Correctional Center, and Yancey Correctional Center and replace them with a facility to be constructed in 
Avery and Mitchell Counties. Provides for exempting the construction of the new facility from specified statutory requirements 
if the Secretary of Administration finds that delivery of the facilities must be expedited for good cause. Specifies notifications 
Secretary must give before granting the exemptions. Specifies required minority participation goals and penalties for failure 
to complete work by agreed-upon dates. 

Detention center capital funding. Directs the Division of Youth Services, Department of Human Resources, to use 
$248,000 of the funds appropriated to it to begin planning for a centrally located detention center for boundovers. 

Water resources development projects funds. Directs the Department of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources 
to use funds appropriated to it for the following projects in the following amounts: Wilmington harbor deepening study 
($374,000); Jordan Lake water supply repayment ($130,000); Wilmington harbor navigation maintenance dredging 
($500,000); aquatic plant control (including Lake Gaston) ($150,000); Rollinson Channel maintenance (Dare County) 
($160,000); Wilmington harbor channel widening ($72,000); state-local projects ($199,000); repayment to New Hanover 
County spoil disposal area ($130,000); Dare County beaches feasibility study ($100,000); planning assistance to 
communities ($50,000); Limestone Creek watershed project (Duplin county) ($40,000); and Deep Creek watershed project 
(Yadkin County) ($160,000). 

PART 28. GENERAL CAPITAL AND MISCELLANEOUS BUDGET PROVISIONS 

Procedures for disbursement. Specifies requirements for approval of allotments by Governor for expenditures for capital 
improvements approved by this act. 

Reserve for advance planning. Directs the Office of State Budget and Management to report to the Joint Legislative 
Commission on Governmental Operations and to the Fiscal Research Division on how it intends to spend funds from the 
Reserve for Advance Planning at least 45 days before it spends the funds. 

Encumbered appropnations and project reserve fund. Specifies encumberment of construction funds for capital projects 
(other than University of North Carolina projects) at time the project is placed under contract and creation of project reserve 
fund for remaining unencumbered appropriations. 

Project cost increase. Specifies manner for Governor to increase the cost of a capital improvement project. 
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New project authorization. Specifies manner for Governor to authorize construction of a capital improvement project not : 
specifically authorized by the General Assembly, if construction is to be accomplished without state appropriation. ¢ f 
Advance planning of capital improvement projects. Authorizes use of funds from the Advance Planning Fund for 
planning capital improvement projects, upon approval by the Governor, except that the fund may not be used for projects of 
the university or the State Board of Community Colleges. 
Appropriations limits/reversion or lapse. Provides that for capital improvements projects approved by the 1993 General 
Assembly, construction must be commenced or self-liquidating indebtedness must be incurred within 12 months after the 
funds were first available or the funds revert to the original source and the self-liquidating appropriation lapses. Deadline may 
be extended by the Governor for up to 12 additional months. 
Executive Budget Act applies. Provides that the provisions of Article 1 of Chapter 143 of the General Statutes are 
reenacted and remain in full force and effect. 
Committee report. Specifies how the General Assembly amended the itemized budget requests submitted by the 
Governor and the Advisory Budget Commission. Specifies that the budget is a line item budget prepared in accordance with 
the Budget Code Structure and the State Accounting System Uniform Chart of Accounts. Provides that the House 
Appropriations Committee Report on Expansion Budget/Capital Budget, dated June 29, 1995, which was distributed in the 
House and Senate and used to explain this act is to indicate action by the General Assembly and to construe the act. 
Most text applies only to 1995-97. Standard provision. 
1995-97 appropnations limitations and directions apply. Provides that the provisions of Ch. 284 of SL 1995 remain in 
effect. 
Effective date. Except as otherwise noted, the act is effective July 1, 1995.

H 352. PRIMARY DATE EARLIER. Intro. 3/6/95. House action amends 3rd edition. Adds amendment repealing present 
provisions of GS 163-106(b) providing that a person who changes party affiliation, or changes from unaffiliated to affiliated, 
may not file as a candidate in a party primary unless he has been affiliated with that party for at least 90 days prior to the filing 
date. This change is effective with respect to primary elections conducted on or after January 1, 1996. 


H 353. GOVERNOR'S TASK FORCE ON DWI. Intro. 3/06/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 4th edition, as amended. 

Clarifies when person less than 21 years old may obtain limited driving privilege upon being convicted of driving after 

consuming any amount of alcohol. Makes several changes to new offense of transporting open container of alcohol after 

consuming alcohol (new GS 20-138.7): deletes provision making offense an impaired driving offense; requires revocation of : 
driver's license after second or subsequent conviction (was, any conviction); makes period of revocation 6 months for second ¢ 
conviction and one year for third or subsequent conviction; makes first offense an infraction, punishable by a fine up to $500, 

and second or subsequent offense a Class 2 misdemeanor (was, punishable as Class 3 misdemeanor for any offense); 

designates offense as moving violation; clarifies when person may obtain limited driving privilege after conviction; and deletes 


amendment # 2 to previous edition (addressing whether offense was impaired driving offense). Makes other technical 
changes. 


H 443. REAL ESTATE APPRAISERS/TRAINEE. Intro. 3/9/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Adds to 
those exempted from GS 93E-1-3 license or certificate requirement: (1) Person to qualify as expert witness for court or 
administrative agency testimony, if otherwise qualified; (2) licensed real estate broker or salesperson who prepares 
comparative market analysis; and (3) person who performs ad valorem tax appraisals and is certified under GS 105-294 or - 
296. Persons in categories (1) and (2) must still comply with all provisions of GS Ch. 93E. Changes GS 93E-1-5(a) to allow 
three (formerly, two) of Appraisal Board appointees to be members of the same appraiser trade organization at any one time. 


H 481. PARENTAL CONSENT/ABORTION. Intro. 3/16/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Changes 
definition of "abortion" to "the intentional interruption of a pregnancy by the application of external agents, whether chemical 
or physical, or the ingestion of chemical agents, with an intention other than to produce a live birth or to remove a dead fetus." 
Changes the definition of "unemancipated minor" or "minor" to “any person under the age of 16 who is not emancipated." 
Prohibits a licensed physician from knowingly performing an abortion upon an unemancipated minor unless: (1) the physician 
has secured informed written consent of the minor and the minor appears mentally and physically competent to give her 
consent; and (2) the minor has received information and counseling from and the written consent of a member of the clergy; 
or (3) the physician has received the informed written consent of at least one member of the minor's parents, guardian, or 
other adult family member; or (4) the district court consents to the abortion or grants the minor majority rights for the purpose 
of consenting to the abortion. 

Provides that a minor or guardian ad litem may file a petition with the district court seeking consent to an abortion. 
Requires a hearing on the merits within 5 days of the filing of the petition. Authorizes the court to appoint counsel if deemed 
necessary and the minor is unable to afford counsel. Permits the court to deny the petition only if it finds that the minor is not 


mature enough to make her own decision and that the abortion is not in her best interest. Provides for a de novo review upon 
appeal to superior court. 
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Disallows recovery against a physician on a claim that an abortion was rendered without informed consent if the 
physician acted in accordance with generally accepted standards in similar communities in obtaining the consent or the 
physician received and acted in good faith on written consent to the abortion given by the minor to a member of the clergy. 
Provides a presumption of validity of informed written consent. Also provides for immunity from actions by the parent or 
guardian of the minor for adult family members or members of the clergy who consent in good faith and in accordance with 
the act, and physicians who perform abortions. This immunity does not extend to actions filed against physicians for medical 
malpractice. 

Provides that, notwithstanding any other State or local law to the contrary, no State or local government agency may 
deny eligibility for financial assistance under Aid to Families with Dependent Children to any infant or child on the basis that 
the mother was an unemancipated minor when the infant or child was born. 


H 540. HIGHWAY BOND ACT OF 1995. Intro. 3/23/95. House action amends 4th edition. Amendment #4 (as perfected by 
Amendment #5 adopted 6/22/95) adds GS 136-180.2 providing that Dep't of Administration in consultation with Dep't of 
Transportation, shall implement a user-fee supported program under which the Dep't procures bonds for resale to small 
businesses for their use in procurement of State and local contracts, particularly highway-related contracts. Amendment #7 
directs Joint Legislative Transportation Oversight Committee to study issue of whether changes are needed in financing of 
Highway Trust Fund projects, including urban loop projects. Directs Committee to study ways to speed completion of Highway 
Trust Fund projects, including increased use of letting contracts on cash-flow basis, transfer of less revenue from Trust Fund, 
and issuance of general obligation bonds. Committee is to report to 1996 session. Amendment #10 reduces the amount of 
bonds proceeds to be used for urban loops to $400 million (was, $600 million) and increases to $400 million (was, $200 
million) the amount required to be allocated among the counties in proportion to the number of miles of unpaved State- 
maintained secondary roads. 


H 555. NORTH CAROLINA BOXING COMMISSION. Intro. 3/27/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. 
Requires that all Comm'n members be residents of North Carolina. 


H 637. PRODUCTS LIABILITY AMENDMENTS. Intro- 3/30/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Provides 
that nothing in the act should preclude a product liability action that otherwise exists against a manufacturer or seller for 
breach of warranty, and provides that the defenses in the act apply to claims for breach of warranty unless expressly 
excluded. Makes provisions regarding claims based on inadequate design or formulation applicable only to manufacturers. 
Deletes provision making bill inapplicable to product liability actions for injury to or the death of a person resulting from 
exposure to asbestos if exposure occurred before October 1, 1995. Makes act effective January 1, 1996, and apply to causes 
of action that arise after that date, including silicone gel breast implants. Makes other technical amendments. 


H 774. HEALTH CARE COLLABORATIVE PRACTICE. Intro. 4/6/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Deletes provision 


allowing a professional corporation to be formed between a physician practicing surgery and a certified nurse anesthetist to 
render anesthesia and related medical services. 


H 836. EXPEDITE ENVIRONMENTAL PERMITTING. Intro. 4/11/95. House action amends 3rd edition. Makes expedited 
environmental process available to applications for air pollution permits only. Provides that the fee for processing an 
application under the expedited process may not exceed $500. 


H 844. VITAL RECORDS CHANGES-2. Intro. 4/12/95. House actions amend 2nd edition. Deletes all provisions of the bill 
except amendments to GS 130A-101(b). Provides that all records containing privileged patient medical information that are in 
the possession of the Department or local health department are confidential and will not be public records. 


H 914. COMM. COLL./STATE BOARD QUALIFICATIONS. Intro. 4/12/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. 
Amends GS 115C-4.1 (apparently intends GS 115D-2.1) to provide that no person who within the prior five years has been an 
employee of the Dep't of Community Colleges is eligible to serve on the State Board of Community Colleges. Makes technical 
amendment to GS 115D-.1 concerning election of members of State Board of Community Colleges by Senate and House.

S 35. 1995 WELFARE REFORM. Intro. 1/26/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Adds provision 
specifying that an AFDC recipient's violation of the family cap limit does not constitute an exempting condition for which a 
local social services agency may extend AFDC assistance beyond the two-time benefit time limit. 


S 56. ANTIQUATED LAWS REPEALED. Intro. 1/26/95. Conference report modifies 4th edition to reconcile matters in 
controversy. Amends, rather than repeals, GS 20-132 by allowing motor vehicles eligible for historic vehicle owner special 
registration plate to be equipped with acetylene headlamps (was, any motor vehicle). 


S 121. INHERITANCE TAX CHANGES. Intro. 2/1/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Deletes rate 
revisions to the inheritance and gift credits/taxes for Class A ,B and C beneficiaries. 


S 242. AMEND NONPROFIT CORPORATION ACT. Intro. 2/22/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Changes effective date 
to October 1, 1995. 


S 243. DEATH SETTLEMENT APPROVAL. Intro. 2/22/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Changes effective date to 
October 1, 1995. 


S 357. DOT ASSIGNED VEHICLE CHANGES. Intro. 3/13/95. House action amends 1st edition. Makes technical changes 
only. 


S 559. HOUSING AUTHORITY CHANGES. Intro. 4/3/95. House action amends 3rd edition. Amendment # 1 clarifies that a 
housing authority's receipt or acceptance of rent within 120 days or less of a default by a tenant does not constitute a waiver 
of the default unless the authority so agrees in writing. Amendment # 2 clarifies that a person who enters or remains on 
housing authority property in violation of authority rules may be subject to prosecution as applicable under GS 14-159.12 
(first-degree trespass) or 14-159.13 (second-degree trespass). Amendment # 3 changes the effective date from July 1, 1995 
to July 15, 1995. 


S 751. COUNSELOR TREATMENT COVERED. Intro. 4/18/95. House action amends 1st edition. Makes effective date July 
15, 1995. Adds sunset date of July 1, 1999. 


S 899. FINANCIAL INSTIT RECORDS CONFIDENTIAL. Intro. 5/1/95. House action amends 1st edition. Provides that 


compliance review records, which are otherwise not discoverable or admissible in evidence, are discoverable or admissible in 
evidence should the court find that the interests of justice so require. 
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S 927. SMALL RURAL DEMOLITION LANDFILLS. Intro. 5/1/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Deletes June 13, 1999 
sunset provision. Changes the requirements for small demolition landfills by specifying that such a landfill must be located 
at least one-quarter mile (was, one-half mile) from another of the same type and that the waste disposal area of the landfill 
must be at least two feet (was, four) above the seasonal high groundwater table. 


S 973. WORKERS' COMPENSATION RATING LAW. Intro. 5/3/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. 
Rewrites new GS 58-36-100 specifying procedures the NC Rate Bureau shall follow in implementing prospective loss costs 
filings and final rate filings for workers' compensation and employers' liability insurance. 

Specifies that the new procedures do not take effect until Sept. 1, 1997, and that neither the Bureau nor its member insurers 
need to refile rates previously implemented before two years after the foregoing effective date. 

Appropriates $200,930 from the Dep't. of Insurance Fund to the Dep't. of Insurance for fiscal 1995-96 and $182,088 for fiscal 
1996-97 to defray the Dep't.'s costs in reviewing filings under this act and otherwise implementing the provisions of the act. 


S 987. CRIMINAL ENTERPRISES. Intro. 5/4/95. House action amends 4th edition. Deletes requirement that merchant 
covered by bill must obtain receipt for new merchandise that the merchant offers for sale showing the retail sales and use tax 
registration number of the person who sold the merchandise to the merchant; retains requirement that receipt identify seller's 
name and type of business. 


S 990. CAMA ADMINISTRATIVE PERMIT REVIEW. Intro. 5/4/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Makes the effective 
date October 1, 1995. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 85. BARBER SCHOOL INSTRUCTORS. Intro. 2/1/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Restores language, deleted by 
previous amendment, that nonprofit barber schools permitted to operate with one instructor must have a curriculum and 
continuing education support system established with a state university or community college. Adds requirement that 
barbering programs in post-secondary institutions be evaluated and approved by the institution's governing board to ensure 
that programs comply with standards of accreditation agencies. 


H 230. 1995 EXPANSION/CAPITAL BUDGET. Intro. 6/29/95. House action amends 2nd edition. 

Budget Availability Statement revised. Amendment #1 revises the reserve for House Bills that have passed third 
reading. Deletes $20 million reserve for 1996-97 for H 954 Parental Choice in Education. Adds H 360 Railroad Diesel Tax 
Exemption to list of bills for which $11.9 million in 1995-96 and $38 in 1996-97 is reserved. As revised, the reserve covers 
possible passage of H 360 Railroad Diesel Tax Exemption, H 396 Expand Ports Tax Credit, H 55 Aquaculture Sales Tax 
Exemption, H 759 Nonprofit Homes Sales Tax Refund, H 223 Phase Out Soft Drink Tax, and H 718 Parks & 
Recreation/Natural Heritage. Total availability, as revised, is $9,956.7 million for 1995-96 and $10,376.2 million for 1996-97. 

Block Grant Provisions. Amendment #2 deletes portions of the bill concerning block grant provisions due to ratification of 
Chapter 358 (H 228) 1995 Block Grant Appropriations. 

Salary continuation/Secunties Division law-enforcement officers. Amendment #2 adds a new section amending GS 143- 
166.13(a) to add sworn law-enforcement officers with power of arrest in the Securities Div'n, Dep't of Secretary of State, to 
coverage of the Salary Continuation Plan for Certain State Law-Enforcement Officers. 

Salary-related contnbutions/conform UNC optional plan. Amendment #3 fixes the State's employer contribution rate for 
the University Employees’ Optional Retirement Program at 9.18% (was, 9.1%). 

Altemative leaming programs. Amendment #4 incorporates and expands upon provisions of H 180 Alternative Learning 
Programs. Amends GS 115C-238.41(c) to (1) modify definition of "Alternative Learning Program Model" to specify that it 
serves students at any level, serves suspended or expelled students, serves students whose learning styles are better served 
in alternative program, or is designed to use multiple strategies which serve students in the standard classroom (now, limited 
to programs outside standard classroom setting); (2) provides that program may be provided under contract with a local 
private, nonprofit corporation; (3) provides that alternative learning program should have a well-defined mission, offer 
appropriate educational opportunities, and hold high expectations for staff and students; and (4) adds requirement that grant 
application must state process to be followed if students may be referred and placed on involuntary basis in alternative 
learning programs in connection with expulsion or suspension; this process must be based on model guidelines developed by 
State Board of Education. Amends GS 115C-238.43 to provide that . beginning with 1995-96 school year, State Board must 
give priority to grant applications for high quality programs which may or may not serve areas with high incidence of juvenile 
crime, and that Board may make grants to expand existing programs or establish new ones. Amends GS 115C-238.47 to 
require Dep't of Public Instruction to provide information to local program administrators and teachers on how to improve 
programs, and directs Dep't to evaluate over five-year period beginning with 1995-96 school year the effectiveness of the 
programs. Requires Dep't, before its annual report on Oct. 1,1995, and annually thereafter, to provide an opportunity for local 
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program administrators to comment on the evaluation system, and to consider those comments in any proposed modification 
of the program, and to include them it its annual report to General Assembly. 

Requires State Board to convene an Alternative Educators Planning Group of up to 15 alternative school educators to 
determine need for technical assistance and training for such educators and how to provide it. Those chosen must reflect 
diversity of the State. Requires Group to report plan for service to State Board and Joint Legis. Education Oversight Comm. 
by 2/1/96. Based on needs identified by Group, requires DPI, under direction of State Board, to coordinate efforts of 
specialists to provide coordinated assistance to alternative learning programs. 

Requires State Board to study issue of referral and placement of students in alternative learning programs and to 
develop model guidelines that local units may use for this purpose. Guidelines must be disseminated by 1/1/96. 

Allocates $8 million of funds appropriated to State Aid to Local School Units for 1995-96 to implement alternative 
learning programs under Intervention/Prevention Grant Program (GS Ch. 115C, Art. 16, Part 8) to be used for start-up grants 
and to be available for one year only. Allocates $200,000 to be used by State Board to implement this special provision, 
including evaluation of programs. 

Allocates $8 million of funds appropriated to State Aid to Local School Units for 1996-97 to increase Alternative 
Schools/At Risk Student Allotment, and authorizes State Board to use up to $200,000 to implement this special provision in 
that fiscal year. 

Reserve for data processing. Amendment #6 amends the appropriations portion of the bill to reduce the reserve for data 
processing to $198,056 in 1995-96 and $698,056 in 1996-97. 

Increase fire/rescue squad benefits. Amendment #6 incorporates provisions of H 105 Increase Fire/Rescue Squad 
Benefits (2nd edition reported 2/27/95). 

Employment Secunty Comm'n funds. Amendment #7 adds provision that Dep't of Human Resources may use available 


funds to contract with Employment Security Comm'n to implement welfare initiatives of H 24 Food Stamp Workfare and H 


1052 AFDC Workfare, if enacted. 


Technical amendments. Amendment #2, Amendment #6, and Amendment #8 correct technical errors in several 


places.

Repeals Art. 11 of GS Ch. 131E (NC Medical Database Comm'n) and amendments to those sections in previous 
edition of bill. Creates new Art. 11A of GS Ch. 131E (Medical Care Data) for purpose of establishing statewide 
database on medical care services. Requires all hospitals and freestanding ambulatory surgical facilities (as those 
entities are defined in bill) to submit certain patient data to statewide data processor within 60 days after close of 
each calendar quarter for patients that were discharged or died during quarter. Provides that such patient data are 

¢ not public records, but that compilations of patient data prepared for release by the state are public records. 
Establishes duties of statewide data processor and prohibits data processor from disclosing patient information 
except as provided in article. Provides that hospital or freestanding ambulatory surgical facility is deemed to be in 
compliance with article by submitting patient data to North Carolina Hospital Enterprises, Inc. Authorizes DHR to 
take adverse action against hospital (under GS 131E-78 or 122C-24) and surgical facility (under GS 131E-148) for 
violations of article. Creates new GS 105-130.43 to allow tax credit of 75¢ for each patient record submitted by 
hospital or surgical facility, up to $5,000 in a taxable year, for hospital or corporation licensed to operate free 
standing ambulatory surgical facility. Also amends GS 58-68A-10(5)(i) to allow regional health plan purchasing 
cooperatives (under contemplated NC Health Plan) to collect data from community health plans in conjunction with 
NC Health Planning Comm'n and statewide data processor. Makes new Art. 11A effective Oct. 1, 1995, except 
makes tax credit effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1996. 


S 423. VOC. REHAB. SERVICES ACT. Intro. 3/20/95. House action of 6/30/95 amends ‘st edition. Changes 
effective date from July 1 to July 15, 1995. 


S 570. LEXINGTON UTILITIES COMMISSION. Intro. 4/3/95. House committee substitute replaces 4th edition. 
Completely rewrites previous edition, providing for study of interstate natural gas pipelines, and changes title to: 
RESTRUCTURE THE LEXINGTON UTILITIES COMMISSION. Reduces number of comm'n members from nine 
to five and establishes certain residence réquirements for membership of comm'n. Requires city council to 
consider racial diversity in making appointments to comm'n. Provides for election of chair (who must be Lexington 
resident), vice-chair, and secretary, and eliminates office of comm'n treasurer. Deletes provisions that contracts 
concerning public enterprises shall be made in same manner as other contracts of Lexington and that all public 
enterprise property shall be held by Lexington. Provides that city council may remove comm'n member for neglect 
of duty by majority vote (was, two-thirds vote). Abolishes current comm'n Dec. 31, 1995, and establishes new 
comm'n Jan. 1, 1996. Effective Jan. 1, 1996, except that appointments to new comm'n shall be made in Dec.

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S 792. BOND FORFEITURES IN DISTRICT COURT. Intro. 4/24/95. House committee substitute of 6/30/95 
replaces 1st edition. Amends GS 15A-544(d) to require each county clerk to prepare for both district and superior 
court a forfeiture calendar once each month when court is in session. Requires that calendar show all principals 
and sureties against whom forfeiture has been ordered more than 60 days previously in the county; all principals 
and sureties against whom forfeiture has not been entered or, if entered, not yet satisfied; and all written motions 
to strike an order of forfeiture filed since the previous forfeiture calendar. Requires district attorney to present 
forfeiture calendar to court; allows county school board attorney to be present and be heard and, with district 
attorney's consent, serve as district attorney's designee for presentation of forfeiture calendar. Also amends GS 
15A-544(e) (as amended by H 851, SL 1995 Ch. 290) to provide that forfeiture shall be stricken upon payment of 
costs if principal is incarcerated or served with an order for arrest within 90 days of entry of judgment and principal 
is placed on new bond or released by court.

Salaries of State executive officers, and judicial branch officials. Amendment # 21 revises GS 147-11(a) to 
set Governor's salary at $98,576 (a 1% increase from current $97,600). Restores to current levels (i.e., no pay 
increase) salaries of Council of State members; non-elected department heads; executive branch officials whose 
salaries are set by General Assembly; and judicial branch officials whose salaries are set by General Assembly. 
Deletes amendment to GS 7A-101, thereby retaining salaries of clerks of superior court at current level (i.e., no 
pay increase). Reduces Reserve for Salary Increases by $950,000 in each year of the biennium, and adjusts total 
General Fund expansion appropriations accordingly.

Senate action amends 3rd edition, by deleting from bill's 
proposed new GS 108A-26.12 the provisions for N.C. CAN and for institution of electronic benefits transfer by the 
Department of Human Resources. 


S 121. INHERITANCE TAX CHANGES. Intro. 2/1/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition, changing effective date 
from July 1 to August 1, 1995. 


S 135. CERTAIN REVERSIONS. Intro. 2/6/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd edition and changes title 
to "AN ACT TO PROVIDE THAT PETROLEUM OVERCHARGE FUNDS AND FUNDS FROM THE WORKER 
TRAINING TRUST FUND APPROPRIATED FOR THE 1993 FISCAL BIENNIUM SHALL NOT REVERT." As title 
indicates, provides for continuation of these programs retroactively from June 30, 1995 until ratification of the 
expansion budget bill (House Bill 230). 


S 558. EXPEDITE EVICTION/DRUG OFFENDERS. Intro. 4/3/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Makes 
technical changes. 


S 971. JUDICIAL APPT./VOTER RETENTION. Intro. 5/3/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 4th edition. 
Deletes the provision that made documents prepared or received by the legislative confirmation committee in the 
course of investigating a judicial candidate for confirmation confidential. Removes $1.3 million appropriation for 
1995-96, in favor of a provision that the General Assembly "shall appropriate" sufficient funds to reimburse the 
counties for the reasonable additional costs of conducting the election concerning amendment of the constitution 
to provide for judicial appointment and voter retention. 

Amendment to the committee substitute adds following language to the title: "AND TO IMPROVE THE 
ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE AND PROMOTE JUDICIAL ECONOMY AND EFFICIENCY WITHIN THE 
SUPERIOR COURT DIVISION OF THE GENERAL COURT OF JUSTICE BY PROVIDING FOR FULL EIGHT- 
YEAR TERMS OF OFFICE WHEN VACANCIES ARISE AND AN ELECTION IS HELD OTHER THAN AT THE 
EXPIRATION OF THE PRIOR TERM FOR CERTAIN SUPERIOR COURT JUDGES." Amends GS 163-9 to 
provide that appointees to superior court seats in districts with only one resident superior court judge or in which 
no county is subject to section 5 of the Voting Rights Act of 1965, shall hold office until the next election of 
members of the General Assembly that is held more than 60 days after the vacancy occurs, at which time an 
election shall be held to fill an eight-year term. Remaining judges must still stand for election to fill the unexpired 
term of the office to which they were appointed.

H 511. LATE VIDEO RETURN/SALES TAX. Intro. 3/21/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Adds definition of 
"video cassette” to specify that it includes video cartridges. 


H 556. JOINT MUNICIPAL POWER AMENDMENTS. Intro. 3/27/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition, changing 
effective date from July 1, 1995 to ratification. 


H 718. PARKS AUTHORITY/TRUST FUNDS. Intro. 3/30/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
(1) Adds to bill provisions repealing Part 13 ("Parks and Recreation Council") of Art. 7 of GS Ch. 143B (an 
advisory council for the Department of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources (DEHNR), and enacting a 
new Part 13A ("North Carolina Parks and Recreation Authority"). New authority is to be administered by DEHNR, 
operating to (a) receive funds for the Parks and Recreation Trust Fund; (b) issue revenue bonds to finance land 
acquisition, capital repairs, improvements, and construction for all parks and recreation areas not leased; (c) 
allocate funds from the trust fund for those purposes; and (d) develop other support for parks and advise the 
Secretary of DEHNR. Authority is to be composed of nine members knowledgeable about park and recreation 
issues or with expertise in finance, with three appointed by the Governor, three by the General Assembly on 
recommendation of the Speaker, and three by the General Assembly on recommendation of the President Pro 
Tem., serving two-year staggered terms (with a maximum of two years). (2) Changes bill's amendments to GS 
113-44.15 and 105-228.30 to provide that funds in the Parks and Recreation Trust Fund are to be appropriated to 
the new authority (current law, to DEHNR) and allocated by the authority (current law, DEHNR). 


H 941. TRANSPORT/WIRELESS AMENDIFEE. Intro. 4/12/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Changes 
effective date for fee on train service application from July 1, 1995 to August 1, 1995. 


H 952. NORTH CAROLINA BRIDGE AUTHORITY. Intro. 4/12/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd 
edition. (1) Adds a provision specifying that any fees collected are to be credited to the Highway Trust Fund and 
used to offset the costs of building, maintaining, or operating the bridge or other related projects. (2) Increases the 
membership of the authority to eight members from six, adding one appointment each by the Speaker and 
President Pro Tem., and makes related revisions. (3) Provides for election of chair by entire authority (was, 
Secretary of Transportation served as chair). (4) Adds a provision that upon completion of a bridge, the authority 
is to appoint an executive director, to serve at the pleasure of the authority, with salary fixed by the authority, to be 
responsible for the administration of bridges constructed.

SENATE BILLS 


S 237. USE VALUE TAX CHANGES. Intro. 2/22/95. House action amends 4th edition by adding to definition of 
"individually owned" a trust created by a natural person who transferred land to the trust, the income of which is 
used exclusively for educational, scientific, literary, cultural, charitable, or religious purposes. 


S 415. BANKS/SAVINGS INSTITUTIONS MERGERS. Intro. 3/20/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Adds 
provision requiring any plan of a simultaneous conversion/merger to include notification of the members of the 
association or bank including any economic benefits or incentives to be received by the officers and directors. 
Provides that shares of stock in the acquiring entity purchased at a discount or otherwise by members of the 
association or bank shall be without limitation on subsequent sales by those members but the Administrator may 
limit the sale of such stock purchased by officers and directors of the association or bank. Eliminates provision 
requiring notice by publication (one of three alternative methods in the bill) of special meeting of members or 
stockholders of each bank for merger of like savings banks 


S 491. MODIFY MINIMUM STREAMFLOW/SMALL HYDRO. Intro. 3/27/95. House committee substitute replaces 
1st edition with act TO MODIFY THE MINIMUM STREAMFLOW REQUIRED IN THE LENGTH OF THE STREAM 
AFFECTED BY CERTAIN DAMS OPERATED BY SMALL HYDROELECTRIC POWER PRODUCERS. Adds new 
subsection to GS 143-215.31, as amended by Chapter 184 of the 1995 Session Laws, which provides that the 
minimum streamflow in the length of a stream affected by a dam will be determined by the Environmental 
Management Commission if the stream (1) receives a discharge of waste from treatment works for which a permit 
is required or (2) includes any part of a river or stream that is designated as part of the State Natural and Scenic 
Rivers System or the National Wild and Scenic Rivers System. Effective June 6, 1995. 


S 606. CENTENNIAL AUTHORITY. Intro. 4/6/95. House action amends 3rd edition. Provides that a successor 
appointment to the Authority will be made in the same manner as the initial appointment. Further provides that a 
member can be removed for cause. Requires that at least one appointment made upon recommendation of the 
Speaker of the House and the President Pro Tempore of the Senate be a resident of Wake County. Requires that 
two members of the Authority be appointed by the Wake County Board of Commissioners, two by the Raleigh City 
Council, and one jointly by the mayors of all the cities in Wake County. Staggers the terms of the initial 
appointments by the Board of Commissioners and the Raleigh City Council. Limits compensation to the members 
of the Authority to that allowed occupational licensing board members. 
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Prohibits the sale of malt beverages, unfortified wine, or fortified wine at public school or college functions. 
Deletes provisions granting Authority the power of eminent domain. Requires the regional facility to be built in the 
general vicinity of Carter-Finley Stadium. Makes other technical amendments. 


S 663. AMEND VARIOUS LOCAL LAWS. Intro. 4/11/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Makes new title AN 
ACT MAKING QUALIFIED EXCEPTION FOR THE CITY OF WILMINGTON AND NEW HANOVER COUNTY 
FROM THE PUBLIC RECORDS ACT FOR CERTAIN GEOGRAPHICAL INFORMATION SYSTEMS. Removes 
from bill provisions concerning: (1) referendum for merger of Alamance County and Burlington City Schools, and 
(2) reduction of Guilford County Board of County Commissioners from eleven to seven members, as well as 
accompanying referendum requirement. Makes act effective upon ratification. 


S 668. PRIVATE CONTRACT PARTICIPATION. Intro. 4/12/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Provides that 
act is effective statewide (was, City of Monroe only). 


S 737. ELECTRONIC BENEFITS TRANSFER. Intro. 4/17/95. Conference report modifies 2nd edition to reconcile 
matters in controversy. Restores penalty provisions for counties that fail to honor the electronic draft within 20 
days (was, five) after receiving notice of intent to draft. Provides that $100 is the maximum late payment penalty 
that can be assessed. 


S 931. WORKERS' COMP SELF-INSUREDS SAFEGUARDS. Intro. 5/1/95. House committee substitute replaces 
3rd edition. Makes technical change, effective January 1, 1996. 


S 1027. EXEMPT CLASS PICTURE SALES. Intro. 5/4/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Deletes requirement 
that a school picture sales fund-raising program be annual for the exemption from retail sales and use tax to apply. 
Makes other technical change. 


S 1080. SITING OF SWINE OPERATIONS. Intro. 5/4/95. House action amends 5th edition. House amendments 
add provision specifying that the outer perimeter of swine farm land onto which lagoon waste is applied must be at 
least 50 feet from any residential property boundary and from any perennial stream or river other than an irrigation 
ditch or canal. Also makes technical change. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 352. PRIMARY DATE EARLIER. Intro. 3/6/95. House action amends 3rd edition. Makes new title AN ACT TO 
PROVIDE AN EARLIER DATE FOR THE PRESIDENTIAL AND OTHER PRIMARIES AND TO REIMBURSE THE 
COUNTIES FOR POSTAGE IN THE DELIVERY OF CERTIFICATIONS OF CANDIDACY AND RESULTS OF 
PRIMARIES AND ELECTIONS. Deletes all provisions that removed the excuse requirement from absentee voting. 
Prohibits any person from filing as a candidate for office in the primary of any political party with which that person 
is not affiliated on the opening date of filing for the office. 


H 490. CORP. ANNUAL REPORTS TO DEP'T OF REV. Intro. 3/16/95. House action amends 5th edition. 
Changes fee for documents filed by the end of the same business day received by the Secretary of State to $100 
(was, $200). Changes fee for documents filed within 24 hours of receipt, excluding weekends and holidays, to $50 
(was, $100). Makes other conforming changes. 


H 555. NORTH CAROLINA BOXING COMMISSION. Intro. 3/27/95. House action amends 3rd edition. Deletes 
definitions of "boxing match," "broadcast," "cable system operator," and "closed circuit telecast." Limits definition of 
“promoter” to those persons who produce, arrange, stage, hold, or give any match within North Carolina involving 
a professional participant. Clarifies that the State Boxing Commission will regulate live boxing matches only. 
Removes collection and payment of gross receipt taxes from the rule-making authority of the Commission. Deletes 
authority for the Commission to require an additional surety bond when the projected liability for taxes for a match 
could exceed $5,000. Makes other conforming and technical changes.

S 135. CERTAIN REVERSIONS. Intro. 2/6/95. House action amends 3rd edition. Authorizes the Director of the 
Budget to continue to allocate funds for expenditure for current operations by State departments, institutions, and 
agencies funded from the Worker Training Trust Fund or from the Special Reserve for Oil Overcharge Funds. 
Limits expenditures to the level authorized by the General Assembly and for purposes other than those set out in 
the base budget reductions contained in the 1995 Continuation Budget. Appropriates from the Worker Training 
Trust Fund or from the Special Reserve for Oil Overcharge Funds, as applicable, funds necessary to carry out this 
authorization for 1995-96. These provisions are only effective until the 1995 Expansion Budget is ratified. 


S 388. AMEND PESTICIDE LAW. Intro. 3/16/95. House committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. Clarifies that 
although State regulation under this act preempts local regulation of pesticides, the act does not prohibit local 
governments from exercising planning, zoning, fire prevention or inspection authority. Changes effective date to 
the date of ratification.

H 402. FOSTER PARENT RECORDS. Intro. 3/9/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Deletes 
appropriation to Dep't of Human Resources (DHR); retains original provisions requiring Dep't of Justice to charge 
DHR a reasonable fee for criminal records checks and requiring DHR to bear the costs of the checks. 

Redefines "criminal history" to include county, state, or federal history of conviction or pending indictment of 
any misdemeanor or felony. Redefines "foster parent" to include any person 18 or older who permanently resides 
in a state-licensed family foster home, as well as any such person applying to provide family foster care. 

Revises GS 131D-10.3A provisions concerning mandatory criminal record checks: Effective Jan. 1, 1996, 

3 DHR must ensure that criminal histories of all foster parents are checked and determine their fitness to have 
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responsibility for foster children. Foster parents must be re-checked for state and county criminal histories 
annually upon relicensure. Obliges Dep't of Justice to provide foster parent's criminal history obtained from the é ' 
State and Nat'l Repositories of Criminal Histories. DHR to furnish fingerprints of foster parent to be checked, any 
additional information required by Dep't of Justice, and form consenting to the procedure signed by the foster 
parent. Requires that written statement be issued to foster parent at time of application notifying him/her of record 
check process; sets out language of statement. (As in original bill, refusal to consent to record check is grounds to 
deny license.) Upon receiving record check, DHR must determine whether foster parent is qualified to provide 
foster care based on the criminal history and notify foster parent in writing of its determination; DHR may not 
release or disclose any portion of the criminal history to the foster parent. Foster parent who disagrees with 
DHR's decision may request administrative hearing under GS Ch. 150B. 

Makes conforming changes to GS 114-19.4. 


H 694. RALEIGH CHARTER AMENDMENTS-2. Intro. 3/30/95. Senate action amends 3rd edition. Allows service 
by private process server appointed by clerk of court upon request of any party (previously, upon request of 
plaintiff). 


H 807. CAREGIVER CRIMINAL CHECKS. Intro. 4/11/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Changes effective 
date to October 1, 1995. 


H 914. COMM. COLL. TRUSTEE QUALIFICATIONS. Intro. 4/12/95. Senate action amends 4th edition. Revises 
amendment no. 1 with effect that with one exception, provisions regarding both local community college boards of 
trustees and State Board apply only to terms beginning on or after date of ratification. The exception is that 
revisions to GS 115D-19(b) (disqualification of local trustees who fail to participate in trustee orientation sessions) 
will apply to terms beginning after June 30, 1995, as in amendment no. 1.

S 6. VICTIMS' RIGHTS AMEND. Intro. 1/25/95. Conference report modifies 6th edition to reconcile matters in 
controversy. Provides, in proposed new constitutional section, following rights for victims of crime, all qualified by 
phrase "as prescribed by law": to be informed of and present at court proceedings concerning the accused: to be 
heard at sentencing and at other times; to receive restitution; to be given information about the crime, how criminal 
justice system works, rights of victims, and services for victims; to receive information about conviction or final 
disposition and sentence of accused; to receive notice of escape, release, proposed parole or pardon of accused, 
or reprieve or commutation of sentence; to present views to Governor or agency prior to any action that could 
result in release of accused; and to confer with the prosecution. States that new victims’ rights provisions do not 
create claim for money damages against the state or any county or municipality, or any of their agencies or 
employees; authorizes General Assembly to provide for other remedies to ensure enforcement of the rights. 
Retains former language barring defendant, inmate, or accused from using as a ground for relief in postconviction 
litigation any failure to provide a victim's right or service. 


S 52. STATE-OWNED SUBMERGED LANDS. Intro. 1/26/95. House committee substitute replaces 5th edition. 
Rewrites title of act to read, "AN ACT TO AMEND THE PROVISIONS OF CHAPTER 146 CONCERNING STATE- 
OWNED SUBMERGED LANDS." Adds provision specifying that nothing in the affected Subchapter shall be 
construed to limit the full exercise of common law riparian or littoral rights. Provides that applications for voluntary 
easements shall be received by the State Property Office within 36 months of the effective date of the act. 
Requires that office to provide public notice of the availability of voluntary easements during that 36-month period. 
Requires riparian or littoral property owners of new structures to obtain an easement in accordance with 
procedures set out in the act. Modifies some of the required terms of the easement. Provides that the annual 
rental for an easement shall be fair market value on a per acre of footprint coverage rounded to the nearest 
quarter acre. Provides that the act of easement issuance is exempt from the provisions of the Administrative 
Procedure Act. Provides that easements may be revoked in accordance with GS. 146-12(a), and that revocation 
entitles the easement holder to seek administrative review under Article 3 or GS. Chapter 150B. Makes variety of 
other wording changes. Changes effective date to October 1, 1995. 


S 278. CLERKS OF COURT ON COMMISSIONS. Intro. 2/28/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Deletes provision adding clerks of court to the General Statutes Commission, and amends title 
accordingly.

S 776. ADAP TASK FORCE. Intro. 4/20/95. Senate action amends ‘st edition. Makes act effective upon 
ratification.

S 864. ADULT CARE HOMES AMENDS. Intro. 4/25/95. House action amends 3rd edition. Requires domiciliary q 
care home with capacity of 7-20 beds to submit audited report of actual costs to Dep't at least every two years, | 
and in other years, an (unaudited) cost report. For home with capacity of 21 or more, requires annual audited cost 
report. Authorizes Dep't to conduct and review audits. 


S 971. JUDICIAL APPT./VOTER RETENTION. Intro. 5/3/95. House committee substitute replaces 5th edition. (1) 
Changes majority required for information of Governor's appointments from three-fifths of each house to simple 
majority of each house; (3) Provides for ballot to contain separate questions about, and separate votes for or 
against, the question of means of selection and retention of appellate division judges and the question of the 
election of superior court judges by district; (4) amends GS. 7A-376 to provide that no speech, campaign 
advertisement, literature, or conduct in the course of a campaign by a judicial candidate in his or her own 
campaign is conduct prejudicial to the administration of justice that brings the judicial office into disrepute if the act 
is lawful for a candidate for nonjudicial office; and (4) amends title of the act accordingly. 


S 974. AGRICULTURAL WASTE APPLICATOR. Intro. 5/2/95. House committee substitute replaces 4th edition. 
Requires that Dep't of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources (DEHNR) issue certificate (in previous 
version, Dep't of Agriculture). Requires annual renewal of certificate with fee of $10. Allows DEHNR to impose 
civil penalty up to $1,000 for failure to obtain or renew certification. 


HOUSE BILLS : 


H 223. REDUCE SOFT DRINK TAX. Intro. 2/20/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Rewrites 

title of the bill to read, "AN ACT TO REDUCE THE EXCISE TAX ON SOFT DRINKS." Rewrites bill so that it 

reduces the soft drink tax as set out in GS. 105-113.45 as follows: (1) on bottled soft drinks from $.01 to $.0075; 

(2) on liquid base products--from $1.00 to $.75; and (3) on dry base products $.01 to $.0075. q 
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Rewrites GS. 105-113.52(a) to provide that the tax on the first 15,000 gross of bottled soft drinks sold at 
wholesale on or after October 1 of each year by a distributor or wholesale dealer who is liable for the tax and who 
files a timely report is one-half of the amount stated in GS. 105-113.45 (was, seventy-two cents a gross). 

Effective July 1, 1996, and applies to sales made on or after that date. 


H 305. EXTEND EXPIRING PROVISIONS. Intro. 2/23/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Rewrites title of bill to read, "AN ACT TO FURTHER EXTEND EXPIRING PROVISIONS." Extends from July 14, 
1995, to July 21, 1995, expiration dates that already were extended by Ch. 358 of the 1995 Session Laws (H 228). 


H 637. PRODUCTS LIABILITY AMENDMENTS. Intro. 3/30/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. 
Deletes amendment to GS. 1-50(6), which had exempted from the six-year statute of limitations claims arising out 
of a disease. 


H 899. LANDLORD/TENANT CHANGES. Intro. 4/12/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. 
Makes several revisions to laws pertaining to disposal of unclaimed property by landlords. Provides that a 
landlord may dispose of, or sell all items of a tenant's personal property that remain on the premises after the 
expiration of 10 days (prior was 21 days) from the date the landlord is placed in lawful possession of the premises 
by execution of a writ of possession. Specifies that during the 10-day period after the landlord obtains a writ of 
possession, he or she may move the tenant's possessions for storage purposes, but shall not dispose of, or sell 
any of the possessions (unless their total value is less than $100 in which case it is deemed abandoned and 
subject to the landlord's right of possession five days after the execution of the writ). Directs the landlord who 
elects to sell the property to give written notice to the tenant by first-class mail at the tenant's last know address at 
least 7 days (this time period may run concurrently with the 10-day period) prior to the date of the sale. Directs the 
landlord to release any surplus from the sale (after deduction of unpaid rents, damages, storage fees, and sale 
costs) to the tenant, upon request. Adds new GS 42-36.1A providing that before obtaining execution of a 
judgment that has been entered for more than 30 days for possession of demised premises, a landlord must sign 
an affidavit stating that he or she has neither entered into a formal lease with the defendant nor accepted rental 
money from the defendant for any period of time after the entry of the judgment. Changes effective date to 
January 1, 1996 (prior was October 1, 1995).. 


H 984. UNC SELF-LIQUIDATING PROJECTS. Intro. 4/19/95. House action amends ‘st edition. 

Allows Governor, upon request of UNC Board of Governors, to authorize increase or decrease in cost (formerly, 
"scope") of project. Also allows Governor, on Board's request to authorize increase or decrease in "scope" of 
project if proposed change does not involve cost increase. 


H 995. VENTURE CAPITAL INVESTMENT INCENTIVE. Intro. 4/26/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Changes effective date section as follows: Premiums tax credit and amendment to GS 58-6-25(a) 
effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1996 and applicable to investments made on or after July

SENATE BILLS 


S 52. STATE-OWNED SUBMERGED LANDS STUDY. Intro. 2/7/95. House committee substitute replaces 6th edition. 
Generally limits coverage of bill to state-owned lands covered by navigable waters (previously covered state-owned 
submerged lands and lands covered by navigable waters). Exempts from all provisions (1) privately owned lakes and (2) 
hydroelectric reservoirs licensed by Federal Energy Regulatory Comm'n. 

In revisions to GS 146-12(g), limits coverage of easement concerning structure on state-owned lands covered by 
navigable waters to footprint of the structure. Provides that holder of easement obtains no additional rights to interfere with 
issuance of shellfish or water column leases or use of cultivation of such leases or shellfish franchises. Rights granted to 
holder to be not inconsistent with rights conferred by previous conveyances made by state for same property. Rights in 
easement include right to repair, rebuild, or restore existing structures consistent with GS Ch. 113A, Art. 7. 

Revises formula for easement purchase payment in GS 146-12(h) (previously, fair market value): $1,000 per acre of 
footprint coverage, with minimum $500 payment if any payment is owed after the riparian credit is applied. Credit is for 
number of linear feet of shoreline multiplied by 54. 


S 58. VOTER REGISTRATION CLEANUP. Intro. 1/26/95. House action amends ‘st edition. Adds revision of GS 163-82.10 
(official record of voter registration). Adds to registered voter lists that county board of elections must provide to any person 
upon request: lists by precinct name, precinct identification code, congressional district, senate or representative district, 
various other regulatory districts, and voter history including primary, general, and special districts of each registered voter. 
Such lists included among those that board must provide free of charge. If board maintains voter registration list on a 
computer, it must provide the requested information on a magnetic medium (9-track tape or 3.5 or 5.25-inch diskette 
accessible with DOS or Windows operating systems). Requester must pay actual cost of list; cost of magnetic medium not to 


include cost of equipment or imputed overhead, but may include paper, labels, and magnetic medium; also, board may 
impose service charge up to $25. 


S 237. USE VALUE TAX CHANGES. Intro. 2/21/95. Conference report modifies 5th edition to reconcile matters in 
controversy. In GS 105-277.2 (definitions of agricultural, horticultural, and forest land subject to taxation), revises definition 
of "individually owned” to include testamentary trust such that: (1) trust was created by natural person who transferred to the 
trust land that qualified for classification under GS 105-277.4 (taxation at present-use value); (2) creator had no relatives as 
defined in section as of date of creator's death; and (3) trust income is used exclusively for educational, scientific, religious, 
and other similar purposes defined in GS 105-278.3(d). 


S 572. SMALL BUSINESS SURETY BONDS. Intro. 4/3/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Deletes 
provisions creating NC Small Business Development Financing Authority to administer act and grants powers to Sec’y of 
Administration. Specifies that Fund to be used to help financially responsible small businesses that are unable to get 
adequate bonding obtain surety bonds and guarantees in connection with contracts. Sets maximum amount of individual 
bond at $1,000,000 (was, $500,000); requires that principal on bond certify that not more than 49% (was, 75%) of the face 
value of the contract will be subcontracted; and authorizes Sec’y to impose fee on principal who is issued surety bond or 
guaranty from the Fund. Deletes appropriation and changes effective date from July 1 to Aug. 1, 1995.

S 611. COURT COSTS INCREASE. Intro. 4/10/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Completely rewrites bill, 
which was originally blank bill relating to City of Fayetteville, to be a bill "TO INCREASE FEES IN THE GENERAL COURT OF 
JUSTICE AND TO ELIMINATE THE EXEMPTION FROM COURT COSTS FOR SEAT BELT VIOLATIONS." Amends GS 7A- 
305 through -307 to increase portion of court costs for support of the General Court of Justice by $4 as follows: Criminal 
actions-- from $41 to $45 for district court cases and $48 to $52 in superior court cases. Civil actions--from $28 to $32 for 
magistrate's cases; from $40 to $44 for district court cases; and from $55 to $59 for superior court actions. Special 
Proceedings--from $26 to $30. Administration of estates--general administration from $26 to $30; probate of will without 
qualification from $17 to $21. Amends GS 20-135.2A(e) to delete provision that person charged with violating seat belt law 
may not be assessed court costs. (Apparently person may not be assessed a penalty in addition to court costs.) Effective 
August 1, 1995. 


S 703. STREAMLINE STATE ECON. DEVELOPMENT. Intro. 4/12/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition blank 
bill. Revises title to: "TO STREAMLINE, CONSOLIDATE, AND MAKE MORE EFFICIENT THE ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 
ACTIVITIES AND FUNCTIONS OF STATE GOVERNMENT." Amends GS 143B-434.01(b) to require Economic Development 
Board to review and update its economic development plan by Oct. 1 (now, April 1) annually. Amends subsec. (e) to add 
workforce preparedness to information Board must compile. Repeals subsec. (j), which requires Board to establish 
implementation plan. Revises (k) to require Board to report annually on the state's economic development, including 
separate administration and program costs and funds expended by amount, purpose, and state agency. Revises subsec. (I) 
to require all data, plans, and reports to be submitted to Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operations by Act. 1 
annually. 

Amends GS 143B-437C to require Board to prepare interim report by March 1, 1996, and final report by March 1, 1997, 
with annual updates thereafter. Reports must deal with state expenditures and how these further goals of plan. Requires 
Board to establish implementation plan assigning specific responsibilities for meeting measurable objectives. 


S 927. SMALL RURAL DEMOLITION LANDFILLS. Intro. 5/1/95. House committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. Adds 
provision allowing DEHNR, upon request of county that operates sanitary landfill, to grant variance in geographic area served 
by landfill to allow disposal of municipal solid waste generated in a county adjacent to the county in which the landfill is 
located. Authorizes variance only if it will result in closure of the landfill by Dec. 31, 1996 and makes it clear that it does not 
authorize disposal of municipal solid waste in excess of permitted capacity of landfill. Sunsets provisions regarding landfills 
for disposal of demolition debris on June 30, 2001 and provision for variance from DEHNR on Dec. 31, 1996.

Rewrites act 
declaring primary focus to be the protection of North Carolina taxpayers. Adds new provisions and amends prior provisions 
dealing with both state and local government taxes/bonds. Declares that the General Assembly pledges and guarantees 
certain specified rights to the people as it exercises the power bestowed to it by the people to obtain a regular and adequate 
supply of revenue. These rights include a balanced State budget per Art. III, Sec. 5 of the State Constitution, a constitutional 
limit on the State income tax rate per Art. IV, Sec. 2 of the Constitution, the power to vote whether the State or a unit of local 
government can issue bonds payable by tax revenue and have repayment of the bonds be the first funding priority of the 
State or local unit per Art. V, Secs. 3,4,6 of the Constitution, to be told the truth in taxation and know the costs of proposed 
legislation and administrative rules, to have State buildings and facilities protected through adequate funding and to be 
informed on how revenue is used. F 

State Government. Revises the prior act's procedure for determining the General Fund's expenditure limit for a fiscal 
year by adding provision that requires taking into account increases for amounts required to comply with an existing or new 
federal or court imposed mandate, amounts required for incarceration of persons in the State prison system, the amount 
required to fund increases in average daily membership in the State’s public schools, the amount required fund enrollment 
increases at community colleges or at UNC, and the amount required to pay for community college courses that provide 
literacy instruction, job training or retraining as identified by the General Assembly. Authorizes the General Assembly to 
make any other General Fund appropriations in excess of the expenditure limit for a particular fiscal year only by the 
affirmative vote of 2/3 of the members of each house. Establishes the Tax Relief and Critical Needs Fund in the State 
Treasury and directs that General Fund tax and nontax revenue collected in a fiscal year in excess of the General Fund's 
expenditure limit for that fiscal year be credited to the Tax Relief and Critical Needs Fund. Replaces prior act's "Emergency 
Reserve Trust Fund" with the "Rainy Day Fund" and directs the State Controller to reserve to this Fund at the end of each 
fiscal year the lesser of 1/4 of the remaining credit balance in the General Fund or the amount needed to increase the amount 
of revenue in the Rainy Day Fund to an amount equaling 8% of the total General Fund appropriation for the prior fiscal year. 
Directs the Director of the Budget to transfer funds from the Rainy Day Fund to the State treasury if the Director determines at 
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the beginning of a fiscal year that the treasury will not have sufficient surplus receipts during the fiscal year to meet budgeted 
expenditures. Authorizes the Assembly to appropriate revenue in the Rainy Day Fund only by the affirmative vote of 2/3 of 
the members of each house. Adds new provision specifying that every bill introduced in the General Assembly that proposes 
the issuance of State general obligation bonds must have a fiscal note (prepared by Fiscal Research Division and estimating 
the debt service of the proposed bonds over the life of the bonds) attached to it at the time of its consideration. Adds new 
provision directing the Sec'y of Revenue to inform the public about State income taxes by including in the instructions for filing 
an individual income tax return a brief and easily understandable explanation of the source and use of revenue in the General 
Fund. Adds new provision directing the Division of Motor Vehicles to include in each notice of registration renewal a brief and 
easily understandable explanation of the source and use of revenue in the Highway Fund and the Highway Trust Fund. 

Local Governments. Directs a unit of local government proposing to issue bonds to first publish a notice that states the 
projected average annual debt service on the maximum amount of bonds to be issued, an identification of the revenue that 
will be used to pay the debt service on the bonds, and the amount of any property tax increase required to pay the debt 
service. Specifies that before a local unit enters into a contract that includes the issuance of certificates of participation it 
must publish notice of its intent to so contract and hold a public hearing on the proposed contract. Adds new provision 
requiring a county that has completed a reappraisal of real property or a horizontal adjustment of real property to publish in a 
newspaper having general circulation in the county a notice of the "revenue-neutral property tax rate" (defined as the rate that 
will generate the same amount of revenue that was generated by the property tax in the year before the reappraisal or 
readjustment became effective) for the reappraisal or readjustment. Adds new provision directing local unit property 
assessors to inform the public about property taxes by including in the annual notice of property taxes a brief explanation of 
the use of property tax revenue and the percentage of total unit revenue that comes from property taxes. 


H 65. US FLAG/PLEDGE IN CLASSROOM. Intro. 1/30/95. Conference report modifies 3rd edition to reconcile matters in 
controversy. Deletes the entire Senate committee substitute adopted 6/7/95. Substitutes with new act (that also includes a 
title change) "encouraging" local boards of education (previous act "directed" the boards ) to adopt policies to provide for the 
display of the US and State Flags in each classroom, provide the opportunity for students to recite the Pledge or Oath of 
Allegiance on a regular basis, and provide age-appropriate instruction on the meaning and historical origins of the flag and 
the Pledge of Allegiance. Specifies that these policies may not compel any person to stand, salute the flag, or recite the 
Pledge of Allegiance and that if flags are donated or otherwise available they shall be displayed in each classroom. Directs 
the act to be fully implemented no later than January 1, 1996. 


H 230. 1995 EXPANSION/CAPITAL BUDGET. Intro. 2/21/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. Replaces 
House version of the 1995 Expansion and Capital Budget with the Senate version. 

This digest covers special provisions appearing in the bill and expansion items and capital projects identified in the 
accompanying Senate Appropriations Committee Report. Portions of the House version that have been modified or deleted 
are indicated by strikethrough. Portions appearing in the Senate version but not in the House version are underlined. Portions 
appearing in normal text are the same in both Senate and House versions and therefore are not in controversy. 

The digest incorporates Senate amendments #1, 2, and 3. 

PART 2. EXPANSION-RECURRING/GENERAL FUND. Appropriates $465,243,944$170,857.391 for 1995-96 and 
$233,866,907 $260,498.726 for 1996-97 for recurring expansion items in the General Fund. 

PART 3. EXPANSION-NONRECURRING/GENERAL FUND. Appropriates $97,265,692 $107,.649.647 for 1995-96 and 
$4,472,374 $2,350,532 for nonrecurring current operations items in the General Fund. 

PART 6. GENERAL PROVISIONS. 

Budgeting of pilot programs. Requires that any program designated by General Assembly as experimental, model, or 
pilot shall be shown as separate budget item and considered as an expansion item until reapproved by a succeeding General 
Assembly. Any program funded by special appropriations bill is deemed experimental, model, or pilot. Requires Governor to 
submit with proposed budget a report identifying items subject to this provision. 

Authonzation of pnvate license tags on state-owned motor vehicles. Standard provision. Also amends GS 20-39(h) to 
reduce from 100 to 50 the number of private tags that may be issued to undercover law enforcement personnel. 

Delete duplicative report on overexpenditure of funds. Amends GS 143-23(a1) to delete require that Director of the 
Budget report line item transfers pursuant to -23(a1)(1) and (2) in excess of 10%. 

verrealized General Fund revenues. If General Fund revenue over collections in 1994-95 is more than $192 million 
authoriz se of excess funds to comply with court orders and to match federal funds for (1 mpliance with Willie M. and 
Thomas S. court orders, (2) match federal funds for implementation of NC Client Access Network program in DHR, (3) match 
federal funds for implementation of Electronic Benefits Program in DHR, and (4) match federal funds for Global TransPark 
Trainin nter. If additional funds are not needed for these purposes, authorizes Director of the Bud use remainin 
funds for bonus of up to $300 for each permanent State officer and employee. 
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PART 7. SALARIES AND BENEFITS 

State employee 2% pay increase. Grants a 2% pay increase to all state officers, teachers, school administrators, 
noncertified school employees, and school central office personnel, and state employees generally, except grants a 1% 
increase to the Governor and provides no pay increase for Council of State members; non-elected department heads; 
executive branch officials whose salaries are set by General Assembly; and judicial branch officials whose salaries are set by 
General Assembly. Does not increase pay of members of General Assembly and amends GS 120-3(b) to specify that no 
increase in pay will be granted upon convening of 1997 General Assembly. Pay increases for individual EPA employees of 
the UNC System are merit-based. 

Redefine service for purposes of longevity pay for public defenders and ass't district attorneys. Amends GS 7A- 
465(b) to provide that for purposes of longevi ay for public defenders and ass't district attorneys, service includes 
service as public defender, ass't dist. att'y, justice or judge, or clerk of superior court. 

Law enforcement salaries equalized. Directs Office of State Personnel to adjust salaries of law enforcement positions in 
Marine Fisheries and Wildlife Resources to that average salaries of these employees are same as Highway Patrol officers in 
same Salary grade. 

Sales tax transfer for Wildlife Resources Comm'n salary increases. Amends GS 105-164.44B provide that legislative 
salary increases for employees of the Wildlife Resources Comm'n shall be funded from sales tax collections transferred 
pursuant to that section. 

State employee RIF nghts/options. |Incorporates provisions of H 953, 2d edition (House committee substitute of 6/8/95). 

Assist volunteer safety workers. Incorporates provisions of S 646, 2nd edition, adopted 5/31/95. 

1995 Retirement Benefits Act. Incorporates provisions of H 376, 2d edition (House committee substitute of 5/4/95). 

Salary-related contributions/conform UNC optional plan. Fixes the State's employer contribution rate for the University 
Employees’ Optional Retirement Program at 9.18% (was, 9.1%). 

Additional retirement benefits. Increases retirement allowance to persons in retirement rolls as of June 1, 1995, by 1.2%. 
Amends GS 143- 166. 60 t incr ase maximum rou life insurance coverage for law enf rcement fficers to $6,000. 





____Study of federal retirees’ claims against the state.. Establishes Legislative Study Committee on Federal Retirees' Claims 
against the State composed of six members of House appointed b eaker and six members of Senate appointed b 
President Pro Tem. Requires report to 1997 General Assembly within one week of convening. 

____Restore the provision for purchase of out-of-state service in the Local Govemmental Employees’ Retirement System 
and the Teachers’ and State Employees' Retirement System. Incorporated provisions of S 733 amended 6/8/95. 

State Employee Health Benefit Plan/increased lifetime benefit. Amends GS 135-40.5 to provide coverage under State 
Employee Health Benefit Plan for routine diagnostic examinations, and 100% coverage of immunizations. Amends GS 135- 
40.9 to increases maximum lifetime benefit to $2 million (now, $1 million). 

State Employee Health Benefit Plan/oral surgery benefits. Amends GS 135-40.68(8)f. to add oral surgery, including 
tooth extraction necessitated by medical treatment, to dental services coverage.

Water Conservation and Infrastructure District. Member counties include Bertie, Granville, Halifax, Martin, Northampton 
Person, Vance, and Warren. One member of the 8-member governing board shall be appointed by each county for a three- 
year term. Provides that all money received by NC for sale of water under Roanoke River Basin Compact, if enacted, will be 
paid to the District. Net revenues of the District, after expenses, shall be paid to member counties, one-half pro-rate on basis 
of population and one-half pro-rata based on land area. 

PART 27. CAPITAL AND SPECIAL PROJECTS 

North Carolina Information Highway funds. Directs that all funds appropriated to the Office of State Controller for the 
operation of the Information Highway (defined to mean the new, high-capacity optical fiber network that uses SONET 
transmission technology and ATM switching) are to be used for costs incurred by the Office in operations and support of the 
Information Highway, and none is to be used to pay Minimum Monthly Usage charges until such time as the Controller 
certifies that the network is capable of performing al the services for which the state has contracted. Specifies reports from 
the Controller to the General Assembly. 

Data processing reserve. Directs that funds appropriated in the Data Processing Reserve are to be distributed to user 
agencies for the purpose of making payments to the State Information Processing System for line-item code 3800 charges 
and not for personnel or equipment purchases. Directs the Office of State Controller and Office of State Budget and 
Managements to ses ine Peale pap ipaiis Center demand estimates and report to the 1996 session of the General Assembly. 
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Local historical organization grants. Directs the Department of Cultural Resources to use $2-miltion-$3 million of the 
amount appropriated to it as grants-in-aid to nonprofit historical organizations, nonprofit museums, or local government 
agencies for protection, preservation, and interpretation of historic assets with local or regional significance. Grants may not 
exceed $100,000 each. Secretary of the department is to develop guidelines for the grants. 

Local cultural and artistic organizations grants. Directs the Department of Cultural Resources to use $2-milien $3 
million. of the amount appropriated to it as grants-in-aid to nonprofit local cultural or artistic organizations or government 
agencies. Grants may not exceed $100,000 each. Secretary of the department is to develop guidelines for the grants. 


Matching funds for federal prison construction funds. 
Reversion of certain insurance settlement proceeds. 





Consolidation of pnson facilities/prison construction. Directs the Department of Correction to close Avery Correctional 
Center, Watauga Correctional Center, and Yancey Correctional Center and replace them with a facility to be constructed in 
Avery and Mitchell Counties. Provides for exempting the construction of the new facility from specified statutory requirements 
if the Secretary of Administration finds that delivery of the facilities must be expedited for good cause. Specifies notifications 
Secretary must give before granting the exemptions. Specifies required minority participation goals and penalties for failure 
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Water resources development projects funds. Directs the Department of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources 
to use funds appropriated to it for the following projects in the following amounts: Wilmington harbor deepening study 
($374,000); Jordan Lake water supply repayment ($130,000); Wilmington harbor navigation maintenance dredging 
($500,000); aquatic plant control (including Lake Gaston) ($150,000); Rollinson Channel maintenance (Dare County) 
($160,000); Wilmington harbor channel widening ($72,000); state-local projects ($199,000); repayment to New Hanover 
County spoil disposal area ($130,000); Dare County beaches feasibility study ($100,000); planning assistance to 
communities ($50,000); Limestone Creek watershed project (Duplin county) ($40,000); and Deep Creek watershed project 
(Yadkin County) ($160,000). 

State parks capital. Provides that no more than 3% of funds appropriated for capital improvements at state parks may 
be used for operating expenses. 

Repairs and Renovations Fund for repair of unsafe buildings. Authorizes use of Fund as title indicates. 





PART 28. GENERAL CAPITAL AND MISCELLANEOUS BUDGET PROVISIONS 

Procedures for disbursement. Specifies requirements for approval of allotments by Governor for expenditures for capital 
improvements approved by this act. 

Reserve for advance planning. Directs the Office of State Budget and Management to report to the Joint Legislative 
Commission on Governmental Operations and to the Fiscal Research Division on how it intends to spend funds from the 
Reserve for Advance Planning at least 45 days before it spends the funds. 

Encumbered appropnations and project reserve fund. Specifies encumberment of construction funds for capital projects 
(other than University of North Carolina projects) at time the project is placed under contract and creation of project reserve 
fund for remaining unencumbered appropriations. 

Project cost increase. Specifies manner for Governor to increase the cost of a capital improvement project. 

New project authonzation. Specifies manner for Governor to authorize construction of a capital improvement project not 
specifically authorized by the General Assembly, if construction is to be accomplished without state appropriation. 

Advance planning of capital improvement projects. Authorizes use of funds from the Advance Planning Fund for 
planning capital improvement projects, upon approval by the Governor, except that the fund may not be used for projects of 
the university or the State Board of Community Colleges. 

Appropnations limits/reversion or lapse. Provides that for capital improvements projects approved by the 1993 General 
Assembly, construction must be commenced or self-liquidating indebtedness must be incurred within 12 months after the 
funds were first available or the funds revert to the original source and the self-liquidating appropriation lapses. Deadline may 
be extended by the Governor for up to 12 additional months. 

Executive Budget Act applies. Provides that the provisions of Article 1 of Chapter 143 of the General Statutes are 
reenacted and remain in full force and effect. 

Committee report. Specifies how the General Assembly amended the itemized budget requests submitted by the 
Governor and the Advisory Budget Commission. Specifies that the budget is a line item budget prepared in accordance with 
the Budget Code Structure and the State Accounting System Uniform Chart of Accounts. Provides that the House 
Appropriations Committee Report on Expansion Budget/Capital Budget, dated June 29, 1995, which was distributed in the 
House and Senate and used to explain this act is to indicate action by the General Assembly and to construe the act. 

Most text applies only to 1995-97. Standard provision. 

1995-97 appropnations limitations and directions apply. Provides that the provisions of Ch. 284 of SL 1995 remain in 
effect. 

Effective date. Except as otherwise noted, the act is effective July 1, 1995.

Reverts to 
bill as it was originally introduced with two changes: Provides that minor may appeal from district court oder for de novo 
hearing in superior court, with hearing to be held as soon as possible and within seven days. Amends GS 7A-675 to provide 
that court's record in consent for abortion proceeding be maintained separately from juvenile record and be withheld from 
public inspection. 


H 718. PARKS AUTHORITY/TRUST FUNDS. Intro. 3/30/95. Conference report modifies 2nd edition to reconcile matters in 
controversy. Deletes GS 143B-313.1 provision allowing Auth'y to issue revenue bonds 


H 900. NO SCHOOL EMPLOYEE POLITICAL ACTION. Intro. 4/12/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Changes title and completely rewrites act to define the appropriate political activity of public school employees. States 
generally that public school employees retain all the rights and obligations they possess as citizens under the Constitutions 
and laws of North Carolina and the United States. Prohibits public school employees from taking any active part in managing 
a campaign for political office or otherwise engaging in political activity (including using State funds, supplies, or vehicles to 
secure support for or oppose any candidate, party or issue in an election) while on duty or within any period of time during 
which the employee is expected to and is actually performing assigned job duties for which he or she receives compensation 
from the State. Specifies that when public school employees are not on active duty they may not have their rights to engage 
in political activity as individual citizens (including the right to seek or run for public office) interfered with by a local board of 
education, superintendent, principal or other school employee. Requires persons found guilty of the willful violation of this law 
to reimburse the local school administrative unit at the rate of $.29 per mile for the use of any vehicles, $.25 per page for any 


copies made, and for the actual cost of any supplies. Also assesses a civil penalty of up to $500 which is to be credited to 
General Fund. 


H 995. VENTURE CAPITAL INVESTMENT INCENTIVE. Intro. 4/26/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Adds provision 


specifying that a certified North Carolina capital company shall not charge interest on a senior, secured loan at an annual rate 
that exceeds the prime rate plus three percent.

S 58. VOTER REGISTRATION CLEANUP. Intro. 1/26/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition, as 
amended. Makes technical changes. 


S 572. SMALL BUSINESS SURETY BONDS. Intro. 4/3/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Deletes 
requirement that the Secretary of Administration must determine whether a principal is financially able to make the 


payments prior to requiring that the principal deposit into the Fund a percentage of each contract payment 
received. 


S 908. WATER AND SEWER AUTH. POWERS. Intro. 5/1/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. 
Limits new authorization to water and sewer authorities to require connections to those authorities whose 
membership includes part or all of a county with population of at least 40,000. Adds amendment to GS 162A- 
67(a) (metropolitan sewerage districts) to provide that in districts in counties of less than 25,000, the board of 
county commissioners is to appoint 5 members of district board (for larger counties, the commissioners continue to 
appoint 3 members). Adds modification to local act regulating Stanly Airport Authority, giving Authority quick-take 


condemnation power for all purposes for which it may condemn. Modifies title of bill to reflect additional 
provisions. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 403. DAY CARE PROVIDER RECORDS. Intro. 3/9/95. House committee substitute substantially rewrites 1st 
edition by making following changes. Defines criminal history as convictions and pending indictments for any 
crime, whether felony or misdemeanor. Provides that DHR shall ensure that child day care providers who have 
lived in North Carolina continuously for past five years are checked for county and state criminal histories; and that 
all other child day care providers are checked for county, state, and national criminal histories. Requires Dept. of 
Justice to provide to Division of Child Development of DHR, on request, the criminal history from the state and 
national repositories of criminal histories of any child day care provider. Requires child day care provider to pay 
costs of local and national criminal history record check and requires DHR to pay costs of state criminal history 
check. Allows DHR to prohibit child day care provider from providing child day care if DHR determines that 
provider is unfit to have responsibility for safety and well-being of children based on criminal history. Prohibits DHR 
from disclosing criminal history of child day care provider to the child day care provider or the child day care 
provider's employer in accordance with law regulating dissemination of criminal history files furnished by FBI. 
Provides immunity for negligence (but not gross negligence, wanton conduct, or intentional wrongdoing) by 
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employer of child day care provider, child day care, or state or local agency in carrying out provisions of bill; 

deems immunity for negligence to be waived to extent of indemnification by insurance, to extent of indemnification 

under GS Ch. 143, art. 31A, and to extent sovereign immunity is waived under Tort Claims Act. Requires that child » 
day care provider be given written notice concerning criminal history check to be conducted. Makes it a Class 2 
misdemeanor for child day provider to falsify intentionally any information required to be furnished for criminal 

history check. Deletes all appropriations from bill. Makes other technical and clarifying changes. 


H 481. PARENTAL CONSENT FOR ADOPTION. Intro. 3/16/95. Senate action amends 4th edition. Modifies 
proposed GS 7A-675(j), restricting access to the record in a judicial proceeding involving consent for an abortion 
of an unemancipated minor, to allow access as of right to the minor's attorney or guardian ad litem. 


H 1067. MOBILE HOME LIENHOLDER TAX STUDY. Intro. 5/15/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Converts original bill into study, authorizing the Legislative Research Comm'n to study the requirement 
that a lienholder pay all property taxes due on a mobile home before being allowed to obtain a permit to move the 
mobile home being repossessed.

Sets time for convening of 1996 Regular Session at 12 noon on Tuesday, May 21, 1996, and limits the 
subject matter that may be considered in that session to: (1) bills "directly and primarily" affecting the State budget 
for 1996-97; (2) measures introduced in 1995 that have passed third reading in the house of introduction and have 
not been finally disposed of in the other chamber: (3) measures implementing recommendations of study 
commissions authorized to report to the 1996 session or the Joint Legislative Ethics Committee or its Advisory 
Subcommittee; (4) noncontroversial local bills endorsed by each member of the Senate and House whose district 
includes the area to which the bills apply; (5) appointments and confirmations; (6) any measure authorized by an 
enabling joint resolution adopted by two-thirds vote in each chamber; (7) pension or retirement bills; (8) bills 
related to executive reoganization plans; and (9) a sine die adjournment resolution setting an earlier date.. 

Establishes the following introduction deadlines for the 1996 session: study commission bills--4:00 p.m. May 
30; pension bills--4:00 p.m. June 4: local bills--4:00 p.m. June 5; bills affecting the budget--4:00 p.m. June 6. In 
each instance, bills must have been submitted to Bill Drafting at least one week prior to the deadline.

S 58. VOTER REGISTRATION CLEANUP. Intro. 1/26/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Adds provision that 
when voter is not personally known to precinct official, voter must show one of following types of identification in 
order to vote: (1) voter registration card; (2) driver's license; (3) special identification card issued by DMV; (4) 
passport; (5) identification card issued by U.S. Dep't of Defense; (6) social security card and one other type of 
identification showing the name and picture of the voter; or (7) other identification acceptable to the precinct 
official. Effective for primaries and elections held on or after Jan. 1, 1996.

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S 528. MEDIATED SETTLEMENT CONFERENCES. Intro. 3/30/95. House committee substitute replaces 4th 
edition. Allows compensation of members of Dispute Resolution Comm'n in accordance with GS 138-5 (per diem 
and subsistence and travel allowances). 


S 631. ENHANCE HIGHWAY WILDFLOWER FUNDS. Intro. 4/11/95. House committee substitute replaces 3rd 
edition. Removes provision that subjected the Highway Wildflower Account to the oversight of the State Auditor. 
Provides for transfer of revenue in the Special Registration Plate Account that is allocated for highway 
beautification to the Highway Wildflower Account. Makes all sections effective upon the date of ratification, except 
the amendments to GS 105-269.7 regarding the contribution of income tax refund to Highway Wildflower Account. 


S 1049. CLARIFY INVESTMENT TAX CREDIT. Intro. 5/4/95. House committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. 
Deletes all provisions of the bill except the amendment to GS 105-163.011(b1) and authorizes the Legislative 
Research Comm'n to study the qualified business investment tax credit. Modifies effective date for remaining 
provision to provide that it does not apply to investments made before August 1, 1995 or to investments made 
pursuant to committments to invest entered into before August 1 (was July 1 in both cases). 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 3. TAXPAYER PROTECTION ACT. Intro. 1/26/95. Senate action amends 3rd edition. Provides that if 
expenditure limit is increased in any year because of compliance with a federal mandate, need to incarcerate 
prisoners, or need to pay for community college courses for literacy or job training or retraining, the limit is to be 
decreased in the subsequent year by the amount of such increase. Transfers duty to inform public about use of 
property tax revenue from assessor to tax unit, requires any county that collects taxes for another local 
government to includes that government's information in county's tax notices, and excludes special districts from 
their requirement. Amends proposed GS 143-2.4 to require that General Assembly approve, by two-thirds vote of 
each house, any use by Governor of revenue in Rainy Day Fund. (Before amendment, bill permitted Governor on 
own discretion to transfer funds in Rainy Day Fund in order to meet a deficit.) Specifies twelve kinds of projects 
that funds in the Repairs and Renovations Reserve Account may be used to support; prohibits uses of funds in the 
Account for new construction or expansion of a building footprint unless required to comply with federal or state 
codes or standards; and requires any use of funds in the Account to be approved by act of the General Assembly. 
Amends proposed GS 120-36.7(e) to extend requirement of fiscal note to any bill proposing issuance of bonds or 
notes by state (was, bills proposing issuance of state general obligation bonds). 


H 389. STATE PUBLIC SCHOOL BONDS. Intro. 3/8/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Replaces blank bill with bill titled TO AUTHORIZE THE ISSUANCE OF 1,800,000,000 DOLLARS GENERAL 
OBLIGATION BONDS OF THE STATE, SUBJECT TO A VOTE OF THE QUALIFIED VOTERS OF THE STATE, 
TO PROVIDE FUNDS FOR LOANS TO COUNTIES FOR PUBLIC SCHOOL BUILDINGS. As title indicates, 
providing that referendum to be on date selected by Governor, but not later than election day in November 1996. 
Sets out mechanism for issuance of bonds by state. If voters approve the bonds, directs State Board of Education 
to establish criteria by which available funds will be allocated among counties; sets out procedure under which 
both State Board and Local Government Commission must approve loans made to counties from bond proceeds. 
Permits counties to enter into loan agreements with state, as instrument for borrowing state bond proceeds, and 
permits counties to expend funds borrowed pursuant to such loan agreements for public school buildings; prohibits 
use of such funds for facilities for central administration and maintenance. 

Permits counties to secure loan agreements with the state either by full faith and credit pledge, which would 
require voter approval, or by pledge of any available revenues that are not raised from county's taxing power, 
which would not require voter approval. Permits county's voters to petition for referendum on whether county 
should enter into loan agreement with second form of security, requiring signature by 10 percent of county's 
registered voters. Permits counties to authorize State Treasurer to intercept any moneys otherwise to be 
distributed from state to county, upon failure of county to make scheduled payment on loan agreement.

S 53. SEX OFFENDER REGISTRATION. Intro. 1/26/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. States that act to be 
known as the "Amy Jackson Law." 


S 136. EXTEND EXPIRING PROVISIONS TO 7/28. Intro. 2/6/95. Senate action amends ‘st edition. Rewrites 
blank billas AN ACT TO AGAIN EXTEND EXPIRING PROVISIONS. Extends from July 21, 1995 to July 28, 1995, 
expiration dates that already were extended by SL 1995, Ch. 437 (H 305). 


S 182. REFUND FILING FEE/CANDIDATE DEATH. Intro. 2/14/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Makes 
technical change. 


S 345. INSURANCE OMNIBUS CHANGES. Intro. 3/9/95. House committee substitute replaces 8th edition. 
Amends proposed Medical Care Data Act as follows: (1) requires that statewide data processors be certified by 
Division of Facility Services and provides for denial, suspension, and revocation of such certification; (2) directs 
that state is not to allow proprietary information it receives from statewide data processor to be used by any 
person for commercial purposes; (3) requires that statewide data processor make annual report to Division of 
Facility Services that compares 35 most frequently reported charges of hospitals and freestanding ambulatory 
surgical facilities; (4) deletes provision that stated that hospital in compliance with act if it submits patient data to 
health information network of NC Hospital Enterprises, Inc.; and (5) deletes tax credit for submitting patient 
records. Makes other technical changes. 


S 407. NO TRANSPARK TAX, SOME TRAILERS. Intro. 3/20/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Changes 
effective date from ratification to October 1, 1995. 


S 459. CLARIFY BAIL BOND FORFEITURES. Intro. 3/22/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. 
Revises GS 15A-531 (as amended by previously ratified bill) to provide that bail bond for which the surety is a 
surety bondsman, as defined in GS 58-71-1, shall be considered the same as a cash deposit, but that bail bond 
signed by a professional bondsman who is not a surety bondsman shall not be considered the same as a cash 
deposit. Provides further that cash bonds set in child support contempt proceedings shall not be satisfied in any 
manner other than by cash deposit. Also provides that when the principal on a bond fails to appear in court 
because the principal is incarcerated in North Carolina (was, anywhere), the surety on the bond is entitled to have 
the order of forfeiture set aside upon timely application. Makes other changes to conform to bail bond bills ratified 
this session (Ch. 290, 448). 
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S 927. SMALL DEMOLITION LANDFILLS. Intro. 5/1/95. House committee substitute replaces 4th edition. Adds 
provisions for recording landfill permits. 


S 966. INCREASE COSMETOLOGY FEES. Intro. 5/2/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. 
Changes annual license fee for registered cosmetologists licensed under GS 88-19 from $15 per year to one-third 
the amount charged to registered cosmetologists for three years. Requests State Auditor to conduct performance 
audit of State Board of Cosmetic Art Examiners and to report findings to the Joint Legislative Comm'n on 
Governmental Operations and the Fiscal Research Division of the General Assembly. 


S 974. AGRICULTURAL WASTE APPLICATOR. Intro. 5/3/95. House committee substitute replaces 5th edition. 
Revises definition of agricultural by-products to cover liquid residuals, resulting from the raising of swine, that are 
collected, treated, stored, or applied to the land through an agricultural by-products management system. Makes 
bill applicable to agricultural by-products management systems-designed to manage and actually serving more 
than 250 swine. Authorizes DEHNR to assess civil penalty up to $1,000 against a person who violates bill and 
may revoke or suspend certificate to operate an agricultural by-products management system.

H 55. AQUACULTURE SALES TAX EXEMPTION. Intro. 1/30/95. Senate action amends 3rd edition. Changes 
effective date to August 1, 1995. 


H 306. EXTEND EXPIRING PROVISIONS TO 7/28. Intro. 2/23/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Rewrites title of bill to read TO AGAIN EXTEND EXPIRING PROVISIONS. Extends from July 21, 1995 to 
July 28, 1995, expiration dates that already were extended by Ch. 437 of the 1995 Session Laws (H 305). 


H 389. STATE PUBLIC SCHOOL BONDS. Intro. 3/7/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. 
Complete replaces original bill with a new bill similar to H 771, introduced 4/6/95. Subject to a favorable vote of the 
people on November 7, 1995, authorizes issuance of $500,000,000 in State general obligation bonds to provide 
grants to the State's 119 school administrative units for construction, improvement, or renovation of public school 
buildings and other facilities used for instructional purposes (but not including facilities for central administration or 
maintenance), or to retire pre-existing debt issued for school construction purposes. Allocates specific amounts to 
each school administrative unit. One-half of bond proceeds ($250 million) is allocated on the basis of the unit's 
ability to pay. The remaining $250 million is allocated on the basis of average daily membership. A table showing 
the amounts allocated to each administrative unit will be found in the digest of H 7771. 


H 443. REAL ESTATE APPRAISERS/TRAINEE. Intro. 3/9/95. Senate action amends 3rd edition. Deletes 
proposed exemption from appraiser licensing statute for licensed real estate brokers or salespersons who prepare 
comparative marketing analyses; expands proposed exemption for persons appraising standing timber to make it 
apply to anyone doing such work and not just registered foresters. Repeals GS 93E-1-2, which prohibits claiming 
to be certified appraiser, without state certification. 


H 545. CARTWAY AMENDMENT. Intro. 3/27/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Allows 
landowners who meet requirements of bill to institute proceeding to obtain cartway through land containing one 
single-family homestead per seven acres. Provides that cartways shall not be more than 18 feet in width for travel 
surface and not more than 30 feet in width for cuts, fills, ditches, cableways, chutes, and flumes (was, not less 
than 18 feet and more than 40 feet for total width of cartway). Requires jury that considers establishment of 
cartway to consider the location of previously used easements in determining path of cartway. Also adds following 
provisions concerning railroads: that private railroad crossing may be used for cartway if person seeking cartway 
agrees to pay proportionate cost of maintaining crossing and agrees to hold railroad harmless for all liability 
associated with crossing; that cartway may not be established on land that has been condemned by railroad or 
obtained for railroad's use as a right-of-way, depot, or station house, except by agreement with railroad: and that if 
the person seeking a cartway requests a new railroad crossing, the railroad shall negotiate in good faith over the 
location of the new crossing. 
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H 550. RAMSEUR/NORTH TOPSAIL. Intro. 3/27/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Deletes 
original provisions and (1) deletes described tract of land from corporate limits of Ramsuer and (2) prohibits North 
Topsail from annexing or exercising extraterritorial landuse jurisdiction across Intracoastal Waterway from existing 
town. Rewrites title to reflect new content of bill. 


H 555. NORTH CAROLINA BOXING COMMISSION. Intro. 3/27/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 4th 
edition. Requires promoters of boxing matches to obtain permit from Commission for each match and sets out 
maximum fees for such permits, based on size of arena. Authorizes Commission to seek injunctions to enforce 
act, in addition to other remedies. 


H 706. VARIOUS OCCUPANCY TAX CHANGES. Intro. 3/30/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Rewrites title to read AUTHORIZING VARIOUS LOCAL GOVERNMENTS-TO LEVY OR INCREASE-A ROOM ~ 
OCCUPANCY TAX SUBJECT TO APPROVAL BY THE VOTERS AND MODIFYING THE METHOD OF 
APPOINTMENT OF MEMBERS TO THE HAYWOOD COUNTY TOURISM DEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY. 

Craven county. Permits county commissioners to call "advisory referendum" on increasing county occupancy 
tax from 3% to 6%. Provides that if vote favorable, commissioners may proceed to increase tax. Retains other 
provisions of original bill concerning Craven occupancy tax. 

Columbus county, Mount Airy, and Lincoln county. Permits governing boards of Columbus County and 
Mount Airy to call advisory referendum on imposing 3% occupancy tax, and of Lincoln county to call advisory 
referendum on increasing county occupancy tax from 3% to 6%. Provides in each case that if vote favorable, 
governing board can proceed to levy or increase tax. Requires net proceeds of Columbus county tax to be 
remitted to Columbus County Tourism Board and used to promote travel and tourism; provides for establishment 
of Tourism Board. Requires net proceeds of Mount Airy tax to be remitted to Mount Airy Tourism Development 
Authority and used to promote travel and tourism; directs establishment of Authority and sets out structure of 
board. 

Haywood county. Restructures Haywood Tourism Development Authority so that all members are appointed 
by county commissioners, three each from following categories: three people who own or operate hotels or motels 
with more than 20 rental units; three people who own or operate smaller hotels or motels; and three members with 
tourist-oriented businesses. 


H 836. EXPEDITE ENVIRONMENTAL PERMITTING. Intro. 4/11/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 4th 
edition. Bill had provided that upon receipt of complete application certified by professional engineer, Department 
was to "immediately" publish notices and schedule any required public hearings, and then was to issue permit 
decision within 60 days of hearing. Committee substitute directs that publication of notices and scheduling of 
hearing to be done within 30 days after receipt of application, and that permit decision to be issued within 30 days 
after hearing. Modifies title to conform to changes. 


H 873. LIMIT PESTICIDE APPLICATIONS. Intro. 4/12/95. Conference report modifies 3rd edition to reconcile 
matters in controversy. Makes bill applicable to substances with the "active ingredients contained in" pesticides. 


H 1069. 1995 ADJOURNMENT RESOLUTION. Intro. 7/19/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Sets time of adjournment of 1995 session at 5:00 p.m. on Thursday, July 27 (was, July 25).

SENATE BILLS 


S 320. UNIFORM CUSTODIAL TRUST ACT. Intro. 3/8/95. Conference report modifies 4th edition to reconcile 
matters in controversy. Provides that Senate concurs with House Committee Substitute, with the addition of 
limitation on transfers or declarations of property to the corpus of custodial trust under act to $100,000 in 
aggregate, exclusive of value of transferor's or declarant's personal residence. 


S 402. NO FIREARM/DOMESTIC VIOLENCE ORDER. Intro. 3/20/95. House committee substitute replaces 4th 
edition. Adds amendment to GS 15A-534.1 to (1) require that initially only a judge (now, judicial official) may 
determine conditions of pretrial release in alleged crimes of domestic violence and (2) provide that if judge does 


not act with 48 hours of arrest, then magistrate may determine such conditions. Makes new provisions effective 
on ratification. 


S 415. BANKS/SAVINGS INSTITUTIONS MERGER. Intro. 3/20/95. Conference report modifies 3rd edition to 
reconcile matters in controversy. Provides that members of association or savings bank to be acquired in a 
simultaneous conversion/merger must be notified by first class mail of the details of the plan. Allows mutual 
savings bank, in holding meeting of its members to approve merger or consolidation with another mutual savings 
bank, to give notice of the meeting by publication at least once a week for four consecutive weeks in one or more 
newspapers in general circulation in the county or counties in which the mutual savings bank has its principal and 


any branch offices. Deletes proposed GS 53-47(b), which would have allowed a bank to purchase the capital 
stock of a bankers' bank or a trust company. 
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S 528. MEDIATED SETTLEMENT CONFERENCES. Intro. 3/30/95. House committee substitute replaces Sth 
edition. Requires Supreme Court, in adopting rules for mediated settlement conferences in superior court civil 
actions, to specify fees to be paid to a mediator appointed by a judge when the parties fail to designate a mediator. 
Also adds new GS 7A-38.3 to require prelitigation mediation of farm nuisance disputes. Requires mediation 
before filing of civil action involving farm nuisance dispute unless one of exceptions specified in bill applies. 
Establishes procedure for initiation of prelitigation mediation and provides that mediation itself shall be governed 
by procedures on mediated settlement conferences in civil cases. Includes procedures for certifying that 
mediation has been concluded and provision for tolling of statutes of limitations during mediation. Provides that H 
913 (also dealing with prelitigation farm nuisance mediation) is repealed if enacted. 





S 865. COMPLY WITH BRADY BILL. Intro. 4/26/95. Conference report modifies 3rd edition to reconcile matters 
in controversy. Adopts House Committee Substitute, except for deletion of proposed GS 14-415.1(a1), which 
would have permitted person subject to section (which prohibits possesion of firearm by convicted felon) to petition 
court for permit to own firearm. 


S 917. AGRICULTURE COST SHARE PRG./FUNDS. Intro. 5/1/95 Senate action amends 2nd edition. Reduces 
to $500,000 the funds appropriated for 1995-96 to be used by the Agriculture Cost Share Program for Nonprofit 
Source Pollution Control for capital expenses associated with developing agriculture waste management 
measures that reduce agricultural nonpoint sources discharges. 


S 971. JUDICIAL APPT./VOTER RETENTION. Intro. 5/3/95. House committee substitute replaces 6th edition. 
Combines ballot provisions on district elections of Regular Judges of the Superior Court and selection of justices 
and judges of the Appellate Division by gubernatorial appointment, legislative confirmation and retention by 
nonpartisan elections. Deletes amendments regarding grounds for censure or removal under GS 7A-376. 


HOUSE BILLS 





H 389. STATE PUBLIC SCHOOL BONDS. Intro. 3/8/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Establishes 14- 
member School Capital Construction Comm'n, with following membership: four members each appointed by 
Speaker and by President Pro Tempore; one member appointed by Governor; chairs of State Board of Education, 
School Board Ass'n, and Ass'n of County Commissioners; Sup't of Public Instruction, and State Treasurer. Directs 
Comm'n to comprehensively study public school facilities in NC, to identify needs, develop criteria for priorities in 
meeting needs, identify resources for meeting needs, and develop long-term plan for meeting school facility needs. 
Directs interim report in 1996 and final report in 1997. Allocates $25,000 in each year of biennium to Comm'n, 
from funds appropriated to General Assembly in continuation budget. 


H 458. DWI-ASSESSMENT ENHANCEMENT. Intro. 3/9/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. 
Limits coverage of bill to situations in which Division restores license, deleting references to ending period of 
disqualification. Adds provisions that rewrite proposals in bill, conditioned upon passage of HB 353 of 1995 
General Assembly; these rewrites replace references to "provisional licensees" with references to persons less 
than 21. Generally reorganizes provisions of bill and amends title to conform to changes. 


H 555. NORTH CAROLINA BOXING COMMISSION. Intro. 3/27/95. Senate action amends 5th edition. Deletes 
section requiring appointment of executive director of boxing comm'n and funding of comm'n expenses through 


monies collected under article; replaces section with provision requiring Secretary of State to provide staff 
assistance to comm'n. 


H 897. SPEAKER'S APPOINTMENTS. Intro. 4/12/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. 
Western Regional Economic Development Comm'n. Amends GS 158-8.1 to increase number of members of 


the Comm'n from 15 to 19 and to increase appointments by General Assembly on recommendation of Speaker 
and President Pro Tem. from five to seven each.

through development of standardized benefits plans.

Amendment #1 
Clarifies that GS Ch. 93E does not prohibit licensed real estate broker or salesperson from performing comparative 
market analysis for broker's or salesperson's principal; eliminates requirements that analysis be for listing 
purposes or undertaken in connection with real estate transaction.

Provides that when woman must be orally informed of information specified in bill, physician who is to perform 
abortion or referring physician (and not their agents) must provide the information. Requires that the physician 
orally inform woman at least 24 hours before abortion of name of physician who is to perform abortion (in addition 
to other information specified in bill). Modifies information that may be provided to woman by tape recording by 
deleting requirements that woman be informed of possible benefits under public assistence programs, such as 
AFDC, and of availability of local domestic violence services for women involved in abusive relationships.

Rewrites the bill so that it now adds a new section to the portion of the Machinery Act relating to taxation of motor 
vehicles. Designates “antique automobiles" as a special class of property to be valued for tax purposes at the 
lower of true value or $500. Owners must apply annually for the benefit of this classification. Defines "antique 
automobile" as a private passenger vehicle that is (1) registered with DMV and has an historic vehicle special 
license plate; (2) maintained primarily for use in exhibitions, parades, club activities, and the like; (3) used "only 
occasionally" for other purposes; (4) owned by an individual; and (5) used by the owner for purposes other than 
production of income and not in connection with a business. Effective for tax years beginning on or after October

SENATE BILLS 


S 52. STATE-OWNED SUBMERGED LANDS STUDY. Intro. 1/26/95. House action amends 7th edition. Adds to 
the circumstances qualifying piers, docks, or similar structures to an exemption from easement requirements by 
requiring that they accomodate no more than 10 vessels. Makes technical changes. 


S 345. INSURANCE OMNIBUS CHANGES. Intro. 3/9/95. House action amends 10th edition. Amendment #1 
Clarifies that publication or broadcast by the media does not constitute a resale or use of data for commercial 

5 purposes. Amendment #2 provides that, effective October 1, 1995, a health benefit plan with maternity coverage 

must provide a mother and her new-born baby with inpatient care for a minimum of 48 hours after vaginal delivery 
and 96 hours after delivery by cesarean section. Amendment #4 amends GS 58-6-25(d) to provide that all money 
credited to the Insurance Regulatory Fund will be used to reimburse the State for expenses incurred in regulating 
the insurance industry, in certifying statewide data processors, and in purchasing reports of patient data from the 
statewide data processors. Transfers $150,000 from funds appropriated to the Department of Insurance for 1995- 
96 to the Department of Human Resources, Division of Facility Services to be used to certify statewide data 
processors and to purchase reports from those data processors. Provides that the remainder of the amount 
appropriated for the Medical Database Commission that has not been expended or encumbered as of September 
30, 1995 will revert to the General Fund. 


S 502. ASSISTED LIVING TERMINOLOGY. Intro. 3/28/95. House committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. 
Makes technical conforming changes only. 


S 528. MEDIATED SETTLEMENT CONFERENCES. Intro. 3/30/95. House action amends 6th edition. 
Amendment #1 adds language specifying that the members of the House and Senate shall appoint one citizen 
each to the Dispute Resolution Committee upon the recommendations of the Speaker of the House and President 
Pro Tempore of the Senate. Amendment #2 defines "party" as including any person having a dispute with a farm 
resident and expands the definition of "good cause" for purposes of determining when the court may order 
mandatory mediation for failure to attempt medication. As expanded, good cause includes a finding that time delay 
would likely result in irreparable harm or that injunctive relief is otherwise warranted.

H 306. PROVISIONS EXTENDED TO 87/5. Intro. 2/23/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. 
Extends expiring provisions to August 5, 1995. 
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H 389. STATE PUBLIC SCHOOL BONDS. Intro. 3/8/95. Senate action replaces 4th edition, making following 


substantive changes: 


Total amount of bonds. Raises amount of bonds authorized by bill from $500 million to $1.8 billion. Adds a 
provision that no more than $400 million of bonds may be issued within a 12-month period. Directs the State 
Board of Education to develop a process to allocate available proceeds if more than $400 million of projects are 


ready during a period when this cap is in effect. 


Purpose of bonds. Limits purpose for which counties may spend bond proceeds to new public school capital 
outlay projects only, deleting provisions authorizing use of proceeds to retire debt previously incurred for public 


school facilities. 


Method of allocating proceeds to counties. The bill previously allocated half the proceeds to the counties on 
the basis of each county's average daily membership in its public schools and half on each county's ability to pay. 
This committee substitute adds a third category, basing a proportion of the distribution on the growth rate of each 
county's public schools. The new distribution calls for $1.7 billion to be distributed based on average daily 


membership, $360 million based on ability to pay, and $270 million based on high growth, yielding the following:

Match requirement. Specifies that a county need not match proceeds allocated on the basis of need, but 
must match proceeds that are based on growth or average daily membership on the basis of two cents times the 
county's ability to pay rank for every $1 of allocated bond proceeds. The ability to pay rank is the county's rank 
made by the State Board of Education for 1994-95 pursuant to Sec. 138 of Ch. 321 of SL 1993, as amended by 
Sec. 19.32 of Ch. 769 of SL 1993 (1994 Regular Session). Requires periodic reports regarding the matches to the 
Local Government Commission. Proceeds otherwise allocated to a county which does not meet its match by Jan. 
1, 2001 are to be reallocated to the remaining counties on the basis of average daily membership. 

Relationship to property taxes. Specifies that the General Assembly recognizes that state assistance to local 
governments in funding school facilities has in the past led to substantial reduction in property taxes and 
expresses the intent of the General Assembly that the assistance provided by this act is to be used to further 


reduce local property taxes. 


Relationship to future General Fund spending expenditure limits. Specifies that any applicable General Fund 
expenditure limit for a fiscal year is to be decreased by the amount of any decrease in debt service requirements 
for the fiscal year due to retirement of bonds or notes of the state under this act. 

School Capital Construction Commission. Deletes provisions setting up the commission. 


H 545. CARTWAY AMENDMENT. Intro. 3/27/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. 


Adds 


provision specifying that single-family homesteads must consist of at least 7 acres of land to qualify for grant and 


use of acartway. Adds sunset for July 1, 1997. 


H 729. PUNITIVE DAMAGES IN CIVIL ACTIONS. Intro. 3/30/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd 
edition. Adds language including "wanton" conduct together with willful and defining both to mean the conscious 
and intentional disregard of and indifference to the rights and safety of others, which the defendant Knows or 
should reasonably know is likely to result in injury, damage or harm. Adds provision permitting the award of 
punitive damages against a person or corporation (in the latter case the corporate officers, directors or managers) 
only when that person participated in (in the case of a corporation also condones) the conduct constituting the 
aggravating factor giving rise to the punitive damages. Adds provision requiring that a claimant elect, prior to 
judgment, between punitive damages and any other remedy pursuant to another statute that provides for multiple 


damages. 


Deletes provision requiring the trial court to reduce an award of punitive damages by the amount of 


punitive damages previously awarded by final judgment in any jurisdiction for the same act or course of conduct. 
Adds provision directing the court to award reasonable attorney fees against a defendant who knowingly assert 
frivolous or malicious defenses in a punitive damages claim. Changes effective date to January 1, 1996. 


H 738. COMMUNITY COLLEGE FUND ALLOCATION. Intro. 4/30/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. 
Changes title. Adds new provision amending the Clean, Water, and Parks Bond Act of 1993 providing for the 
reallocation of the proceeds of community college bonds or notes originally issued for capital improvement 
projects for which a community college (as determined by the State Board of Community Colleges) has failed to 
meet the matching requirement of GS 115D-31(a)(1) by July 1, 1998. Directs the State Treasurer to place these

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bond proceeds in a special account within the Community Colleges Bond Fund to be used for making grants to 


community colleges in accordance with specified conditions. Makes technical changes.

S 24. REFOCUS SCHOOL TESTING ON BASICS. Intro. 1/26/95. Conference report modifies 3rd edition to 
reconcile matters in controversy. Requires State Board of Education to consider Comm'n recommendations due 
July 1, 1996 and make report to General Assembly by December 1, 1996. Deletes from listed issues to consider 
whether evaluation should concentrate on achievements in reading, communication skills, and math. 


S 200. AMEND REPROCESSED OIL REGULATION. Intro. 2/15/95. Conference report modifies 3rd edition to 
reconcile matters in controversy. Makes new title TO AMEND ARTICLE 2A OF CHAPTER 119 OF THE 
GENERAL STATUTES REGARDING THE REGULATION OF REREFINED OR REPROCESSED OIL, AND TO 
PROVIDE FOR CIVIL PENALTIES FOR VIOLATIONS OF THE GASOLINE AND OIL INSPECTION LAW, THE 
MEAT INSPECTION LAW, AND THE ANIMAL WELFARE AND ANIMAL HEALTH LAWS. Restores the civil 
penalty provisions of the 2nd edition. Makes other technical changes. 


H 351. WAR VETERAN SPECIAL PLATE. Intro. 3/9/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition with AN 
ACT TO PROVIDE SPECIAL REGISTRATION PLATES FOR WAR VETERANS. Amends GS 20-79.4 to authorize 
special motor vehicle plates for veterans of World War |, World War II, Korean Conflict, Vietnam Era, Persian Gulf 

War, and any other conflict for which U.S. Dep't of Defense authorizes a campaign badge or medal. Requires 300 

applications before special plate may issue. 


S 559. HOUSING AUTHORITY CHANGES. Intro. 4/3/95. Conference report modifies 3rd edition to reconcile 
matters in controversy. The Senate concurs in House Amendment #2 and the House recedes from House 
Amendments #1 and #3. The conferees amend the act to provide that the receipt or acceptance of rent by an 
authority, with or without knowledge of a prior default or failure by the tenant under a rental agreement, shall not 
constitute a waiver of that default or failure unless i) the authority expressly agrees to such waiver in writing, or ii) 
within 120 days after obtaining knowledge of the default or failure, the authority fails either to notify the tenant that 


a violation of the rental agreement has occurred or to exercise one of the authority's remedies for such violation. 
Changes effective date to August 1, 1995. 


S 914. STUDY EMPLOYEE LEAVE SHARING. Intro. 5/1/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. 
Makes new title TO AUTHORIZE THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY THE SHARING OF 
LEAVE BETWEEN LOCAL SCHOOL UNIT EMPLOYEES AND OTHER STATE EMPLOYEES. As title indicates. 
Effective upon ratification. 
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S 971. JUDICIAL APPT./VOTER RETENTION. Intro. 5/3/95. House action amends 7th edition. Amendment #1 
revises ballot proposition to make it clearer that issues of election of superior court judges by district and selection 
of appellate judges are combined in one proposition. Amendment #3 changes confirmation process from 
confirmation by two chambers working separately to confirmation in joint session where each member of the joint 
body has one vote. 


S 992. MECKLENBURG DEPUTIES RETIREMENT. Intro. 5/4/95. Senate committee substitute replaces original 
public bill with local bill for Mecklenburg County only. Provides that sworn and certified jailers and 
telecommunicators in Mecklenburg County Sheriffs Department enrolled in Local Governmental Employees 
Retirement System between July 1, 1994, and date of act's ratification shall be included within definition of law- 
enforcement officer for purposes of LGERS benefits. 


S 1102. MEMORIALIZING AMY JACKSON. Intro. 7/20/95. House action amends 1st edition. Makes technical 
changes only. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 114. LOCAL OMNIBUS. Intro. 2/7/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Amendment #1 modifies allocation of 
proceeds of New Hanover County occupancy tax at SL 1983, Chapter 908, Section 35, as amended, to change 
allocation from 75% to 60% to special fund, and increase distribution to municipalities from 25% to 40%. 
Amendment #2 modifies appointment of officers of Greensboro/Guilford County Tourism Development Authority 
by barring member of the Authority who is council member or member of board of county commissioners from also 
serving as chair or as any other officer of the authority. Also amends SL 1989, Chapter 988, Section 7.1, as 
amended, to provide that a member of the High Point Convention and Visitors Board who is a member of the 
Guilford County Board of Commissioners or the High Point City Council may not serve as chair or other officer of 
the Visitors Board or as chair or other officer of a Board committee. Amendments change title of bill accordingly. 


H 300. STATE PURCHASE CONTRACT REVISIONS. Intro. 2/23/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Changes title. Rewrites act to amend SL 1995, Ch. 136 (pertaining to state requirements contracts for 
furniture) to authorize a state agency to purchase from any vendor certified on the contract provided the agency 
makes the most economical purchase it deems necessary, based on price, compatibility, service, delivery, and 
other factors that it considers relevant. 


H 306. PROVISIONS EXTENDED TO 7/30. Intro. 2/23/95. House action amends 3rd edition. Makes July 30, 
1995, the expiration date for provisions regarding salaries of government employees. Makes the provisions 
regarding the mediated settlement pilot, the public health study commission, the beaver damage control and the 
mediation program for the Industrial Commission effective upon ratification of the expansion budget. 


H 351. WAR VETERAN SPECIAL PLATE. Intro. 3/9/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition with AN 
ACT TO PROVIDE SPECIAL REGISTRATION PLATES FOR WAR VETERANS. Amends GS 20-79.4 to authorize 
special motor vehicle plates for veterans of World War |, World War II, Korean Conflict, Vietnam Era, Persian Gulf 


War, and any other conflict for which U.S. Dep't of Defense authorizes a campaign badge or medal. Requires 300 
applications before special plate may issue. 


H 353. GOVERNOR'S TASK FORCE ON DWI/AB. Intro. 3/6/95. Conference report modifies 3rd edition to 
reconcile matters in controversy. Adds language clarifying that a first offense shall be punished as a Class 3 
misdemeanor. Deletes proposed amendment to GS 18B-401, relating to manner of transportation. 


H 389. PUBLIC SCHOOL BLDG BOND ACT OF 1995. Intro. 3/7/95. Senate action amends 5th edition. Provides 


that the match requirement may be satisfied by non-State expenditures for public school capital outlay projects on 
or after January 1, 1992 (prior was July 1, 1992). 
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H 545. CARTWAY AMENDMENT. Intro. 3/27/95. Senate action amends 4th edition. Amendment #1 revises act 
to specify that only sections 2 and 3 (primary substantive portion of the bill) shall expire on July 1, 1997. 
Amendment #2 adds language providing that an interested party may appeal to the superior court for a jury trial de 
novo on all issues including the right to relief, the location of a cartway, tramway or railway, and the assessment of 
damages. Amendment #3 adds new section providing that compensation to the landowner for the establishment 
of a cartway over the property of another shall be as provided in GS Ch. 40A, art.4. 


H 706. VARIOUS OCCUPANCY TAX CHANGES. Intro. 3/30/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Removes

Provides that GS 41-32 does not apply to a possibility of reverter, right of reentry, or executory interest held by a charity, a 
government or governmental agency or subdivision excluded from the Uniform Statutory Rule Against Perpetuities. Makes 
other technical changes.

AMEND THE MENTAL HEALTH COMMITMENT LAW TO PROVIDE FOR DIVERSION OF POTENTIAL THOMAS S. CLASS 
MEMBERS TO APPROPRIATE TREATMENT. Amends GS 122C-206 to add a new subsection that provides that persons 
with mental retardation and mental iliness who have been involuntarily committed may be transferred between 24-hour 
facilities. Clarifies that "public funds” include those funds appropriated to the area authority and Medicaid funds. Amends GS 
122C-261.1 and GS 122C-280.2 to set forth a new procedure for custody order and transportation in areas with a single 
portal plan for mental health facilities. Deletes requirement under GS 122C-263 that after the conclusion of an examination 
the physician or eligible psychologist must provide the examinee with information regarding who initiated the involuntary 
action. Adds new sections, which set forth the duties of law enforcement officers for mental health facilities and the procedure 
for first examination by a physician or eligible psychologist.

Adds GS 126-7.1(a1) and (a2) to require that state employees to be affected by 
a reduction in force be notified at least 30 days before the effective date of the reduction. Directs State Personnel Comm'n to 
adopt rules providing for priority consideration of State employees separated due to reductions in force to enable return at 
salary grade and position equal to most recent employment.

Adds GS 126-7.1(c2) to provide that if applicants for reemployment include current State employees, an employee with more 
than 10 years service shall receive priority consideration over an employee with less than 10 years service in same or related 
position. 

7.21. Additional state employee RIF nghts/options. Amends GS 135-40.2 to include as persons eligible for coverage 
under the state health plan formerly covered employees who have been employed for 12 or more months and whose jobs 
have been eliminated by a reduction, and their spouses and eligible dependent children; such employees shall be covered for 
up to 12 months following separation. 

7.21A. Increase fire/rescue squad benefits. 

Amends GS 58-87-10 to establish in the Dep't of Insurance the Workers' Compensation Fund, as an expendable trust 
fund, for the purpose of providing workers’ compensation benefits to eligible fire departments and eligible rescue/EMS units, 
payable for compensable injury or death occurring on or after 7/1/96. Eligible units include those that are nonprofit and are 
not part of a unit of local government. State Fire & Rescue Comm'n shall administer the Fund by contracting with a third-party 
administrator. Revenue is credited to the Fund from appropriations made to Dep't of Insurance and contributions from eligible 
units electing to participate. 

Amends GS 58-86-35 and GS 58-86-40 to increase from $5 to $10 the monthly contributions by members of NC 
Firemen's and Rescue Squad Workers' Pension Fund. Adds new GS 58- 86-45(c) providing that effective July 1, 1995, a 
fireman or rescue squad worker who has not reached his 35th birthday who is eligible and has not previously elected to 
become a member may apply for membership in the fund at any time. Applicant must make a lump-sum payment of $10 per 
month retroactive to time he first became eligible, plus interest at annual rate to be set by board of trustees for each year of 
retroactive payments. Upon making the lump-sum payment, the person shall be given credit for all prior service. A member 
who has not reached his 35th birthday who made application after the time he was first eligible and did not receive credit for 
prior service may receive credit for such service upon lump-sum payment of $10 per month retroactive to the time he first 
became eligible, plus interest. Amends GS 58-86-55 to increase monthly pension amount from $110 to $135 and to reflect 
that monthly payments are increased from $5 to $10. Increases from $1,200 to $2,400 the amount that a disabled member 
who leaves service because of disability may pay into the fund, and provides that a member who began making $5 per month 
contributions before July 1, 1995, and thereafter leaves service because of disability may be permitted to continue making 
monthly contribution of $10 per month after July 1, 1995, until the member has made contributions for a total of 240 months. 
Makes same provision for member who is unable to perform as a fireman because of annexation by a city. 

7.22. 1995 Retirement Benefits Act. Grants 2% cost-of-living benefits increase to retirees under Teachers’ and State 
Employees’ Retirement System and Local Governmental Employees’ Retirement System who retired on or before July 1, 
1994 and retirees under Legislative Retirement System who retired on ore before July 1, 1995. Prorates increase for 
members retiring after these dates but before June 30, 1995. Makes conforming changes in LGERS survivors alternate 
benefit. Provides that LGERS deferred retirement allowance is computed in accordance with service retirement provisions 
pertaining to members who are not law enforcement officers or eligible former law enforcement officers. 

7.22A. Salary related contributions/conform UNC optional plan. Amends 1995 Continuation Budget (SL 1995, Ch. 324) 
to fix contribution rate for UNC option retirement plan at 9.18% (was, 9.10%). 

7.23. Further 1995 retirement benefits. For teachers and state employees retiring on or after July 1, 1995, increases the 
accrual rate for determining service retirement allowance to 1.75% of average final compensation times years of service 
(now, 1.73%). 

7.23A. Additional retirement benefits. Increases retirement allowance to persons in retirement rolls as of June 1, 1995, 
by 1.2%. Amends GS 143-166.60 to increase maximum group life insurance coverage for law enforcement officers to $6,000. 

7.23D Restore the provision for purchase of out-of-state service in the Local Governmental Employees’ Retirement 
System and the Teachers’ and State Employees’ Retirement System. Amends GS 128-26 and 135-4 as title indicates, setting 
out formulas for cost of such purchases. Allows creditable service from such purchases only at rate of one year of out-of-state 
service for each two years of service in NC, with maximum of 10 years allowed. Allows credit only if no benefit is allowable in 
another public retirement system as a result of the service in question. 

7.24. State Employee Health Benefit Plan/increased wellness benefits. Amends GS 135-40.5 to provide coverage under 
State Employee Health Benefit Plan for routine diagnostic examinations, and 100% coverage of immunizations. 

7.25. State Employee Health Benefit Plan/increased lifetime benefit. Amends GS 135-40.9 to increases maximum 
lifetime benefit to $2 million (now, $1 million). 
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PART 12. DEPARTMENT OF CULTURAL RESOURCES 

12. Repeal Capitol Preservation Commission. Abolishes cited Comm'n and transfers its functions to Dep't of Cultural 
Resources. 

12.1. Executive Mansion Curator Transferred. Amends Section 11.1 of the Continuation Budget to make technical 
correction regarding the transfer of a position from the Department of Administration to the Department of Cultural Resources. 

12.2. Number of Positions in Department of Cultural Resources Reduced. Reduces the Department's positions by 19.5 
for 1995-96 and 19.5 by 1996-97. 

12.24. Newbold-White House. Directs NC Historical Comm'n to study the feasibility and cost of acquiring and operating 
Newbold-White House as State Historic Site. Requires Comm'n to report to specified legislative appropriations committees. 

12.3. Historic Sites Repairs and Renovations Funds. Provides that funds allocated in Section 5.3 of the Continuation 
Budget to the Office of State Budget and Management for the Repairs and Renovations Fund may be used to make needed 
repairs and renovations at the State Historic Sites. 

12.4. Grants to Public Libraries and Local Museums: Appropriates $2,000,000 to the Department to be allocated as 
follows: (1) $1,000,000 to be used as State Aid to Public Libraries Grants; and (2) $1,000,000 to be used as grants-in-aid for 
local museums. 

12.5. Grants to local museums. Allocates $2 million for grants-in-aid to local museums. Requires report to Fiscal 
Research Div'n by 9/1/95. 

12.6. Roanoke Island Commission. Amends GS 143B-131.1 to make the Roanoke Island Comm'n an independent 
comm'n but located in Dep't of Cultural Resources. Gives the Comm'n jurisdiction over operation of Elizabeth I! State Historic 
Site and Visitor Center, the Elizabeth Il, Ice Plant Island, and all other properties under administration of Dep't of Cultural 
Resources located on Roanoke Island and having historical significance. 

Establishes Roanoke Island Comm'n Fund (Fund) and the Roanoke Island Comm'n Endowment Fund (Endowment) to 
be administered by Comm'n. The Fund is nonreverting and receives 75% of revenues collected from any property operated 
by the Comm'n. the Endowment is to receive 25% of revenues collection from Comm'n-operated property. Monies in the 
Endowment will be held in reserve until 7/1/2000. Thereafter, 80% of interest earned on the Endowment may be used by 
Comm'n. 

Provides that the Comm'n will appoint and fix salary of an executive director and will hire other employees. 

Amends Executive Budget Act to provide that GS 143-16.3 and GS 143-23 do not apply to Roanoke Island Comm'n. 

Transfers all personnel, property, and unexpended balances of Elizabeth I! Historic Site, Elizabeth Il, and Roanoke 
Island Comm'n to the Comm'n. 

This special provision is effective upon ratification. 

PART 13. STATE BOARD OF ELECTIONS 

13.1. State Board of Elections Authonty to Sell Software For Campaign Reporting. Amends GS 66-58(c) to provide for 
sale of campaign finance reporting. computer software by the State Board of Elections to political committees and candidate 
committees to provide a uniform system of electronic filing of campaign finance reports and to facilitate the State Board's 
monitoring of compliance with the campaign finance laws. Limits to $100 the amount the State Board may charge for the 
software without prior notification to the Joint Legislative Commission of Governmental Operations. 

13.2. Funds For Statewide Computenzed Voter Registration. Requires the State Board of Elections to promulgate rules 
for a statewide computerized voter registration system no later than July 1, 1996. Requires counties to adhere to those rules 
no later than July 1, 1997. Establishes a Reserve Fund for Statewide Computerized Voter Registration/Central Server 
Component and Reserve Fund for Statewide Computerized Voter Registration/County Grants Component. Appropriates 
$1,500,000 from the reserve fund created by the 1994 Budget Act to the Reserve Fund for Statewide Computerized Voter 
Registration/Central Server Component for software development, communications, computer charges, and data conversion 
charges. Limits to $400,000 the amount that can be used to purchase hardware, office furniture and the services of time- 
limited computer personnel. Appropriates $3,500,000 from the State Board of elections to the Reserve Fund for Statewide 
Computerized Voter Registration/Central Server Component for grants-in-aid to counties to purchase computer equipment, 
data communication charges, data conversion, computer consultants or time-limited personnel at the State Board of 
elections, travel, education, and training to ensure that all counties’ minimum needs for participation in the statewide 
computerized voter registration system are met. 

PART 15. COLLEGES AND UNIVERSITIES 

15. Meharry Medical College. Directs UNC Board of Governors, with assistance of Office of Rural Health and Area 
Health Education Centers, to develop and implement plan to recruit and attract graduates of Meharry Medical College who 
are NC residents for whom state financial support was provided to Meharry. 

15.1. School of Science and Mathematics. Amends GS 116-235(b) to provide that number of rising high school juniors 
offered admission to School from each NC congressional district shall not deviate more than 2% from the average number per 
district who are offered admission. 

15.2. UNC visual impairment teacher training curriculum. Directs UNC Board of Governors to select schoo! of education 
within UNC and direct school to establish interstate consortium of universities in the southeastern United States for purpose 
of devising program for training of teachers to work with visually impaired students. Requires that program developed by 
consortium be operated at the school of education designated by Board of Governors, that program be impiemented with 
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institution, 2% of the General Fund appropriation may be carried forward except 1% of budget code of Area Health Education 
Centers (AHEC) may be carried forward. Provides that institution shall cease to be a special responsibility constituent 
institution if (1) for AHEC it does not revert at least 1% of its General Fund current operations balance remaining in its budget 
codes; (2) for others, it does not revert at least 2% of its General Fund current operations balance remaining in each budget 
code for that institution. 

15.17. UNC mission. Amends GS 116-1 to provide that the University's mission is to discover, create, transmit, and 
apply knowledge to address the needs of individuals and society. Provides that teaching and learning constitute the primary 
service the university renders to society. Teaching, or instruction, is the primary responsibility of each of the constituent 
institutions and the relative importance of research and public service, which enhance teaching and learning, varies among 
the constituent institutions, depending on their overall missions. 

15.18. UNC-Asheville/Kellogg Center funds. Provides that $500,000 of capital improvement funds for fiscal 1995-96 be 
used for Kellogg Center at UNC-Asheville. 

15.19. NCSU forestry geneticist funds. Provides that $150,000 of receipts funds in each year of the biennium be used 
for NCSU to establish forestry geneticist position to develop best genetic stock from NC Christmas tree industry. 

15.20. UNC television tower repair funds. Provides that at least $500,000 from continuation budget funds be used to 
repair UNC television tower in Columbia. 

15.21. Technology training funds. Provides that $1,500,00 of receipts funds in fiscal 1995-96 be used for technology 
equipment in schools of education to support technology training efforts in public schools. 

PART 16. COMMUNITY COLLEGES 

16.1. Budget concept modified. Directs State Board of Community Colleges, for 1995-97 biennium and subsequent 
years, to observe following funding formula: community colleges that experience a decline in enrollment shall not receive a 
decrease in FTE enrollment funds until enrollment declines more than 5% and then such decrease shall only be for the 
amount over 5%; and community colleges that experience an increase in enrollment shall not receive an increase in FTE 
enrollment funds until enrollment increases 3% and then such increase shall only be for the amount over 3%. 

16.3. Funds for "Retooling for the Year 2000: Gaining the Competitive Edge." Directs that funds appropriated in 
expansion budget be used to implement GS 115D-8 ("Retooling for the Year 2000"). Directs State Board of Community 
Colleges to adopt "Education Blueprint" in accordance with GS 115D-8 and to continue to provide its "Critical Success 
Factors" document. 

16.4. Receipt adjustment. Directs Office of State Budget and Management and Dep't of Community Colleges to adjust 
annual tuition receipts for full-time equivalent students to reflect actual collections from previous year, but not to reduce the 
total requirements contained in their budget requests to the General Assembly. Directs State Board of Community Colleges 
to report annually to Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee on cost of tuition and fee exemption established in GS 
115D-5(b). 

16.7. Community college mission. Designates community college system as the primary lead agency for delivering job 
training, literacy, and adult education programs. Requires the State Board of Community Colleges to study the facility and 
equipment needs of the system. Requires the system to develop strategies for cooperating with other state agencies in the 
delivery of workforce preparedness services. Requires Governor to direct all state agencies to compile an inventory of state 
and federal funds in their budgets for workforce preparedness and to prepare plan for cooperating with community college 
system. Requires report on studies, inventories, and plans to report to Joint Education Oversight Committee by March 15, 
1996. Provides that if federal workforce preparedness programs are consolidated into a block grant, General Assembly 


intends community college system to be the primary provider of job training, literacy, and adult education program and 
services. 


PART 417, PUBLIC SCHOOLS 

17. Exceptional children funds. Directs that funds appropriated in expansion budget for exceptional children be 
allocated as follows: each local school administrative unit shall receive $680.21 per academically gifted child for 3.9% of the 
1994-95 average daily membership of the local unit (regardiess of the number of children actually identified as academically 
gifted), with 44,609 as the total number of academically gifted children for which funds shall be allocated for the 1995-96 
school year; each local school administrative unit shall receive $2,040.63 per exceptional child (other than an academically 
gifted child) for the lesser of (a) all children identified as exceptional (other than academically gifted) or (b) 12.5% of the 1994- 
95 average daily membership of the local unit, with 131,642 as the maximum number of exceptional children (other than 
academically gifted children) for which funds shall be allocated for the 1995-96 school year; and each local school unit in 
which more than 12.5% of the 1994-95 actual average daily membership are identified as exceptiona! children (other than 
academically gifted) shall receive $427.35 per child in excess of 12.5% to be used for nonrecurring expenditures. 

Requires the State Board of Education to evaluate and review the process and criteria for identifying children with 
special needs and the adequacy of state funding for children with special needs. Requires report to the Joint Legislative 
Education Oversight Committee before March 15, 1996. 

17.1. Supplemental funding in low-wealth counties. Of funds appropriated to Aid to Local School Administrative Units, 
allocates $41,483,809 each year of the 1995-97 biennium to provide supplemental funds for schools. Directs the State Board 
of Education to allocate funds according to formula in act to low-wealth counties to allow them to enhance the instructional 
program and student achievement. Provides that funds may be used only for specified purposed and allows use of up to 10% 
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17.10. School-based incentive award funds. Requires State Board to use funds appropriated for 1995-96 fiscal year for 
school-based awards to establish school-based incentive award pilot project in up to 10 local school units and to set goals for 
individual schools participating. Provides that individual schools that exceed goals will receive incentive grants. Requires 
State Board to report plans for expanding program on statewide basis to Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee by 
Jan. 15, 1996. 

17.11. National Board of Professional Teaching Standards funds. Allocates $230,776 for fiscal 1995-96 to pay for the 
National Board for Professional Teaching Standards participation fee and up to three days of paid leave for teacher 
participating in NBPTS program and allocates $245,582 for annual bonus of 4% for teachers who complete and retain NBPTS 
certification. 

17.12. Reduce class size in Grade 1. Provides that funds appropriated to reduce class size in first grade to be 
allocated to school units on basis of one teacher for every 23 students in first grade and that school may use funds to reduce 
class size in first grade or to hire reading teachers within kindergarten through third grade or otherwise reduce student- 
teacher ratio within kindergarten through third grade. Sets maximum allowable class size for first grade at one teacher to 26 
students. 

17.13. Teacher vacation leave for adoptive parents. Amends GS 115C-302 to provide that teacher may use annual 
leave, personal leave, or leave without pay to care for newborn child or for a child placed with the teacher for adoption or 
foster care, with total leave time of not more than 12 weeks. 

17.14. Continue moratonum on Algebra | rule. Amends Ch. 371, SL 1995 to delete sunset on provision that would 
exempt student from having to complete Algebra | to graduate if student has learning disability in mathematics that will 
prevent student from mastering subject. 

17.15. Reserve for education purposes/uses of funds. Requires Director of Budget to allocate funds transferred in Sec. 
27.10A1 to Reserve for Education Purposes follows: 2/3 to State Board of Education to be allocated to local units for 
textbooks and the State School Technology Fund and 1/3 to Dep't of Community Colleges to be allocated to community 
colleges for equipment and technology. 

17.16. Public school plan. Requires State Board of Education to develop plan to coordinate its vocational education and 
job-training efforts with Community College System, to review equipment needs of public school related to those subjects, 
and to report to Joint Legislative Oversight Committee by March 1, 1996. 

Sec. 17.7. School transportation formula. Provides that State Board of Education may use up to $250,000 of funds 
appropriated to Aid to Local School Administrative Units for fiscal 1995-96 to review the formula used to allocate funds for 
school transportation and to assist local units in improving the efficiency of their transportation systems. 

PART 18. DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION 

18. Northeastem Regional Airport matching funds. Allocates $125,000 in each year of biennium from funds appropriated 
to Northeast NC Regional Economic Dev. Comm'n to be transferred to DOT as local match for Northeastern Regional Airport 
in Edenton. 

18.1. Joint Legis. Transportation Oversight Comm. to study liens on towed and stored vehicles. Directs cited study with 
report to 1996 session required. 

18.2. Dep't of Transportation to provide construction and maintenance services at Govemors Westem Residence. 
Amends GS 136-18(13) as title indicates. 

18.3. Purchase of Century Center campus facility. Provides that any revenues of Highway Trust Fund in excess of 
certified budget for fiscal year ending 6/30/95 may be reserved and used by DOT to acquire capital facility known as Century 
Center Campus. 

18.4. Joint Legis. Transportation Oversight Comm. to study Div'n of Motor Vehicles Wake County service facility. Directs 
cited study, and requires report to 1996 session. 

18.5. Small urban construction program discretionary funds increased. Amends 1995 Continuation Budget to increase 
small urban construction program discretionary funds to $9 million (now, $6 million). 

18.13 Dep't of Transportation may use certain salary funds for Div'n of Motor Vehicle classifications. Authorizes use of 
Reserve for Salary Adjustments for the following DMV reclassifications reclassified as result of Officer Support Services 
Occupational Group Study: customer service representatives, traffic records clerical staff, and international registration plan 
positions. 

18.14. Organization and business practices study of Div'n of Motor Vehicles. Directs Joint Legis. Comm'n on 
Governmental Operations to conduct cited study. Committee may contract with private consulting firm for this purpose. 
requires the Dep't to be consulted in the preparation of the request for proposal for consultant services. Requires report to 
1996 session. Allocates $200,000 for the study. Prohibits expansion by creating new positions or programs until the study is 
completed. 

18.16. Increased Highway Fund allocation to Wildlife Resources Comm'n. Amends GS 105-449.126 to credit to Wildlife 
Resources Fund 1/6 of 1% of amount allocated to Highway Fund under GS 105-448.125 from excise tax on motor fuel 
(previously, the formula applied only to gasoline or blended fuel that contains gasoline). 

18.17. Visitor centers funds. Amends GS 20-79.7(c)(2), as revised by SL 1995, Ch. 324, Sec. 18.7, to increase to 
$525,000 (now, $450,000) appropriation from Special Registration Plate Account for 1995-96 for $75,000 in operating 
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VI. New presumptive range for Class D runs from 51 months in Prior Record Level 1 to 146 months in Prior Record Level VI. 
New mitigated range for Class D runs from 38 months in Prior Record Level 1 to 117 months in Prior Record Level VI. 

19.6. Felony to assault emergency personnel. Adds new GS 14-34.5 to provide that crime of assault on emergency 
personnel includes any situation where such personnel are discharging official duties and constitutes a Class A1 
misdemeanor. Includes emergency medical services technicians in category of "emergency personnel." Imposes Class | 
felony if the person inflicts bodily injury or uses a deadly weapon other than a firearm. Makes it a Class F felony to assault 
emergency personnel with a firearm. 

19.7. Haret's House funds. Allocates $200,000 for each of 1995-96 and 1996-97 from DOC appropriations for Harriet's 
House (transitional home for female ex-offenders and their children). Requires Harriet's House to report quarterly to Joint 
Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operations on expenditure of state appropriations and effectiveness of program. 

19.8. Reserve for substance abuse treatment. Effective June 30, 1995, provides that $583,000 in DOC funds 
appropriated under SL 1993, 1994 Ex. Sess., Ch. 24 for 1994-95 for intensive outpatient substance treatment pilot program 
for parolees and probationers do not revert at end of fiscal year but remain in Dep't for that purpose. DOC and Dep't of 
Human Resources (DHR) to report jointly on pilot program to Chairs of Senate and House Appropriations Committees and of 
Senate and House Appropriations Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety by May 15, 1996. 

19.9. DOC inpatient drug treatment services exempt from licensure. Exempts inpatient chemical dependency or 
substance abuse facilities providing services exclusively to DOC inmates from licensure by DHR under GS Ch. 122C; if 
facility serves both inmates and members of general public, the portion that services inmates is exempt. Allows contractor 
providing such inpatient services to build and operate new facility without first obtaining certificate of need from DHR under 
GS Ch. 131E, Art. 9; may not admit anyone other than inmates without certificate of need. 

19.10. Corrections salary oversight continued. Continues study by Joint Legislative Corrections Oversight Comm. of 
salary continuation program in DOC provided for in GS Ch. 143, Art. 12B; comm. to report findings and recommendations to 
1996 General Assembly, Regular session. 

19.11. DART aftercare funds. Allocates DOC funds appropriated for DART (Drug Alcohol Recovery Treatment) 
aftercare program to contract for up to three pilot programs statewide for aftercare for DART DWI and other offenders who 
have completed DART program in prison. DOC to report on pilot programs to Chairs of Senate and House Appropriations 
Committees and of Senate and House Appropriations Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety by May 15, 1996. 

19.12. Waiver of State Personnel Act Requirements. Authorizes DOC to waive SPA requirements contained in GS 126- 
7.1, -16 to the extent necessary to comply with a settlement agreement resulting from Title VII litigation (only applies to the 17 
positions approved for Title VII compliance.) 

19.13. Federal Grant Reporting. Directs Dep'ts of Correction, Justice, Crime Control and Public Safety, and Judicial 
Dep't to report (by December 1 and June 1 of each year) to the Joint Legislative Commission on Governmental Operations, 
Chairs of Senate and House Appropriations Committees, and Chairs of the Senate and House Appropriations Subcommittees 
on Justice and Public Safety on federal grant funds received or pre-approved for receipt by those departments. Report to 
include information on amount of grant funds received or pre-approved, use of funds, and the State match expended to 
receive the funds. 

PART 20. DEPARTMENT OF CRIME CONTROL AND PUBLIC SAFETY 
20. Community service districts. Adds GS 143B-475.1(e) to require, effective Sept. 1, 1995, that community service 


program districts be same as district court districts under GS 7A-133; also requires that program district supervisors reside in 
the districts where they work. 


PART 21. JUDICIAL DEPARTMENT 


21.1. Increase magistrates/create new distnct court district 9B/add judge in district court district 29/add two special 
supenor court judges/magistrates eligibility. Amends GS 7A-133 to increase maximum authorized numbers of magistrates as 
follows: Currituck County--3 (now, 2); Pasquotank County--5 (now, 4). Also amends section to provide that District Court 
District 9 is re- drawn to include Granville, Franklin, and part of Vance and a new District Court District 9B is created to 
include Warren and part of Vance (now, District 9 includes Granville, Vance, and Warren). Adds a district court judge to 
District 29. Governor to appoint the additional district judges for 9B and 29. Effective Oct. 1, 1995, Governor may appoint 2 
special superior court judges to 5 year terms. Amends GS 7A-200 to define "set of districts" as set of two or more districts, 
none of which consists exclusively of one or more entire counties and together comprise all of the territory of those counties 
and to provide that the chief district judge serves for the "set of districts" and GS 7A-149 to provide that a district court judge 
of a district that is part of a set of districts has jurisdiction in the entire county or counties in which the district is located, 
thereby leaving one chief district judge for District 9 and 9B and leaving jurisdiction as it is now but providing for new electoral 
districts. 

21.2. Recidivism study. Requires Sentencing and Policy Advisory Comm'n to contract with external consultant to study 
recidivism of criminal offenders assigned to community correctional programs or released from prison. Programs to be 
studied must include TASC (Treatment Alternatives to Street Crime), Community Penalties, Community Service, and all 
supervised probation and parole programs. Study must identify those offenders rearrested within two years or more after 
assignment to a program or release from prison. Allows Justice Dep't to use up to $50,000 of its 1995-97 appropriations for 
study. Dep't to provide consultant's report to Chairs of Senate and House Appropriations Committees and of Senate and 
House Appropriations Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety by May 1, 1996. 
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PART 23. DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES 

23.1. Physician services. Authorizes DHR to use funds for across-the-board salary increases and performance pay to 
offset similar increases in cost of contracting with private and independent universities for physician services in facilities 
operated by Div'n of MH, DD & SAS. 

23.2. Area mental health authonties. Adds GS 122C-124 through -126 to authorize Sec'y to suspend funding of any 
area mental health authority with revenue or expenditure budget variance of 10%, or significant deterioration or fund balance 
of authority's general fund, defined as decrease of 25% from one fiscal year to next without DHR's prior approval. If Sec'y 
does this, he/she may contract with, and make payments directly to, a contract provider of the area authority to continue 
services to clients. Allows Sec'y to assume control of financial affairs of an area authority and appoint an administrator for it if 
Sec'y determines that it is in imminent danger of failing financially and of failing to provide direct services to clients. In this 
takeover situation, a participant county may not withdraw its funding. In both these situations, Dep't must develop and 
implement a corrective plan in conjunction with area authority and its board of directors. If area authority fails to comply with 
corrective plan, Sec'y may appoint caretaker administrator or board of directors or both and may terminate existing director's 
contract; county may not withdraw its funding in this situation. 

23.3. Area authonty board training. Requires DHR's Div'n of Mental Health to provide initial training for all members of 
an area authority's board of directors in fiscal management, budget development, and fiscal accountability. Refusal to be 
trained may be grounds for removal from board. 

23.4. Confidential client information sharing. Amends GS 122C-53(i) to allow a mental health facility to disclose 
confidential information relating to a client to an attorney if the client is an adult and has not been adjudicated incompetent. 

23.5. Nonmedicaid reimbursement changes. Amends SL 1995, Ch. 324, Sec. 23.16 to provide that hospitals may be 
paid additional incentive payment up to 15% of regular daily per diem reimbursement for providing inpatient psychiatric care 
for Thomas S. class members or adults with mental retardation and mental illness. Allows adults enrolled in Clozaril Program 
who become gainfully employed to continue to receive state support, in decreasing amounts, to buy Clozaril and related 
services up to 300% of the poverty level; sets out formula for decreasing state support. 

23.5A. Task force on impact of federal actions on Medicaid. Establishes a twelve-member Blue Ribbon Task Force in 
the General Assembly on the issue of the potential impact of federal block grant funding and other federal actions on 
Medicaid in NC. Requires report on study and any legislative proposals and cost analyses to General Assembly within a 
week of convening of regular session in 1996 or to a special session called to deal with federal block grant funding issues. 

23.8. AFDC option eliminations effective date. Sets effective date of Aug. 1, 1995 for SL 1995, Ch. 324's eliminations of 
options in AFDC program affecting pregnant women in their third trimester, 18-year-old children in school, and State 
Supplemental Payments due to retrospective budgeting requirement. 

23.8A. State abortion fund. Revises SL 1995, Ch. 324, Sec. 23.27(b) to limit State Abortion Fund eligibility to women 
whose income.is.below federal poverty level and who are not eligible for Medicaid. (now, to be eligible may be either below 
poverty level or eligible for Medicaid). 

23.88. Continue study of federal impact on welfare reform. Continues Legislative Study Comm'n on Welfare Reform 
created by SL 1993, Ex. Sess. 1994, Ch. 24, Sec. 47. Study to focus on effects of federal budgetary policy on welfare reform. 
Comm'n to report to General Assembly by first day of 1996 session or by first day of any extra 1995 session called to address 
welfare reform; Comm'n to terminate on filing report. 

23.9. HIV foster care funds. Provides remaining portions of SL 1995, Ch. 324's appropriations for board payments to 
foster families of HIV-infected children be used to provide -medical training in avoiding HIV transmission in the home, and to 
transfer funds to DEHNR to create three social work positions for the eastern part of NC for the case-managing of families 
with HIV-infected children. 

23.10. Adult care home reimbursement/allocation of nonfederal cost of Medicaid payments. Sets maximum monthly 
rate, effective July 1, 1995, for residents in adult care home facilities at $975 for ambulatory residents and $1,017 for 
semiambulatory residents. Effective Aug. 1, 1995, the maximum for all such residents is reduced to $844 per month. 
Remaining funds from State/County Special Assistance appropriations may be used to provided needed Medicaid-covered 
and other services for residents. Effective Aug. 1, 1995, the state and county must each pay 50% of the nonfederal costs of 
Medicaid services paid to adult care home facilities. Provides that as Medicaid personal care requirements increase, the 
county matching share shall be capped until it equals 15% of the nonfederal Medicaid personal care requirements. 
Authorizes DHR to take temporary measures necessary to implement Medicaid funding during the period from Aug. 1, 1995, 
through Sept. 30, 1995. 

23.11A. Domiciliary care report. Directs Sec'y of DHR to report quarterly, beginning 10/1/95, to Joint Legis. Comm'n on 
Gov. Operations and Fiscal Research Div'n on implementation of (1) rate setting and financing of domiciliary care, (2) qualify 
assurance and enhancement of domiciliary care, and (3) process for evaluating Domiciliary Care Financing and Quality 
Assurance Program. 

23.11B. Wilson Alzheimers Unit. Provides that Special Alzheimer's Disease Unit in Wilson may serve only those who 
cannot be served by a similar private facility. 

23.11C. Alzheimer's Ass'n funds. Divides $100,000 from DHR Div'n of Aging appropriation for 1995-96 equally among 
four chapters of Alzheimer’s Ass'n of North Carolina. Each chapter to submit plan to Div'n for its approval before receiving 
funds. 
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or a pending indictment of a crime, whether a misdemeanor or felony, that bears upon an individual's fitness to have 
responsibility for the safety and well-being of children. Gives examples of state crimes covered. Requires record check to be 
done on any adult who permanently resides in a family foster home licensed by the state and any such individual applying to 
provide family foster care. Requires annual check upon relicensure for county and state criminal histories Authorizes DHR to 
prohibit person from providing foster care based upon determination that person is unfit based on criminal history; refusal to 
consent to record check and to use of fingerprints for check are grounds for not allowing person to be foster parent. 
Provides that person who disagrees with DHR's decision may request a hearing under GS Ch. 150B. Provides that no 
agency or agency employee will be liable for negligence as a result act or omission in carrying out act's provisions, but 
immunity does not extend to gross negligence, wanton conduct, or intentional wrongdoing and may be waived under specified 
circumstances. Amends GS 114-19 to authorize Dep’t of Justice to conduct criminal record checks on request of DHR. 
Requires DHR and Social Service Comm'n to adopt rules to implement act. Effective July 1, 1996; rule-making authority 
effective on ratification. 

PART 23A. HEALTH CARE REFORM 

23A.1. Insurance reform. Adds new GS 58-3-173 concerning guaranteed renewability of health benefit plans. Defines 
health benefit plan as plan covering group of persons in form of accident and health insurance policy, nonprofit hospital or 
medical service contract; health maintenance organization subscriber contract; plan provided by multiple employer welfare 
arrangement; or plan provided by another benefit arrangement to extent permitted by Employee Retirement Income Security 
Act of 1974 or other federal law or regulation. Forbids insurer to modify any health benefit plan with regard to an insured 
person through riders, endorsements, or otherwise, in order to restrict or exclude coverage for certain diseases or medical 
conditions otherwise covered by the plan. Insurer must guarantee renewal of health benefit plans except for nonpayment of 
premium, for fraud by policyholder or contract holder, or when insurer ceases providing health benefit plans. 

Amends GS 58-50-130(a)(2), which gives certain credit for previous health benefit plan coverage in determining whether 
a pre-existing conditions provision applies, to include all health benefit plans, not must those as defined in GS 58-50-115. 

Amends pre-existing condition provisions in GS 58-51-80(b)(3) (group accident and health insurance), and GS 58-65- 
60(e)(2) and 58-67-85(c) (employer master group contracts) to include health benefit plans, both as defined in GS 58-51-115 
and those provided by any government plan or program providing health benefits or health care. Applies pre-existing 
condition provisions of GS 58-51-80(h) to multiple employer welfare arrangements as defined in GS 58-49-30(a). 

Amends GS 58-51-15(a)(2)b to include as a mandatory provision of accident and health insurance policies that pre- 
existing conditions must be covered no later than one year after effective date of coverage. Defines pre-existing conditions 
as conditions for which medical treatment was received or recommended or that could be medically documented within the 
year immediately preceding the effective date of coverage. Forbids applying pre-existing conditions exclusion by any 
successor plan as to any covered person who has already met all or part of waiting period requirements under any previous 
plan; credit must be given for that.portion of the waiting period. . 

23A.3. Health Care Reform Comm'n reorganization. Revises GS 143- 611, repeals 143-612, and adds new 143-612A 
renaming the NC Health Planning Comm'n the NC Health Care Reform Comm'n’, reorganizing Comm'n and redefining its 
functions. Comm'n is to monitor health care reform efforts and report on specified issues. Decreases membership from 16 to 
14. Requires Comm'n to study 16 enumerated issues and authorizes it to make recommendations to the General Assembly 
on them. Issues include: (1) the steps necessary to include the populations served by Medicaid, including a statement of any 
necessary federal waivers; (2) the steps necessary to obtain exemption from federal Employee Retirement and Income 
Security Act ; (3) roles of other publicly financed health coverage such as Medicare, federal employee health benefits, and 
armed services health benefits; (4) the role of the existing county health care system in health care reform efforts; (5) 
appropriate means of financing medical education and research; and (6) trends in the numbers of uninsured and 
underinsured persons and barrier to access. Assigns other duties including developing methods to ensure adequate primary 
care for all eligible residents and appropriate compensation for primary care services and developing alternative ways of 
expanding coverage to uninsured persons. 

23A.4. Health professional licensing board reporting. Amends GS 93B-12 to require health professional licensing 
boards to collect and report following information: (1) area of health care specialty practice, (2) address of all locations where 
licensee practices, (3) other information that Health Care Reform Comm'n deems relevant in assisting it to track availability of 
providers and to determine areas where shortages exist. Requires occupational licensing boards to report annually to NC 
Health Care Comm'n; Comm'n must provide the information to programs preparing primary care physicians, physicians 
assistants, and nurse practitioners upon request by program and UNC Board of Governors. 

23A.5. Primary care providers. Amends GS 143-613 to require NC medical schools to report and update plans 
biennially for increasing supply of primary physicians every two years. Directs UNC Board of Governors to set goals for state- 
operated health professional schools for increasing percentage of graduates (physician assistants, nurse practitioners, and 
nurse midwives) entering primary care; requires state-operated health professional schools to submit plan with strategies for 
increasing the percentage to the Board of Governors by April 15, 1996, and every two years thereafter. 

23A.6. Public Health Study Comm'n. Amends GS 120-196 to delete the sunset date for Public Health Study Comm'n, 
and to enlarge the Commission's charge to include studies of capacity of small counties to meet core public health functions 
mandated by law. Directs Comm'n to consider whether current county and district health departments should be organized 
into a network of larger multidistrict community administrative units. 
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Appropriates from Worker Training Trust Fund for each of 1995-96 and 1996-97 the following amounts: $2,400,000-— 
Employment and Training Grant Program; $1,000,000--Training of unemployed and working poor through Pre- 
Apprenticeship Div'n; $1,528,067—Assist welfare recipients in getting jobs through Job opportunities and Basic Skills Program 
so as to gain maximum federal match; $1,746,000—Dep't of Community Colleges for Focused Industrial Training Program; 
$225,000—to ESC for Occupational Information Coordinating Comm. to operate interagency system to track former 
participants in state education and training programs; $300,000—Dep't of community Colleges for training program in 
entrepreneurial skills operated by North Carolina REAL Enterprises 

25.10. ESC voter registration funds. Appropriates from Worker Training Trust Fund to ESC $300,000 for 1996-97 to 
carry out provisions of National Voter Registration Act. ESC to report to Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental 
Operations and Fiscal Research Div'n no later than 30 days before reconvening of 1996 General Assembly session on use 07 
funds. 

25.11. Allocation of MCNC reductions in funds. Directs that reductions in funds appropriated in Continuation Budget 
shall be allocated among program categories specified in SL 1995, Ch. 324, sec. 25.9(c) and shall be reported to Joint Legis. 
Comm'n on Gov. Affairs within 30 days. ~ 

25.11. Funds for ESC notification of eamed income credit. Authorizes Employment Security Comm'n to use up to 
$25,000 in each fiscal year from Special Employment Security Administration Fund to reprint and mail notices regarding 
federal Earned Income Credit to unemployment recipients. 

25.12. NC Technological Development Authonty. Requires Authority to report on all its programs to Joint Legis. Comm'rs 
on Gov. Operations and Fiscal Research Div'n by March 1 of each year. 

25.13. Industrial Commission mediation/sunset off. Deletes 6/30/25 sunset provision for cited program established by Si 
1993, Ch. 399, Sec. 5. 

25.14. World Trade Center funds. Allocates $200,000 for 1995-96 to NC World Trade Center. 

PART 26. DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES 

26. Statewide aquatic weed assessment. Directs the Department of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources to 
study aquatic weed infestation on a statewide basis, including the effects of federal regulations, the environmental and 
economic impacts of infestations, and the options related to control, using $30,000 of the funds appropriated to the 
Department in this act. 

26.1. Watershed funds do not revert. Amends Sec. 107, Ch. 561, SL 1993 to provide that water resource development 
funds for projects on Limestone Creek (Duplin County), Deep Creek (Yadkin County), Town Fork (Stokes County), and 
Meadow Branch (Robeson County) not expended or encumbered do not revert until June 30, 1997. 

26.2. Randleman Dam reserve release restnctions. Amends Sec. 8, Ch. 777, SL 1993 to provide that all funds 
appropriated for the construction of the Randieman Dam are to revert to mine General Fund on October 1, 1997 (was, 1996) if 
construction has not.begun by that date. 

26.2A. Agriculture cost share program. Allocates $50, 000 on additional funding for demonstration project authorized by 
SL 1991, Ch. 689, Sec. 165. 

26.28. Agnculture cost share funds for capital for the management of agriculture waste. Allocates $500,000 for capital 
expenses associated with developing agriculture waste management measures that reduce nonpoint source discharges. 
Requires that priority be given to small, family agricultural operation in allocating funds. 

26.3. Town Fork Creek soil conservation project. Provides that of the funds appropriated in Sec. 41(a)(6) of Ch. 769 of 
SL 1993 for state-local projects, $750,000 is not to revert until June 30, 1997, to replace funds originally appropriated for 
Town Fork Creek that were later reallocated as a grant to the Pilot Mountain Foundation for capital improvements. Provides 
that $400,000 appropriated in Sec. 107(a)(16) (Town Fork project) of Ch. 561 of SL 1993 is not to revert until June 30, 1997. 
Specifies that funds appropriated for the Town Fork project in Ch. 480, SL 1985, and Ch. 754, SL 1989, along with these nor- 
reverting funds, are to be placed in a special reserve account, not be expended or encumbered pending completion, without 
cost to the state, of specified pre-construction costs, such as engineering and environmental impact costs. 

26.4. Healthy Start Foundation funds. Directs Department of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources to allocate 
$200,000 of the funds appropriated to it for the First Step Campaign of the Governor's Commission on Reduction of Infant 
Mortality. Directs the Healthy Start Foundation to report on all of its programs to the Joint Legislative Commission on 
Governmental Operations on or before March 1, 1996. 

26.4. Manne Fishenes law enforcement personnel. Provides that additional law enforcement positions authorized for 
Marine Fisheries Div'n shall not be located in Rateigh. 

26.5. Marine Fishenes. Amends SL 1993, Ch. 675 to extend to June 30, 1997 (now, 1996) the moratorium on issuance 
of new licenses under GS 113-152, -153.1, -154, and -154.1. Amends SL 1993, Ch. 576 to provide that during the 
moratorium, a license required to participate in a fishery regulated by a federal fisheries management plan may only be 
issued to person who (1) held valid license during two of the three years immediately preceding ratification; (2) participated ir 
the fishery for at least two of those years; and (3) landed in NC each year the minimum pounds of fish as established by the 
Comm'n in its rules. 

Provides that the Comm'n may adopt temporary and permanent rules to authorize the use of three or less crab pots for 
noncommercial purposes by a vessel not licensed if the owner of the vessel does not hold any fisheries licenses and the 
crabs taken are not for sale. Repeais the Blue Ribbon Advisory Council on Oysters provision in the Continuation Budget. 
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Conservation for staff and operating expenses for the division to assist agricultural operations to meet the December 1997 
requirements for animal waste management. Requires the division to give priority to small, family agricultural operations. 
PART 27. CAPITAL AND SPECIAL PROJECTS 

27. North Carolina Information Highway funds. Directs that all funds appropriated to the Office of State Controller for the 
operation of the Information Highway (defined to mean the new, high-capacity optical fiber network that uses SONET 
transmission technology and ATM switching) are to be used for costs incurred by the Office in operations and support of the 
Information Highway, and none is to be used to pay Minimum Monthly Usage charges until such time as the Controller 
certifies that the network is capable of performing al the services for which the state has contracted. Provides that no state 
funds may be used to expand the Highway beyond the 74 sites approved by General Assembly, that no expansion shall 
obligate the General Assembly for future state appropriations, and that if non-state funds are used to expand sites state funds 
may not be used for those sites. However, if other agencies (excluding the 74 sites) have received state funds prior to 6/30/95 
to allow them to set up a site, they may purchase equipment or come on line but the General Assembly will not be obligated 
fur future or continuing appropriations. Specifies reports from the Controller to the General Assembly. 

27.1. Data processing reserve. Directs that funds appropriated in the Data Processing Reserve are to be distributed to 
user agencies for the purpose of making payments to the State Information Processing System for line-item code 3800 
charges and not for personne! or equipment purchases. Directs the Office of State Controller and Office of State Budget and 
Management to study the State Computer Center demand estimates and report to the 1996 session of the General Assembly. 

27.2. Appalachian State University's Master of School Administration program continued. Amends GS 116-74.21(b) to 
increase from seven to eight the number of school administrator programs that the University of North Carolina may operate, 
and specifies that the cited program is to be one of the eight. 

27.3. Piedmont Sports and Entertainment Facilities Study Commission. Specifies that the chair and vice chair of the 
Piedmont State Legislative Caucus as the caucus existed during the 1995 session of the General Assembly are to be the ex 
officio members of the cited commission to serve as its chair and vice chair, and that the commission is to report on the first 
day of the 1996 General Assembly session. Directs that $25,000 of the funds appropriated to the Department of Commerce 
are to be used for expenses of the commission. 

27.4. Delivery of warrants and disbursements for non-state entities. Amends GS 143-3.2 to add provisions (1) 
specifying that all warrants issued for non-state entities are to be delivered by the appropriate agency to the entity's legally 
designated recipient by US mail or its equivalent, including electronic funds transfer and (2) providing that all disbursements 
made to non-state entities are to be delivered to the appropriate agency to the entity's legally designated recipient by US mail 
or its equivalent, including electronic funds transfer. 

27.5. Local historical organization grants. Directs the Department of Cultural Resources to use $3 million of the amount 
appropriated to it as grants-in-aid to nonprofit historical organizations, nonprofit museums, or local government agencies for 
protection, preservation, and interpretation of historic assets-with local or regional significance. Grants may not exceed 
$100,000 each. Secretary of the department is to develop guidelines for the grants. 

27.6. Local cultural and artistic organizations grants. Directs the Department of Cultural Resources to use $3 million of 
the amount appropriated to it as grants-in-aid to nonprofit local cultural or artistic organizations or government agencies. 
Grants may not exceed $100,000 each. Secretary of the department is to develop guidelines for the grants. 

27.8. Improvement of the administrative rules process/egislative oversight/fiscal accountability. 

Legislative Oversight. Creates the 16-member Joint Legisiative Administrative Procedure Oversight Committee 
composed of eight Senators appointed by President Pro Tem., at least three of whom must be members of minority party, and 
eight House members appointed by Speaker, at least three of whom must be members of minority party. Empowers the 
Comm'n to review rules to which Rules Review Comm'n has objected to determine if statutory changes are needed, to 
receive reports from Rules Review Comm'n, and to maintain notebook containing approved rules, to review state regulatory 
programs, to review existing rules for necessity, to review the rule-making process for adequacy of notice, to address other 
matters of concerns, and to report to General Assembly. 

Agency fiscal note required before publishing permanent rule change of substantial economic impact. Amends GS Ch. 
150B to require fiscal notes for any permanent rule change that would have a substantial economic impact and that is not 
identical to a federal regulation that the agency is required to adopt. 

Procedure for adopting permanent rules. Revises procedures for adoption of temporary and permanent administrative 
rules substantially as proposed in H 191 and H 192. 

Rules Review Comm'n role strengthened. Amends GS 150B-21.3 to provide that a permanent rule approved by the 
Rules Review Committee becomes effective on the 31st legislative day of the next reguiar session of the General Assembly 
that begins at least 25 days after the date the Commission approved the rule. If a bill that specifically disapproves the rule is 
introduced in either house before the 31st day, the rule become effective when unfavorabie final action is taken on that bill or 
the General Assembly adjourns without taking final action on the bill. Sets out specific provisions for approved rules to 
become effective on the order of the Governor. Revises standards for Rules Review Commission approval of rules as set out 
in H 191. Revises procedure when Commission approves a permanent rule as proposed in H 192. Revises procedure when 
Commission objects to a permanent rule as proposed in H 191. 

Rules Review Comm'n monthly report. Sets out requirement for Rules Review Commission reports to Joint Legislative 
Administrative Procedure Oversight Committee as proposed in H 191.

27.16. Increase authonzed cost of Mciver Street Parking Deck. Amends SL 1993, Ch. 451, Sec. 2, to increase 
authorized cost of Mciver Street Parking Deck at UNC-Greensboro to $8,041,400. 
PART 28. GENERAL CAPITAL AND MISCELLANEOUS BUDGET PROVISIONS 

28. Procedures for disbursement. Specifies requirements for approval of allotments by Governor for expenditures for 
capital improvements approved by this act. 

28.1. Reserve for advance planning. Directs the Office of State Budget and Management to report to the Joint 
Legislative Commission on Governmental Operations and to the Fiscal Research Division on how it intends to spend funds 
from the Reserve for Advance Planning at least 45 days before it spends the funds. 

28.2. Encumbered appropnations and project reserve fund. Specifies encumberment of construction funds for capital 
projects (other than University of North Carolina projects) at time the project is placed under contract and creation of project 
reserve fund for.remaining unencumbered-appropnations. 

28.3. Project cost increase. Specifies manner for Governor to increase the cost of a capital improvement project. 

28.4. New project authonzation. Specifies manner for Governor to authorize construction of a capital improvement 
project not specifically authorized by the General Assembly, if construction is to be accomplished without state appropriation. 

28.5. Advance planning of capital improvement projects. Authorizes use of funds from the Advance Planning Fund for 
planning capital improvement projects, upon approval by the Governor, except that the fund may not be used for projects of 
the university or the State Board of Community Colleges. 

28.6. Appropnations limits/reversion or lapse. Provides that for capital improvements projects approved by the 1993 
General Assembly, construction must be commenced or self-liquidating indebtedness must be incurred within 12 months after 
the funds were first available or the funds revert to the original source and the self-liquidating appropriation lapses. Deadline 
may be extended by the Governor for up to 12 additional months. 

28.7. Executive Budget Act applies. Provides that the provisions of Article 1 of Chapter 143 of the General Statutes are 
reenacted and remain in full force and effect.

SENATE BILLS 


S 202. POULTRY COMPOSTING CREDIT. Intro. 2/15/95. House action amends 3rd edition. Makes individual 
income tax credit available also to Subchapter S corporations, and deletes credit for corporation income tax. 


S 974. AGRICULTURAL WASTE APPLICATOR. Intro. 5/3/97. Conference report modifies 6th edition to 
reconcile matters in controversy. Changes title to "TO REQUIRE A PERSON WHO PERFORMS THE LAND 
APPLICATION OF ANIMAL WASTE FROM SWINE PRODUCTION TO BE CERTIFIED." Rewrites act. 

Defines "animal waste" as liquid residuals, resulting from the raising of swine that are collected, treated, stored, 
or applied to the land through an animal waster management system. Amends Art. 21 of GS Ch. 143 to provide 
that animal waste must be managed so that the application of the waste does not cause a discharge of pollutants 
to surface waters except as a result of a storm event more severe than a 25-year, 24-hour storm. Provides that 
Only an operator in charge (one who holds a valid certificate to operate an animal waste management system 
and who has primary responsibility for the operation of the system) or a person under the supervision of an 
operator in charge may apply animal waste to the land. Provides that the owner or other person in control of the 
land is responsible for ensuring that the application is performed by proper person. Requires DEHNR to develop 
and administer a training and certification program for the operator in charge. Person who completes the 
instructional requirements (six hours), demonstrates competence by passing an examination, and pays a $10 fee 
is entitled to certificate. Provides for annual renewal of certificate, as long as training and examination 
requirements are completed at least once every five years, and sets renewal fee at $10. Authorizes DEHNR to 
assess a Civil penalty of up to $1,000 against a person who violates the act. Authorizes DEHNR, following 
procedures in GS Ch. 150B, to suspend or revoke a certificate or issue a written reprimand to an operator in 
charge upon finding that he practiced fraud or deception; did not use reasonable care, judgment, or apply his 
knowledge or ability in performing his duties; or is incompetent or unable to properly perform his duties. 
Requires DEHNR to adopt rules to implement act. Rules provision effective on ratification; all other provisions 
effective Jan. 1, 1997.

H 898. 1995 STUDIES. Intro. 4/12/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Makes new title TO 
AUTHORIZE STUDIES BY THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION, TO CREATE AND CONTINUE 
VARIOUS COMMISSIONS, TO DIRECT STATE AGENCIES AND LEGISLATIVE OVERSIGHT COMMITTEES 
AND COMMISSIONS TO STUDY SPECIFIED ISSUES, TO MAKE VARIOUS STATUTORY CHANGES, AND 
TO MAKE TECHNICAL CORRECTIONS TO CHAPTER 507 OF THE 1995 SESSION LAWS. Adds the following 
topics for study by the Legislative Research Commission: bad checks (S 876); rental property rights (S 861); 
illegitimacy, its prevention, and related child support and welfare benefits; family law (HJR 274); Mold Lien Act 
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(H 617); fire alarm installers; property issues (H 597, HJR 73, H 660, H 539); nonprofit continuing care facilities 
tax exemption (S 980); diesel fuel payment method (S 797, H 975); workers compensation (SJR 996); state 
retirees; and water conservation measures to reduce consumption. Deletes the following topics for study by the 
Legislative Research Commission: agricultural waste; cemetery commission; cigarette pricing below cost; 
firefighter classification and benefits; monument contracting; Medicaid and medical cost containment; local 
government structure, revenue, and powers; O'Neal-Rockwood Connector; plastics recycling, public health, and 
wetlands regulation, restoration, and mitigation. 

Creates Blue Ribbon Commission on Agricultural Waste. Directs the Governor's Crime Commission to 
study the effects of the enactment of the Concealed Handgun Permit act. Directs the Joint Legislative 
Commission on Seafood and Aquaculture to study the use of agriculture and seafood cooperatives that can be 
used to enhance and promote economic development through the production of value added products. Directs 
the Environmental Review Commission to study (1) the consolidation of environmental rule making and quasi- 
judicial functions into one environmental commission, (2) the existing State toxic air pollutant control program 
and its relation to the new federal hazardous air pollution control program, and (3) plastics recycling. Directs the 
Dep't of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources to study its mission, authority, duties, structure, and permit 
process related to environmental programs. Directs the Joint Legislative Transportation Oversight Committee to 
study the issue of restoring the motor fuel tax exemption for fuel used on vehicles owned by a community 
college. Directs the Highway Patrol to study current highway patrol troop boundaries and district boundaries and 
the location of troop and district headquarters to determine whether all areas of the State are adequately served. 
Directs the Joint Legislative Corrections Oversight Committee to study the issue of inmate housing. Directs the 
North Carolina Health Care Commission to study Medicaid and medical cost containment, methods of financing 
immunization services and their impact on age-appropriate immunization rates, and the issue of fees for copies 
of medical records. 

Creates a School Capital Construction Commission to conduct a comprehensive study of public school 
facilities in the State. Creates a State and Local Government Fiscal Relations and Trends Study Commission to 
study the fiscal responsibility of local governments, whether North Carolina's current system of shared 
responsibility for administering and financing public services is meeting the needs of the State and its 
communities, and how that system might be improved. House amendment provides that the State and Local 
Government Fiscal Relations and Trends Study Commission will be chaired by the Speaker of the House or the 
President Pro tempore of the Senate, or their respective designees. Creates a State Government Reorganization 
and Privatization Study Commission. Creates the State Ports Study Commission. Provides that the Board of 
Governors of The University of North Carolina will direct North Carolina State University to conduct research into 
reducing the level of tar in cigarettes.
